Plans  of  alterations  and  improvements,  including  a  new 
shop-front,  for  the  pharmacy  of  Mr.  A.  E.  Farrow,  chemist 
and  druggist,  at  45  High  Street,  Old  Brompton,  have  been 
passed  by  the  Gillingbam  Town  Council. 

At  the  Cambridge  meeting  of  the  British  Pharmaceutical 
Conference,  Mr.  C.  T.  Kingzett,  F.I.C.,  F.C.S.,  and  Dr. 
Sims  Woodhead  will  communicate  a  paper  on  bacteriological 
tests  for  disinfectants  as  affected  by  various  influences. 

At  Tynemouth  on  June  27,  Arthur  Ernest  Robinson, 
druggist,  was  acquitted  on  a  charge  of  manslaughter  of  a 
local  publican,  who  died  from  coma  due  to  chronic  nephritis 
accelerated  by  a  dose  of  laudanum  (C.  Jb  D.,  June  4,  p.  840). 

At  Nottingham  on  June  25,  Wm.  Henry  Gordon 
Williams,  labourer,  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge 
of  attempting  to  break  into  the  premises  of  Messrs. 
Wathes  &  Jackson,  chemists,  131  Carlton  Road,  Notting- 
ham,, on  June  13. 

At  the  North  London  Police  Court  on  June  25,  Butler 
Carter  (65),  naval  pensioner,  was  bound  over  for  twelve 
months  in  the  sum  of  51.,  and  ordered  to  pay  the  costs, 
:25s.  6c?.,  for  assaulting  Mr.  Arthur  Moyse,  chemist,  10 
Finsbury  Park  Road,  London. 

At  Chertsey,  on  June  27,  Surgeon-Major  E.  D.  F. 
Bringhurst  was  committed  for  trial  on  a  charge  of  man- 
slaughter of  his  wife  (C.  &  D.,  June  18,  p.  907).  The 
prisoner,  in  answer  to  the  charge,  said  "  I  am  not  guilty, 
absolutely."    Bail  in  the  sum  of  200?.  was  allowed. 

In  an  address  before  the  Electro- Homoeopathy  Congress 
at  the  Caxton  Hall,  London,  S.W.,  on  June  28,  Dr. 
W.  M.  Anderschon,  of  Norway,  propounded  his  theory 
that  the  iris  of  the  eye  acts  as  an  indicator  of  disease  and 
injuries,  which  are  registered  on  it  by  colour,  spots,  or 
lines. 

The  Gainsborough  Guardians,  after  considering  the  sug- 
gestion of  the  Local  Government  Board  that  the  Guar- 
dians obtain  drugs  and  medicines  for  the  sick  poor  by 
contract  instead  of  them  being  provided  by  the  work- 
house medical  officer  out  of  his  salary,  object  to  any 
change  being  made,  since  that  officer  was  recently 
appointed  with  a  provision  for  attendance,  medicines, 
etc.,  at  a  fixed  rate.    The  matter  is  to  be  fully  discussed. 

Three  chemists  in  Brighton  have  joined  a  combination 
of  traders  in  a  special  week  cf  promoting  the  advantages 
•of  that  district  rs  a  shopping  centre  by  billing  the  town 
with  an  advertising  scheme  offering  prizes  to  the  largest 
buyers  from  each  class  of  trades  concerned.  Each  co- 
•operator  makes  a  special  show,  and  exhibits  the  special 
bill  of  the  combination.  The  chemists  are  Mr.  J.  R. 
Martin,  Mr.  C.  H.  Evans,  and  E.  A.  Jones,  all  of  London 
Road  district. 

At  the  quarterly  meeting  of  the  Manchester,  Salford 
and  District  Temperance  Union,  held  in  the  Congrega- 
tional Schools,  Waterhead,  on  June  25,  Dr.  F.  H.  Wors- 
wick,  in  hi/;  address,  said  it  was  manifestly  absurd  to 
abolish  public-houses,  which  were  under  police  super- 
vision, and  at  the  same  time  grant  new  licences  to  chemists 
and  druggists,  who  escaped  supervision.  It  was  at  these 
places,  he  said,  that  women  and  young  persons  could 
privately  obtain  intoxicants  under  the  guise  of  purchasing 
medicine. 

Bowling. 

On  Thursday,  June  23,  a  bowling  match  was  played  on 
the  Belgrave  Green,  Newcastle-on-Tyne,  between  two 
rinks  representing  chemists  and  the  medical  profession.

In  a  shop-window  at  the  lower  end  of  Suffolk  Street 
may  be  seen  a  motley  group  of  old-style  chemists'  stop- 
pered bottles.    Many  have  powders  in  them. 

The  proprietors  of  the  late  Mr.  F.  Gibson's  shop  in 
Gooch  Street  are  giving  up  the  retail  part  of  their  business 
at  the  end  of  the  month,  and  are  confining  themselves  to 
the  wholesale  trade. 

The  local  Chemists'  Association  had  issued  a  pleasing 
programme  for  June  29,  when  a  good  muster  of  the 
members  and  their  friends  availed  themselves  of  the 
opportunity  of  enjoying  a  pleasant  outing. 

The  "Mail"  has  been  interviewing  the  City  Analyst 
(Mr.  Liverseege,  Ph.C,  F.I.C.)  re  the  faking  of  flour. 
He  states  that  flour  bleached  with  air  saturated  by  nitric 
acid  had  not  been  found  to  pay  in  this  city,  because  it  did 
not  yield  good  bread. 

An  interesting  County  Court  case  was  tried  at  Stafford 
last  week  between  landlord  and  tenant,  the  former  being 
Mr.  James  Spilsbury,  Ph.C,  F.I.C,  of  Birmingham,  who 
under  an  implied  consent  of  the  tenant  has  started  exten- 
sive alterations.  The  tenant  denied  consent.  Eventually 
the  Judge  allowed  the  aggrieved  101.  10?.  damages,  and 
costs. 

Ships'  Medicine-chests. 

The  Liverpool  correspondent  of  the  "  Shipping  Gazette," 
writing  in  regard  to  the  need  for  revision  by  the  Board 
of  Trade  of  the  scale  for  ships'  medicine-chests,  says  : 

"  Its  contents  as  per  Board  of  Trade  standard  remain  as 
they  were  when  only  sailing-vessels  navigated  the  ocean,  and, 
as  far  as  the  present-day  Pharmacopoeia  is  concerned,  at 
least  half  of  the  medicines  are  out  of  date.  Owners  to-day 
find  that  the  expense  of  replenishing  their  vessels'  medicine- 
chests  is  not  due  to  the  drugs  having  been  used,  but  because 
they  have  deteriorated  on  the  voyage.  It  seems  quite  time 
that  the  Board  of  Trade  devised  a  new  scale  of  medicines, 
adopting  more  modern  forms  of  drugs,  and  particularly  those 
in  tabloid  form.  On  passenger-ships  the  tabloid  form  of 
medicine  is  often  the  only  one  which  passengers  will  accept."

Analysts'  Reports. 

The  following  samples  were  among  those  taken  for 
analysis  in  Birkenhead  during  the  past  year  :  Malt  vinegar, 
4  ;  pepper,  3  ;  cream  of  tartar,  2  ;  and  tartaric  acid,  2.  All 
of  them  were  returned  as  genuine. 

The  Burnley  analyst  (Mr.  R.  S.  Ross,  F.I.C.)  mentions 
that  several  samples  of  port  wine  were  submitted  with  a 
view  to  determining  whether  such  wines  were  medicated 
or  not,  as  licences  were  issued  on  the  understanding  that 
medicated  wines  only  were  sold.  The  analyst  states  that 
practically  all  the  samples  submitted  during  the  past  two 
years  have  been  non-medicated  wines. 

The  Kingston-upon-Hull  analyst  (Mr.  A.  R.  Tankard, 
F.I.C.)  in  his  annual  report  states  that  he  examined 
twenty-seven  drug  samples  as  follows  :  Sweet  nitre,  10 ; 
camphorated  oil,  8;  paregoric,  4;  sal  volatile,  3;  castor 
oil,  2.  All  were  genuine  except  one  sample  of  sweet  nitre, 
which  was  of  "somewhat  poor  quality,"  and  another  of 
sal  volatile  slightly  deficient  in  ammonia.  The  analyst 
also  remarks  : 

It  seems  to  me  a  matter  for  regret  that  the  machinery  of 

the  Food  and  Drugs  Acts  cannot  be  used  for  checking  the 


widespread  fraud  going  on  in  connection  with  many  kinds  of 
proprietary  foods  and  medicines.  Meat-extracts,  infants' 
foods,  and  patent  medicines  are  sold  without  any  require- 
ments as  to  composition  or  (in  the  case  of  medicines) 
freedom  from  dangerous  drugs.  Any  amendment  of  the 
Food  Laws  should  include  sections  dealing  with  these  sub- 
stances. 

Other  samples  examined  were  :  Malt  vinegar,  15  ;  baking- 
powder,  8  ;  arrowroot,  6  ;  ground  ginger,  6  ;  and  pepper,  4. 
All  were  genuine  except  two  of  the  vinegars,  which  were  of 
doubtful  quality. 

Inquests. 

A  dead  body  taken  from  the  Mersey  off  Seacombe  was 
subsequently  identified  as  that  of  Mr.  William  Henry 
Morris  (56),  who  carried  on  business  as  a  druggist  in 
Birkenhead  until  two  years  ago,  and  had  apparently  fallen 
on  evil  days.  He  had  been  in  apartments  in  Seacombe 
recently. 

A  verdict  of  accidental  death  was  returned  at  the  in- 
quiry held  at  Clifton,  Lanes,  on  June  23,  into  the  death 
of  Samuel  Wardle  (18),  chemist's  assistant,  of  Ringley 
Road.  Stoneclough.  It  transpired  that  Wardle  fell  into 
the  River  Irwell  while  attempting  to  rescue  one  of  his  two 
companions,  both  of  whom  had  got  into  the  river  in  trying 
to  regain  a  ball  that  had  fallen  into  the  water.  All  the 
three  youths  were  drowned.

Brevities. 

Mr.  Charles  McMullen,  F.I.C,  has  been  appointed 
analyst  to  the  Newry  Board  of  Guardians  at  a  salary  of 
151.  per  annum. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  written  to  the 
Athlone  Board  of  Guardians  refusing  to  allow  recoupment 
of  drugs  until  the  analyst's  certificates  of  certain  drugs 
have  been  produced. 

The  Local  Government  Board  have  forwarded  a  copy 
of  a  letter  received  from  Messrs.  Clarke  &  Co.  to  the 
Killarney  Board  of  Guardians  relative  to  the  delay  in 
supplying  the  medicines  ordered  recently  from  them  for 
use  in  the  Killarney  dispensary  district.  From  this  it 
appears  that  the  delay  was  due  to  the  carriers. 

Judgment  was  delivered  in  the  case  of  Keogh  v.  the 
Incorporated  Dental  Hospital  of  Ireland  (C.  <£•  D.,  Feb- 
ruary 12,  p.  243)  last  week  in  the  King's  Bench  Division, 
Dublin,  by  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  of  Ireland  (Lord 
O'Brien),  Mr.  Justice  Madden,  and  Mr.  Justice  Dodd. 
This  was  a  libel  action  by  Mr.  Myles  Keogh,  and  he  had! 
been  nonsuited.  The  present  action  was  for  a  new  trial, 
which  was  refused,  the  Lord  Chief  Justice  expressing  the 
opinion  that  the  resolution  complained  of  (C.  <£■  D.,  July  3, 
1909,  p.  3)  was  not  a  libel. 

At  Bantry,  co.  Cork,  last  week  Mr.  Tuffe,  of  the  firm  of 
Cole  &  Co.,  St.  Patrick  Street,  Cork,  extracted  six  teeth 
from  Miss  Ellen  Collins,  a  teacher  aged  nineteen  years. 
Miss  Collins  died  subsequently  from  hemorrhage.  Dr. 
Bennett,  who  gave  evidence  at  the  coroner's  inquest,  stated 
that  the  cause  of  death  was  hemorrhage  resulting  from  the 
extraction  of  six  teeth,  for  which  she  was  unfit.  Mr. 
Tuffe,  who  was  present  in  court,  and  was  represented  by 
a  solicitor,  elected  not  to  give  evidence.  The  jury  returned1 
a  verdict  in  accordance  with  Dr.  Bennett's  evidence,  and 
strongly  condemned  the  practice  of  unqualified  dentists 
doing  the  work  of  qualified  dentists. 

Belfast  Public  Analyst. 

At  a  meeting  of  the  Belfast  Corporation  on  June  24, 
Mr.  Joseph  Harold  Totten,  B.A.,  B.Sc,  F.I.C,  Scottish 
Provident  Buildings,  Belfast,  was,  subject  to  confirmation 
by  the  Council,  appointed  public  analyst  to  the  Corpora- 
tion, in  succession  to  the  late  Mr.  Robert  Barklie.  There 
were  three  other  applications,  from  Glasgow,  Liverpool, 
and  Bristol.  Mr.  Totten  studied  in  the  chemical  labora- 
tories of  Queen's  College,  Belfast,  under  Professor  Lett, 
and  for  a  period  acted  as  assistant  demonstrator. 
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Technical  Sahools  and  the  Ph.acmaceut;cal  Society. 
At  the  ninth  annual  Congress  held  at  Sligo  under  the 
auspices  of  the  Irish  Technical  Instruction  Association, 
Mr.  Francis  C.  Forth,  B.Sc,  Principal  of  the  Belfast 
Technical  Institute,  presiding,  Mr.  O'Shaughnessy,  B.A., 
Principal  of  the  Waterford  Technical  Institute,  read  a 
paper  entitled  "Recognition  of  Technical  Schools  by  the 
Irish  Pharmaceutical  Society."  In  the  course  of  his  paper 
he  mentioned  that  his  committee  applied  to  the  Society  in 
September  1909  to  have  their  classes  in  chemistry  recog- 
nised for  the  Licence  certificate.  The  Londonderry  Com- 
mittee also  applied  in  November  1908.  Both  applications 
were  refused.  In  March  last  they  again  applied,  on  this 
occasion  jointly  with  the  Technical  Instruction  Committees 
for  Newry  and  Ballymena  ;  and,  in  reply  to  their  communi- 
cation, were  informed  that  the  Council  of  the  Society  had 
adjourned  the  consideration  of  the  application  for  six 
months.  There  are,  he  said,  three  main  grounds  on  which 
the  Provincial  Technical  Schools  claimed  recognition  : 

_  1.  The  large  numbers  of  unqualified  assistants  and  appren- 
tices in  the  towns  ; 

2.  The  facilities  for  study  already  provided  ;  and 

3.  The  expense  to  which  assistants  and  others  were  put  in 
taking  out  their  qualifications  at  the  present  time. 

If,  he  added,  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  granted  their 
application,  the  apprentices  and  assistants  would  benefit 
by  the  facilities  aiforded,  the  employers  would  benefit  by 
the  increased  efficiency  of  their  employes,  the  public  would 
benefit  indirectly,  and  the  technical  schools  would  benefit 
by  the  inducement  to  more  effective  attendance  that  would 
be  created  by  granting  the  recognition  sought  for.  There 
was  a  great  deal  to  be  said  for  the  attitude  of  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  in  jealously  guarding  their  rights  and 
in  requiring  that  none  but  persons  who  had  been  efficiently 
trained  in  institutions  of  good  standing  should  be  admitted 
members  of  their  Society.  The  Congress  passed  a  resolu- 
tion urging  upon  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  the  necessity 
for  extending  recognition  to  those  technical  schools  in 
which  it  could  be  shown  that  adequate  provision  could 
be  made  for  the  teaching  of  all,  or  any,  of  the  subjects 
required. 


Scots  News,

Aberdeen. 

For  some  time  past  a  section  of  private  traders  have  been 
organising  a  "Traders'  Defence  Association"  to  protect 
themselves  against  the  inroad  of  the  Northern  Co-operative 
Co.  on  their  various  businesses.  The  action  of  an  inde- 
pendent firm  of  bakers  in  posting  a  notice  in  their  bakery 
to  the  effect  "  that  those  of  the  employees  who  were  dealino- 
with  the  Co-operative  Co.  would  understand  that  their 
services  woidd  not  be  required  after  July  2,"  has  put  the 
"  fat  on  the  fire,"  so  to  speak,  and  since  then  the  Press 
have  been  devoting  considerable  space  to  the  views  of 
various  business  men  on  the  subject.  The  "  effect  on 
chemists  "  was  told  in  one  of  the  local  papers  this  week 
by  an  East-End  chemist,  who  said  (among  other  things)  : 

"  These  great  movements,  whether  good  or  bad— and  I  am 
not  prepared  to  say  they  are  bad— are  here  and  there  irre- 
pressible. If  there  is  one  thing  the  British  public,  and 
especially  the  British  working  classes,  will  not  stand,"  he 
continued,  "  it  is  being  dictated  to  how  they  should  spend  their 
money.  In  the  drug-trade,  however,  I  think  we  have  less 
to  fear  from  the  co-operative  than  any  of  the  other  branches 
of  trade.  Dispensing  prices  are  cut  considerably  lower  than 
in  many  cities  in  the  South.  Patent  preparations  are  sold 
at  cost,  so  that  really  there  is  little  room  for  the  co-operative 
to  come  in.  In  any  case,  I  do  not  think  they  will  have  a 
disastrous  effect  on  the  drug  trade,  which  is  so  much  a  matter 
of  personality.  .  .  .  There  is  a  rumour  that  Boots,  who  have 
hundreds  of  shops  throughout  England,  and  have  lately 
invaded  Scotland,  are  to  open  a  branch  in  Aberdeen.  We 
have  certainly  more  to  fear  from  them  than  from  the  Co- 
operative Co.,  who  up  to  now  have  not  affected  me  in  the 
slightest,  although  I  am  near  enough  them.  It  really  comes 
to  this,  that  if  we  had  not  the  Co-operative  Co.  we  would 
have  something  else,  and  I  am  strongly  opposed  to  any 
attempt  at  boycotting  any  such  movement,  as  I  can  remember 
two  former  instances  which  ended  in  failure." 


Edinburgh. 

Meesrs.  Gibson  &  Co.,  chemists,  have  opened  a  new  and 
fifth  branch  at  14  West  Maitland  Street,  Edinburgh. 

A  Tuberculosis  Exhibition,  in  connection  with  the 
annual  Conference  of  the  National  Association  for  the 
Prevention  of  Consumption  will  be  opened  in  the  New 
College  buildings  on  Friday,  July  1,  by  the  Countess  of 
Aberdeen. 

The  newspapers  have  been  devoting  considerable  space 
to  comments  on  a  remark  made  by  a  speaker  at  an  anti- 
opium  meeting  last  Friday.  Dr.  Main,  of  Hangchow, 
after  stating  that  most  of  the  morphia  manufactured  in 
Edinburgh  found  its  way  to  China,  alleged  that  morphia 
"went  to  Shanghai  labelled  as  kegs  of  bicarbonate 
of  soda."  One  paper  next  day,  in  giving  the  results  of 
inquiries  among  local  makers,  used  the  headlines, 
"Morphia  'Smuggling.'  Missionaries'  Allegations 
Laughed  At." 

The  annual  summer  meeting  of  the  Edinburgh  Chemists', 
Assistants',  and  Apprentices'  Association  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Wednesday,  June  22,  at 
8.30  p.m.  A  large  number  of  plants  had  been  collected  by 
members,  and  these  were  systematically  arranged  in  the 
hall.  Mr.  E.  J.  Brown,  Ph.C.  (President),  gave  a  lecture 
and  demonstration  on  "The  Structure  and  Functions  of 
Leaves,"  illustrated  by  a  series  of  typical  examples.  Mr. 
E.  O.  Rowland  gave  a  practical  demonstration  on  the  col- 
lection of  living  specimens. 

Glasgow. 

"  Chemist  wanted  to  make  cold  cream  at  home  "  was 
an  advertisement  in  a  local  evening  paper  last  week. 
Who  got  the  job  ? 

Invitations  have  been  issued  by  the  Lord  Provost  and 
Corporation  for  a  reception  to  the  Society  of  Chemical 
Industry  on  the  evening  of  Wednesday,  July  6. 

The  manufacture  of  certain  gases  has  been  discontinued 
at  the  British  Oxygen  Co.'s  works.  Nitrous  oxide  must 
now  be  got  from  Manchester,  while  carbonic-acid  gas  is 
obtained  from  a  distillery  in  Bo'ness. 

Damage  to  the  extent  of  80,000?.  was  caused  by  fire  at 
the  soap  works  of  Messrs.  Ogston  &  Tennant  on  June  27. 
The  fire  broke  out  in  the  morning,  but  the  whole  of  the 
employees,  numbering  over  400,  escaped  without  injury. 
The  drains  in  the  vicinity  became  choked  with  a  mixture 
of  oil,  soap,  and  wax  as  it  cooled. 

Messrs.  Burroughs  Wellcome  &  Co.  have  transferred 
Mr.  John  Howitt,  chemist  and  druggist,  from  England  to 
represent  them  in  Glasgow  and  Edinburgh.  Mr.  Howitt 
is  well  known  in  Glasgow,  having  been  for  several  years 
with  the  late  Mr.  John  McMillan,  and  thereafter  he  acted 
as  manager  in  the  Argyle  Street  branch  of  Messrs.  Cock- 
burn  &  Co.,  Ltd.

Sm  Wm.  Ramsay,  K.C.B.,  of  London  University 
College,  was  at  the  meeting  of  the  Paris  Academy  of 
Sciences  on  Monday,  June  27,  elected  a  foreign  member  of 
that  Academy. 

At  the  Fetes  des  Fleurs,  an  annual  function  recently 
held  in  Paris,  Mrs.  A.  Birnie-Scott  obtained  a  grand 
prix  d'honneur  on  the  first  day  and  a.  gold  medal  on  the 
second  for  her  carriage — a  victoria  beautifully  decorated 
and  canopied  with  flowers.  "  L' Illustration  "  of  June  25 
gave  a  photograph  of  Mrs.  Birnie-Scott  in  her  carriage. 

Law  as  to  Sale  of  Medicines. — A  summons  has  been 
taken  out  against  the  manager  in  Paris  of  the  whole- 
sale depot  of  Messrs.  Boas,  of  Hamburg.  It  is  alleged 
that  he  supplied  pharmaceutical  preparations  to  the  public 
from  the  firm's  manufactory  in  the  Rue  Alexandre 
Dumas,  Paris,  whereas  he  was  only  entitled  to  sell  to 
pharmacists  by  wholesale. 

Anti-Typhoid  Vaccination. — At  the  Paris  Society  of 
Medicine's  meeting  last  week  Dr.  Vincent  described  the 
result  of  his  researches  on  the  treatment  of  typhoid  by 
vaccination  with  either  living  or  killed  bacilli.  The 
former  he  found  to  bo  objectionable,  but  by  extracting 
living  bacilli  of  Eberth  with  ether  he  obtained  an  anti- 
typhoid vaccine  which  on  injection  gave  perfect  immunity 
to  the  animals  experimented  on.  It  wa6  also  tried  on 
thirteen  human  subjects.  Four  injectior.6,  made  at  in- 
tervals of  eight  or  ten  days,  were  well  tolerated,  and 
examination  of  the  blood  proved  the  presence  of  a  great 
number  of  anti-bodies  destructive  of  typhoid  bacilli.  Dr. 
Vincent  concludes  that  his  method  is  protective. 

Food  Frauds. — An  International  Conference  for  study- 
ing the  best  means  for  unifying  the  chemical  analysis  of 
food  products,  with  a  view  to  the  repression  of  frauds,  was 
opened  in  Paris  on  Monday,  June  27,  by  M.  Georges 
Cochery,  the  French  Minister  of  Finance.  Dr.  Bordas 
was  elected  President  of  the  Congress,  and  he  is  sup- 
ported by  Professor  Guignard,  Director  of  the  Paris 
School  of  Pharmacy,  and  M.  Roux,  as  well  as  other  well- 
known  men.  The  programme  of  the  Congress  comprises  : 
(1)  Unification  of  the  presentation  of  results  of  analysis, 
and  (2)  Unification  of  methods  of  analysis.  The  Congress 
was  stated  by  M.  Cochery  to  be  a  result  of  the  Inter- 
national Congress  of  Chemistry  held  in  Rome  in  1906,  and 
is  held  in  Paris  at  the  suggestion  of  the  Italian  Govern- 
ment. 

Radium  is  constantly  needed  in  various  Parisian  hos- 
pitals, and  as  these  institutions  cannot  each  afford  to  keep 
a  supply,  it  has  to  be  carried  from  one  to  the  other  as 
occasion  requires.  Since  one  of  the  lights  of  the  medical 
world  forgot  his  radium,  leaving  it,  as  meaner  mortals 
forget  their  umbrellas,  in  a  "taxi,"  doctors  fight  shy  of 
this  responsibility,  and  a  new  profession  has  thus  been 
opened  suitable  to  gentlewomen  in  reduced  circumstances. 
They  must,  of  course,  possess  the  unsleeping  vigilance 
and  absolute  honesty  which  we  are  assured  characterised 
the  Vestals  of  Ancient  Rome.  Even  while  the  operation 
is  going  on,  they  must  remain  to  keep  an  eye  on  their 
minute  but  priceless  charge.  Otherwise  the  profession 
of  "radium-bearer"  is  neither  exacting  nor  disagreeable, 
and  some  30s.  to  27.  a  week  may  thus  be  "easily  and 
honestly  earned,"  though  not  "  without  hindrance  to 
present  occupation,"  as  advertisements  sometimes  express 
it. 

Early  Closing. — The  Paris  pharmacists'  assistants  had 
a  field-night  on  Thursday,  June  23,  in  the  form  of  a  large 
meeting  called  by  their  Syndicate  and  held  at  the  Bourse 
du  Travail  to  discuss  the  question  of  early — or  nine  o'clock 
— closing.  Upwards  of  six  hundred  assistants,  pharmacists, 
and  doctors  were  present.  The  meeting  lasted  from 
10  p.m.  to  2  a.m.,  and  although  any  revolutionary  ideas 
were  disclaimed  in  advance  by  the  organisers  of  the 
gathering,  there  were  distinct  signs  that  the  old  fighting 
form  of  their  forbears  ie  not  yet  extinct  among  phar- 
macists. The  meeting  was  ostensibly  for  the  purpose  of 
discussing  the  question,  and  proprietors  of  pharmacies  and 


physicians  were  invited  to  come  and  exorecs  their  views. 
But  after  some  of  them  had  spoken  they  were  Toundly 
applauded  or  hksed,  according  as  they  sided  with  early 
closing  or  the  contrary.  At  one  moment  there  was,  for 
the  same  reason,  a  free  fight  between  the  representatives 
of  a  commercial  (or  cutting)  pharmacy  and  several  assis- 
tants. Two  members  of  Parliament  present  were  M.  Lauche, 
representing  the  11th  Arrondissement  of  Paris,  and  M. 
Justin  Godard,  of  Lyons,  and  they  were  partisans  of 
early  closing.  Some  of  the  pharmacists  expressed  them- 
selves in  favour  of  early  closing,  but  thought  it  advisable  to 
allow  each  to  arrange  as  he  thought  best,  either  by  closing  or 
by  "  nights  off  "  for  the  assistants.  But  the  majority  of  the 
gathering  were  distinctly  and  boisterously  in  favour  of 
an  uncompromising  nine  o'clock  closing.  Two  assistants 
proposed  "sabotage,"  or  spoiling  of  the  stock  of  phar- 
macists who  held  out.  Finally  a  motion  was  carried  at 
2  a.m.  which  contained  the  significant  phrase  that  the 
assistants  ' '  reserve  to  themselves  to  employ  all  means  to 
obtain  satisfaction."  Since  the  meeting  the  Paris  phar- 
macists in  business  (employers)  have  held  one,  in  which 
they  decided  by  a  considerable  majority  to  oppose  the 
assistants'  proposals  by  all  the  legal  means  "in  their 
power.  Part  of  the  assistants'  proposal  is  that  an  over- 
time fee  of  15c/.  (If.  15c.)  should  be  charged  on  all 
prescriptions  and  supplies  after  nine  o'clock.  The  em- 
ployers think  the  public  will  not  admit  of  this.  There  is 
also  the  question  of  several  night  and  day  pharmacies  to 
be  considered.  Things  seem  to  show  that  the  question  of 
nine  o'clock  closing  is  practically  gained  by  the  assistants. 
Already  in  several  Arrondissemente  it  is  a  settled  matter 
as  from  July  1,  and  others  are  likely  to  follow.  One  also 
sees  in  a  good  many  pharmacies  printed  notices  issued  by 
the  Syndicate  of  Pharmacists  of  Paris  and  the  Seine 
announcing  the  coming  in  force  of  the  15r/.  overtime  fee. 
In  reply  to  certain  criticisms,  the  Assistants'  Association 
has  published  the  following  statement  : 

The  supposition  that  we  are  taking  up  a  revolutionary 
attitude  is  quite  unjustified.  Many  of  our  employers  are 
in  accord  with  us  on  this  point,  and  some  would  be  willing 
to  close  as  early  as  8  p.m.  At  the  present  time,  except  in  the 
case  of  several  which  remain  open  all  night,  the  majority  of 
Parisian  pharmacies  do  not  close  before  10.30  or  11  p.m.  The 
assertion  is  not  justified  that  grave  inconvenience  would  result 
to  the  public  if  we  closed  an  hour  or  two  earlier.  Very  few 
clients  arrive  after  9  p.m.,  and  few  of  the  cases  are  urgent.  In 
a  case  of  urgency,  we  would  none  of  us  refuse  to  render  assist- 
ance at  whatever  hour  we  might  be  called  upon  to  do  so,  and 
it  would  be  quite  practicable,  if  necessary,  to  arrange  for  one 
pharmacy  in  each  district,  taking  it  in  turns,  to  remain  open 
as  late  as  11  p.m.  While  the  public  would  not  suffer  by  our 
action,  we,  on  the  other  hand,  would  gain  one  or  two  hours 
extra  rest;  and  if  the  conditions  under  which  we  work  are 
taken  into  consideration,  it  will  be  realised  what  such  a  con- 
cession would  mean  to  us.  Generally  speaking,  pharmacists' 
assistants  in  Paris  commence  work  at  7  or  7.30  a.m.  and  finish 
at  any  time  from  9  to  11  P.M.  Usually  only  one  hour's  interval 
is  allowed  at  midday  in  a  hard  working  day  of  fourteen  or 
fifteen  hours.  In  certain  pharmacies  the  assistants  are  for- 
bidden to  sit  down  during  the  day,  but  this,  fortunately,  is 
not  a  general  rule.  As  to  salaries,  they  do  not  run  high. 
Some  of  the  more  fortunate  may  get  as  much  as  300f.  per 
month,  but  then  there  are  others  who  get  no  more  than 
90f.  !  Wo  have  been  criticised  for  having  endeavoured 
to  get  the  doctors  to  a;ive  us  their  prescriptions  before  9  P.M., 
but  would  these  people  complain  if  doctors  would  only  hasten 
their  visits  a  little?  Certain  doctors  seem  to  make  it  a  prac- 
tice to  keep  their  clients  waiting,  in  order  to  give  the  im- 
pression of  a  large  clientele.  As  stated,  in  cases  of  urgency, 
the  chemists'  assistants  in  Paris  have  always  been  most  will- 
ing to  give  their  services  in  cases  of  real  need.  We  rely  on 
the  public  to  support  us  in  our  action,  which  we  are  sure  they 
will  agree  to  be  for  the  general  good. 

It  may  be  again  mentioned  that  this  agitation  in  no  way 
affects  the  pharmacists  in  the  West-end  quarters  of  Paris, 
where  the  beet  British  pharmacies  are,  as  they  have  had 
a  nine  o'clock  closing  rule  for  many  years.  The  question 
has,  however,  raised  considerable  interest  in  other  parts 
of  Paris.

Sir  Alexander  Hosie,  British  Commercial  Attache  at 
Peking,  acting  under  special  instructions  of  the  British 
Foreign  Office,  has  started  on  a  year's  tour  to  investigate 
the  facts  as  to  the  suppression  of  the  poppy  throughout 
China. 

A  Sight-seeing  Expedition  of  Japanese  druggists  to 
Corea  and  Manchuria  has  left  Kobe,  their  object  being  to 
see  the  practice  of  pharmacy  in  the  interior  of  those 
countries.  The  "  Manchurian  Drug  Beporter  "  organised 
the  tour,  the  cost  to  each  tourist  being  605  yen. 

Financial. — The  directors  of  the  Colombo  Apothecaries 
Co.,  Ltd.,  recommend  a  dividend  of  10  per  cent,  and  a  bonus 
of  2^  per  cent,  for  the  year  ending  March  31,  1910.  This 
•will  absorb  Bs.  50,000,  leaving  a  balance  of  Bs.  17,422  to  be 
carried  forward.  The  distribution  to  shareholders  is  the 
same  as  last  year. 

Begistration. — During  1909,  282  pharmacists  were 
registered  in  Japan,  against  301  in  1908.  Of  these  226 
passed  the  State  examination  and  three  graduated  from 
Tokyo  Imperial  University.  The  remainder  were  dis- 
tributed among  the  following  medical  colleges  :  Chiba,  19 ; 
Sendai,  11;  Nagasaki,  13;  and  Kanagawa,  10. 

Straits  Settlements  Deleterious  Drugs  Bill. — At  the 
meeting  of  the  Legislative  Council  at  Penang  on  May  27, 
there  were  a  large  number  of  amendments  down  for  con- 
sideration on  the  Committee  stage  of  the  Deleterious  Drugs 
Bill  being  reached,  and  it  was  decided  to  refer  the  measure 
to  a  Select  Committee  consisting  of  the  Attorney-General, 
the  Hon.  Dr.  Ellis,  and  the  Hon.  Dr.  Galloway. 

The  Ban  on  Narcotics. — The  "Gazette  of  India"  of 
May  14  contains  copies  of  Notifications  (Nos.  1865-1870) 
dated  May  5,  which  provide  that,  under  the  provisions  of 
the  "  Excise  Act,  1896  "  (No.  12  of  1896),  as  amended  by 
Act  No.  7  of  1906,  beta-eucaine,  beta-eucaine  lactate  and 
holocaine,  and  every  preparation  and  admixture  thereof, 
shall  be  included  in  the  definition  of  "  intoxicating  drugs," 
for  the  purposes  of  the  above-mentioned  Acts,  and  their 
possession  prohibited,  except  under  certain  prescribed  con- 
ditions, in  British  Baluchistan  and  in  the  territories  ad- 
ministered by  the  agent  to  the  Governor-General  in  Balu- 
chistan. 

New  Celluloid  Companies. — The  seventeen  factories  of 
the  Sakai  Celluloid  Co.  organised  by  the  Mitsui  family 
and  others  are  completed,  and,  the  machinery  having  been 
installed,  business  is  expected  to  commence  at  the  end  of 
May.  The  Japan  Celluloid  Co.,  organised  by  Mitsubishi 
and  others,  contemplates  the  construction  of  artificial-silk 
factories,  now  that  the  celluloid  factories  have  been  com- 
pleted. The  demand  for  celluloid  is  increasing,  and  there- 
fore the  competition  with  the  imported  celluloid  will 
naturally  grow  severer.  It  is  expected  that  competition 
between  the  companies  will  also  grow  keener  daily. 

Cocaine  and  Opium  Seizures. — In  connection  with  the 
seizure  of  opium  and  cocaine  on  board  the  ss.  Hong  Moh  in 
Singapore  harbour  reported  in  our  Coloured  Supplement  of 
June  11,  the  owners  of  the  vessel  have  been  fined  $2,000  and 
the  master  $250. — At  the  Penang  Police  Court  on  May  23, 
a  Chinaman  paid  a  fine  of  $500  for  being  in  illicit  possession 
of  1,000  grains  of  deleterious  drugs,  which  were  found  on 
his  premises. — A  quantity  of  opium,  cocaine,  chandu,  and 
morphia,  valued  at  $5,000,  has  been  seized  on  board  the 
ss.  Glenfalloch  at  Singapore. — Fines  varying  from  Bs.  20  to 
Bs.  90,  or  in  default  seven  to  28  days'  imprisonment,  have 
been  inflicted  by  the  Bombay  magistrates  upon  six  offenders 
who  were  found  in  possession  of  cocaine  without  a  licence. 
The  smallest  quantity  found  upon  the  prisoners  was 
12  grains  and  the  largest  38  grains.  At  Surat,  on  May  21, 
a  Mohammedan  named  Jaffer  Abdulla  was  sent  to  four 
months'  rigorous  imprisonment,  and  fined  Es.  200,  or  in 
default  a  further  month's  imprisonment,  for  transporting 
1,340  grains  of  cocaine  from  Bombay  to  Surat.  Accused 
concealed  the  cocaine  in  a  book,  the  leaves  of  which  were 
cut  out  to  admit  the  package. 


Colonial  and  Foreign  News. 


Berlin  Pharmacists  in  certain  parts  of  the  city  have- 
recently  come  to  an  agreement  among  themselves  whereby 
night-work  in  dispensing  is  done  by  them  one  at  a  time. 

The  Bed  Cross  in  Switzerland. — A  law  has  been, 
passed  in  Switzerland  prohibiting  the  use  of  the  "reel 
cross"  in  the  form  of  trade-marks,  etc.    The  rights  to  ■ 
existing  trade-marks  introducing  the  red  cross  will  be 
suspended  from  October  1912. 

Execution  of  an  Egyptian  Druggist. — Ibrahim  Wassif 
el  Wardani,  who  murdered  the  Egyptian  Bremier,  Boutros 
Pasha,  was  hanged  in  Cairo  on  Tuesday  morning,  June  28. 
It  is  reported  that  Wardani  left  a  will  ordering  the  sale- 1 
of  his  pharmacy,  and  the  division  of  the  proceeds  into, 
fifths,  one  to  be  applied  to  the  establishment  of  a  girls' 
boarding-school,  a  second  to  the  funds  of  the  Society 
for  Protecting  Children,  and  .a  third  to  the  support  of. 
his  mother  and  sister.  The  two  remaining  fifths  are 
apportioned  to  the  Egyptian  University  and  various- 
minor  schools  respectively. 

Congress  of  Obstetrics  and  Gynecology. — This  inter- 
national congress  is  to  be  held  in  St.  Petersburg  on  Septem- 
ber 9/22  to  15/28,  and  in  connection  with  it  there  will  be- 
an exhibition  including  instruments  and  pharmaceutical 
preparations.  Government  prizes  are  to  be  awarded  to  the 
exhibits  by  a  jury.  Foreign  exhibitors  will  be  allowed  to. 
import  their  exhibits  free  of  duty  on  condition  that  such 
exhibits  are  taken  or  sent  out  of  Russia  within  a  period  of 
six  months  from  the  day  of  the  termination  of  the  congress,, 
and  also  provided  they  are  sent  from  abroad  direct  to  St. 
Petersburg  by  railway  or  by  sea,  with  clear  directions  that 
they  are  intended  for  the  fifth  international  congress. 
We  have  received  copies  of  the  entry  forms,  and  will) 
supply  them  on  application  to  our  "  Information  Depart- 
ment." 

German  Perfumery-imports. — The  Federal  Council 
has  sanctioned  various  increases  in  the  import  duties  on 
perfumery,  spirits,  and  wine,  to  come  into  operation  on. 
July  1,  and  which  are  said  to  represent  retaliation  against 
the  new  French  tariff.  In  addition  to  perfumery,  the- 
increases  also  affect  brilliantines,  eau  de  Cologne,  hair- 
dyes,  cosmetics,  &c.  The  Association  of  German  Per- 
fumery Manufacturers  recently  •  adopted  a  resolution, 
against  the  proposed  advance  in  the  present  duty  of 
81.  15s.  per  cwt.  on  perfumery,  it  being  considered  that 
the  augmentation  will  stimulate  French  competitors  to. 
establish  branches  in  Germany.  It  is  also  thought  that 
the  German  increase  will  occasion  other  countries  to  raise- 
their  import  duties  on  perfumery  and  thus  tend  to  pre- 
judice export  trade. 

German  Pharmacy  Concessions. — The  organisation  of 
assistant  pharmacists  has  achieved  a  signal  triumph  as  the- 
result  of  its  recent  petition  to  the  Prussian  Parliament  de- 
manding the  creation  of  a  greater  number  of  pharmacies,  and) 
that  in  granting  a  concession  the  choice  among  the  competi- 
tors should  take  place  with  more  publicity.  Two  representa- 
tives of  the  Government  entered  into  the  discussion  on  the 
petition,  upon  which  they  commented  very  favourably  and 
recognised  that  the  first  request  was  fully  justified,  although 
the  second  was  rejected.  In  fact,  it  was  stated  that  "  the- 
wishes  of  the  petitioners  are  in  complete  agreement  with 
the  line  of  action  adopted  by  the  Government,  and  which 
will  be  adhered  to  in  future."  These  words  will  cause- 
many  an  owner  to  ponder,  as  the  opening  of  further  phar- 
macies in  order  to  grant  "that  independence  justly  de- 
manded by  many  assistants  "  will  mean  a  fresh  diminution 
in  already  shrinking  profits. 

Brussels  Exhibition. — The  Press  view  of  the  British 
Section  took  place  on  June  29,  when  a  large  party  of 
British  journalists  were  conducted  through  the  various- 
departments  of  the  section  by  Mr.  U.  F.  Wintour  (Com- 
missioner-General) and  his  colleagues.  Sir  Boverton  Bed- 
wood,  D. Sc.,- Chairman  of  the  Chemical  Industries  Com- 
mittee, drew  attention  to  the  features  of  the  Chemicall 
section,  and  proof  copies  of  the  special  catalogue  of  this- 
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\part  of  the  exhibits  were  distributed.  At  12.30  the  party 
■of  journalists  were  invited  to  luncheon  at  the  "  Chien 
Vert,"  a  restaurant  at  the  entrance  of  the  Exhibition.  Mr. 
Wintour  was  in  the  chair,  supported  by  Earl  Granville, 
M.  Hubert  (Ministre  de  l'lndustrie  et  du  Travail),  M.  le 
;Baron  Janssen  (President  du  Coraite  Executif),  Colonel 
Hutchison  (Commissioner  for  Canada),  and  M.  Keym 
<Directeur-General  de  l'Exposition)  ;  while  Sir  Swire  Smith, 
in  the  vice-chair,  was  supported  by  M.  le  Comte  A.  van  der 


Wheue  the  Pkessmen  Lunched. 


IBurch,  M.  le  Due  d'Ursel  (Conrmissaire-General  du 
Gouvernement  Beige),  and  Sir  Cecil  Hertslet  (H.B.M.'s 
'Consul-General  for  Belgium).  Sir  Boverton  Redwood 
occupied  one  end  of  the  table,  and  British  pharmacy  was 
■represented  by  a  member  of  The  Chemist  axd  Druggist 
editorial  staff.  A  pleasant  little  luncheon  was  followed  by 
fthe  toasts  of  "  Albert,  King  of  Belgium,"  proposed  by  Earl 
■■Granville,  and  "King  George  of  Great  Britain"  by  M. 
Hubert.  In  the  evening  a  more  elaborate  dinner  was  given 
Sby  the  Belgian  Press  in  honour  of  their  colleagues  of  the 
^British  Press. 


Poisoning  Cases. 


'Seven  fatalities  with  poisons,  including  four  misadventures, 
•have  been  reported  since  our  issue  of  last  week  : 

Ammonia  was  responsible  for  the  death  by  misadventure 
■of  Joseph  Taylor  (40)  at  Bradford.  He  swallowed  a  quantity 
•of  the  poison  in  April  and  died  in  the  local  infirmary  from 
-starvation. 

Carbolic  Acid  was  used  to  compass  self-destruction  by 
Walter  Crosby,  butcher,  Newcastle-on-Tyne. 

Narcotic  Poisoning. — During  the  inquiry  at  Seacombe, 
•Cheshire,  relative  to  the  death  of  Harriet  Watt  (55),  the  wife 
•of  a  marine  engineer,  who  died  from  narcotic  poisoning,  Dr. 
A.  Wilson  stated  that  he  had  prescribed  sleeping  draughts  for 
■  deceased,  who  had  been  warned  not  to  take  the  drugs  other- 
wise than  at  the  specified  times.  The  chemist  who  made  up 
'■the  prescriptions  (Mr.  J.  Wood,  pharmacist,  158  Poulton 
Road,  Somerville,  Seacombe),  was  asked  not  to  dispense  them 
■without  witness's  orders.  He  had  reason  to  believe  his  request 
'iiad  been  oomplied  with.  The  drugs  generally  taken  to 
produce  sleep  were  sulphonal,  trional,  and  veronal.  The 
•Coroner:  Are  they  scheduled  with  other  poisons?  Witness: 
"You  can  get  them  in  tabloid  form  nowadays,  I  am  sorry  to 
-say."  Mr.  Wood  stated  in  his  evidence  that  he  had  never 
supplied  deceased  with  any  drugs  except  those  prescribed  by 
Dr.  Wilson.  He  had  not  supplied  her  with  any  tabloids. 
Asked  if  he  had  sold  any  of  the  tabloids  recently,  Mr.  Wood 
rsaid,  "  No  !  It  would  be  against  my  principle  to  do  so,  unless 
I  believed  they  were  required  for  a  proper  use."  The  Coroner 
■said  it  was  a  pity  that  such  drugs  were  not  entirely  restricted 
ico  orders  from  medical  men  in  their  prescriptions.  A  verdict 
■of  "  Death  from  misadventure "  was  returned. 

Potassium  Cyanide  was  taken  with  suicidal  intent  by  an 
"Oxford  dental  surgeon  named  Harry  Sanford  Burton.  It  was 
-stated  at  the  inquest  that  deceased  was  a  drug-habit  victim. 

Sulphonal.— C.  A.  C.  O.  Lodge  (37),  artist,  of  St.  John's 
"Wood,  London,  has  died  from  sulphonal  poisoning. 

Strychnine— At  Stapleton,  near  Carlisle,  Robert  Mitchison, 
farmer,  who  had  got  into  financial  difficulties,  killed  himself 
'by  taking  strychnine.  He  obtained  the  poison  from  a  local 
■chemist  "  for  killing  moles." 

Veronal  caused  the  accidental  death  of  Linda  Edith  Leie-V 
'(35)  at  Guilford  Street,  London,  W.C.  Deceased  took  all 
but  four  of  100  five-grain  tablets  within  two  days. 


Trade  Law. 

T  &  Bo,"  ?or  *oze»»ees.-Ii2  the  Shoreditch  County  Court  on 
June  23,  before  Judge  Smyly,  K.C.,  Mr.  Edward  Ernest 
Jackson,  medicated-lozenge  manufacturer,  sued  Wm.  Geo. 
Stuekey,  chemist  and  druggist,  to  recover  11.  17s.  Id.  under 
a  judgment  summons.  It  appeared  from  the  evidence  that 
the  goods  were  supplied  in  1905,  when  the  defendant  was  in 
a  good  way  of  business  ;  now  he  is  on  the  drug-department 
staff  of  the  Army  and  Navy  Stores  He  complained  that  the 
process-server  went  there  for  him.  Judge  Smyly  said  the 
defendant  had  written  saying  he  had  been  in  great  difficulties, 
but  he  hoped  to  get  out  of  them  by  inducing  his  friends  to 
compromise  with  his  creditors.  As  there  was  no  evidence 
before  him  (his  Honour)  that  the  man  could  pay  at  all,  he 
simply  made  a  new  order  of  10s.  a  month  and  left  the 
plaintiff  to  bring  the  matter  before  the  Court  if  he  chose  on 
some  future  occasion. 

"Ittilxo"  Trade-mark. -At  the  Sheffield  Police  Court 
on  June  23,  David  Gouldman,  Manchester,  and  33  High  Street, 
Sheffield,  was  summoned  by  Messrs.  Joseph  Nathan  &  Co., 
Ltd.,  London  and  New  Zealand,  for  unlawfully  representing  a 
certain  trade-mark,  "  Milxo,"  as  registered  when  it  was  not  so. 
The  mark  had  been  applied  to  a  food.  The  offence  was  ad- 
mitted, and  it  was  explained  that  defendant  had  written  to 
the  Registrar  of  Trade-marks  submitting  three  names — 
"  Milxo,"  "  Jaxo,"  and  "  Elxo  " — one  of  which  he  wanted  to 
register.      The    Registrar  did  not  encourage    the  names 

Milxo  "  and  "  Elxo,"  but  the  name  "  Jaxo  "  would  be  suit- 
able. Defendant  was  so  confident  about  the  acceptance  of 
the  name  that  he  used  "  registered  "  along  with  it.  A  fine  of 
3/.,  including  costs,  was  imposed  on  the  charge  of  selling  the 
food,  and  the  other  two  charges  of  the  same  nature  were 
dismissed  on  payment  of  costs. 

A  Marking-ink  Action. -At  Plymouth  County  Court, 
before  Judge  Lush  Wilson,  on  June  23,  Mr.  J.  Allen,  chemist 
and  druggist,  Bedford  Street,  Plymouth,  was  sued  by  Mrs. 
Sarah  B.oach,  a  boarding-house  keeper,  for  61.  15s.  lid.,  the 
value  of  linen  damaged  through,  it  was  alleged,  the  use  of 
marking-ink  supplied  by  defendant.  The  plaintiff's  case  was 
that  she  went  to  defendant's  shop  for  Bond's  marking-ink, 
and,  as  defendant  was  out  of  it,  he  recommended  his  own 
make.  This  she  took  and  used,  and  when  the  linen  was 
returned  from  the  laundry  holes  were  found  wherever  the  ink 
had  been  used.  Plaintiff  claimed  for  the  full  value  of  the 
linen,  and  her  solicitor  offered  to  give  the  defendant's  solicitor 
the  linen.  The  defence  "was  that  the  ink  had  been  used  for 
years  without  doing  such  injury,  and  that  the  burning  must 
have  been  due  to  some  other  cause.  The  hearing  was  ad- 
journed in  order  that  an  analysis  might  be  made  of  the  ink. 

Pharmacist  v.  Physician.  -  Mr.  Edward  Gordon, 
chemist  and  druggist,  Kelty,  Fifeshire,  is  taking  action  in 
the  Dunfermline  (sheriff  Court  against  Dr.  San j ana,  Kelty, 
for  500/.  damages  in  respect  to  alleged  slander,  which  is 
stated  to  have  been  made  in  part  at  the  meeting  of  the  Kelty 
Co-operative  Society,  Ltd.,  reported  in  the  C.  d-  D.  of  May  28, 
p.  808.  The  record  in  the  action  was  closed  on  Tuesday, 
June  28.  The  pursuer,  in  his  condescendence,  states  that  he 
agreed  to  supply  the  defender  with  medicines  on  certain 
terms,  but  when  he  learned  that  the  defender  was  obtaining 
medicines  from  outside  sources,  he  rendered  the  account  at 
prices  slightly  above  wholesale  rates.  The  defender  called 
at  his  shop  and  complained  of  ill-treatment,  and  that  he 
(pursuer)  had  called  him  (defender)  a  quack  and  acted  as 
his  enemy.  Other  statements  of  a  slanderous  nature  are  also 
alleged,  and  in  respect  to  the  meeting  of  the  Kelty  Co-opera- 
tive Society,  it  is  alleged  that  the  defender  stated  that  if 
the  Society  had  a  drug-shop  the  people  of  Kelty  would  know 
where  pure  drugs  could  be  obtained,  thus  inferring  (according 
to  pursuer)  that  the  medicines  and  drugs  supplied  by  him  were 
impure.  The  defender,  in  his  reply,  avers  that  pursuer's 
refusal  to  supply  him  with  medicines  was  on  account  of  an 
agreement  among  Fifeshire  chemists  to  boycott  him  (de- 
fender), and  that  the  pursuer  communicated  with  wholesale 
chemists  to  boycott  him  by  refusing  to  supply  him  with  medi- 
cines. He  is  one  of  the  colliery  doctors  of  Kelty  under  a  new 
arrangement,  wherebv  he  receives  from  the  miners  6d.  per  fort- 
night, this  payment  including  medical  attendance  and  medi- 
cines. The  defender  further  states  that  the  meeting  of  the 
Society  was  private,  and  what  he  said  was  privileged  and 
not  said  maliciously.  He  further  pleads  that  there  is  no 
relevant  case,  and  that,  in  any  event,  the  damages  are  exces- 
sive. 
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High  Court  Cases. 

[Unless  where  otherwise  stated  the  actions  are  in  the  High 
Courts  of  Justice,  London.] 

"  Tartaline  "  Trade-mark. 
In  the  Chancery  Division,  Dublin,  last  week,  before  Mr. 
Justice  Barton,  John  Poynter,  Son  &  Macdonald,  Great 
Clyde  Street,  Glasgow,  sought  to  restrain  by  injunction 
Samuel  Gibson,  King  Street,  Belfast,  from  "infringing  their 
registered  trade-marks  for  1  Tartaline,'  or  from  using  the 
word  '  Tartaline  '  in  or  upon  any  labels,  boxes,  packages, 
or  parcels  of  baking-powder  sold  by  him  and  not  manufac- 
tured by  them,  and  from  representing  baking-powder  sold 
or  disposed  of  or  exposed  for  sale  by  him  and  not  manu- 
factured by  them  to  be  '  Tartaline.'  "  Mr.  Macafee,  for 
the  defendant,  consented  to  take  the  motion  as  a  trial  of  the 
action,  and  agreed  to  a  perpetual  injunction,  the  plaintiffs 
waiving  damages.  Mr.  Justice  Barton  made  the  order 
accordingly,  with  costs  45Z. 

Oowana  Soap. 

On  an  ex  'parte  application  in  the  Court  of  Appeal  on 
Monday,  June  27,  Lords  Justices  Vaughan  Williams, 
Fletcher  Moulton,  and  Buckley  granted  leave  to  appeal  to 
the  defendants  in  the  case  of  the  Oowana  Soap  Co., 
Ltd.,  v.  John  Knight,  Ltd.  Mr.  Schiller,  for  the  de- 
fendants, explained  that  an  action  was  brought  by  the 
Oowana  Soap  Co.,  Ltd.,  who  were  formerly  known  as 
the  National  Manufacturing  Co.,  Ltd.,  against  the  de- 
fendants, with  whom  they  had  entered  into  a  contract  for 
the  manufacture  of  Oowana  soap  on  certain  terms.  This 
contract,  it  was  alleged,  was  broken,  and  the  plaintiffs  con- 
tended that,  as  a  result,  they  sustained  actual  damage  in 
November  and  December  last.  The  defence  raised  was  that 
the  contract  wa6  entered  into  owing  to  some  alleged  mis- 
representations on  the  part  of  a  Mr.  Benno  Maiser,  managing 
director  of  the  National  Manufacturing  Co. — representa- 
tions made  in  regard  to  the  financial  position  of  the  company, 
and  which,  according  to  the  defendants,  were  untrue.  The 
latter  therefore  pleaded  that  they  were  justified  in  breaking 
the  contract,  and  they  also  disputed  the  statement  that  the 
plaintiffs  had  suffered  damage.  The  real  question  now  was 
whether  or  not  the  defendants  were  entitled  to  have  inspec- 
tion of  the  books  of  the  National  Manufacturing  Co.  for  the 
purpose  of  ascertaining  what  the  actual  output  of  the 
Oowana  Soap  Co.  was  likely  to  be.  All  that  had  been 
disclosed  to  the  defendants  were  certain  entries  in  the 
books  of  the  Oowana  Soap  Co.  in  November  and  December 
of  last  year,  and  disclosure  merely  to  this  extent  (the 
defendants  contended)  was  insufficient. 

Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act,  1908. 

Sale  on  Licensed  Company's  Premises. 
In  the  City  of  London  Court,  on  Tuesday,  June  28, 
Judge  Lumley  Smith,  K.C.,  delivered  a  considered  judg- 
ment in  the  case  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  v.  Pecover, 
which  was  fully  reported  in  the  columns  of  the  C.  tfc  D., 
June  25. 

The  Judge  asked  what  was  Mr.  Pecover's  exact 
position  in  Hobbies,  Ltd.,  employment  :  was  he  a 
manager  or  shopman,  or  what  ? 

Mr.  E.  F.  Goodhart,  defendant's  counsel,  said  he  was 
the  manager  of  the  particular  branch  in  question. 

The  Judge  :  I  have  written  my  judgment.  In  this  case 
"XL-All"  Fumigator,  which  is  a  poison,  was  kept  in 
stock  at  one  of  the  shops  of  Hobbies,  Ltd.,  and  was  sold 
by  the  defendant,  who  was  manager  in  their  employ. 
Under  the  Pharmacy  Act,  1868,  as  it  stood  before  1908, 
the  defendant  would  have  been  liable  to  this  penalty  sued 
for  by  the  plaintiffs.  The  question  is  whether  or  not  the 
defendant  is  protected  by  the  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act 
of  1908,  which  enacts  that  so  much  of  the  Act  of  1868  as 
makes  it  an  offence  to  sell  or  keep  open  shop  for  the 
sale  of  poisons,  unless  by  a  qualified  chemist,  shall  not 
apply  in  the  case  of  poisons  to  be  used  for  the  destruction 
of  insects,  fungi,  or  bacteria,  if  the  person  selling  or 
keeping  open  shop  is  duly  licensed  for  the  purpose  by  a 
local  authority.  Hobbies,  Ltd.,  was  licensed  by  the 
London  County  Council.  The  defendant  was  not  licensed 
It  was  contended  that  the  employers'  licence  covered  the 
salesman.  I  do  not  think  so.  Under  the  earlier  Act,  the 
keeping  open  shop  and  the  selling  were  treated  as  separate 


matters.  The  qualification  of  the  shopkeeper  did  not 
protect  his  unqualified  assistant  who  sold  (Pharmaceutical. 
Society  v.  Wheeldon,  24  Q.B.D.  683).  Although  the 
arguments  based  on  the  protection  of  the  public  are 
weaker  where  insect  and  weed  killer  are  not  compounded! 
in'  the  shop  but  are  bought  from  a  wholesale  dealer  and. 
merely  retailed  in  the  shop,  there  is  still  some  ground, 
for  saying  the  actual  sale  should  be  by  a  person  whose 
trustworthiness  is  vouched  for  by  a  licence.  I  think  that 
the  defendant  was  personally  unlicensed,  and  is  liable  for 
selling  to  the  penalty  of  51.,  which  is  recoverable  by  the 
plaintiffs  in  this  case.  Judgment  for  the  plaintiffs,  with 
costs. 

Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones,  who  appeared  for  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society,  asked  for  an  order  that  the  costs  should, 
be  on  the  higher  scale.    It  was  a  test  case. 

Mr.  Goodhart  submitted  that  it  was  not  a  case  in  which, 
the  Court  would  grant  plaintiffs  costs  on  any  scale  other 
than  the  normal  one.  It  was  not  a  case  of  alleged  illegal, 
selling  in  a  chemist's  shop. 

The  Judge  said  he  would  have  to  certify — if  he  did  that — - 
that  the  case  involved  a  novel  and  difficult  point.  It  was- 
certainly  novel,  because  there  had  been  no  authority- 
produced  to  him  on  the  Act  of  Parliament  relied  on. 
Whether  it  was  difficult  or  not  was  a  matter  the  Court- 
above  would  probably  decide. 

Mr.  Goodhart  hoped  the  Court  would  not  saddle  the- 
defendants  with  the  costs  of  the  plaintiffs'  analyst  from 
Exeter  to  say  it  was  a  poison  which  was  sold. 

Mr.  Glyn-Jones  said  the  plaintiffs  did  not  ask  for  that. 
The  Judge  decided  that  the  costs  would  be  on  the  scale- 
between  201.  and  501. 

Mr.  Goodhart  asked  for  leave  to  appeal. 
The  Judge  said  it  was  a  question  of  terms.  He 
thought  that  the  money  ought  to  be  brought  into  Courtr 
and  the  costs,  and  they  ought  to  be  paid  to  the  plaintiffs' 
solicitors  on  their  undertaking  to  return  them  if  ordered. 
It  was  not  as  if  Hobbies,  Ltd.,  were  the  actual  defen- 
dants. So  it  was  reasonable  that  that  should  be  done.  If 
the  money  was  brought  into  Court,  he  would  stay  pro- 
ceedings for  a  fortnight.  That  would  give  the  parties 
time  enough  to  turn  round.  If  the  money  and  the  costs 
were  brought  into  Court,  there  would  be  a  further  stay 
until  further  order.  He  supposed  the  defendant  would 
appeal. 

Mr.  Goodhart  :  Oh  yes,  your  Honour. 

Merchandise- marks  Ac's. 

Burnett's  Vinegar. 
The  case  of  Burnett  v.  Holmes,  referred  to  in  the  C.  <b  B: 
of  June  18,  was  concluded  at  the  Belfast  Police  Court  or* 
June  24,  before  Mr.  A.  Newton  Brady,  P.M.  The  action 
was  by  Sir  Robert  Burnett  &  Co.,  Vauxhall  Distillery, 
London,  against  John  Holmes,  trading  as  the  Alpha  Sauce- 
and  Pickle  Manufacturing  Co.  and  the  University  Pickle 
and  Sauce  Co.,  Killowen  Street,  Belfast,  and  the  summons 
alleged  that  on  April  21  he  applied  a  false  trade  description 
—viz.,  "  Sir  Robert  Burnett  &  Co.'s  Pure  Malt  Vinegar  "— 
to  certain  vinegar  which  was  not  the  manufacture  or  mer- 
chandise of  the  plaintiffs.  He  was  also  summoned  for  sell- 
ing goods  bearing  a  false  trade-mark.  The  case  had  been 
adjourned  to  enable  analysis  of  the  vinegar  and  other 
samples  to  be  made.  Evidence  was  now  given  by  Mr. 
Joseph  H.  Totten,  F.I.C.,  public  analyst  for  County 
Armagh.  The  defence  was  that  the  vinegar  sold  was 
Burnett's,  but  witness  found  in  the  ash  of  "Alpha" 
vinegar  a  trace  of  iron,  which  did  not  occur  in  the  a6h  of 
Burnett's.  One  of  the  witnesses  for  the  defence,  Mr. 
Samuel  Hill,  a  chemist  and  druggist  of  twenty-five  years' 
standing,  stated  that  he  had  tasted  and  smelled  the  samples 
and  there  was  no  difference  in  them  either  in  taste  or 
smell.  The  Magistrate  found  the  charge  proved,  and  im- 
posed a  fine  of  10Z.  in  each  case,  with  ordinary  ccets,  orre- 
third  of  the  penalty  to  go  to  the  complainant.   


French  Olive  Oil.— The  complaint  is  still  made  by  French 
exporters  of  olive  oil  that  the  sale  of  comparatively  cheap  and 
inferior  Italian  oils  in  the  United  Kingdom  interferes  with  the 
sale  of  the  purer,  but  dearer,  olive  oils  of  the  French  Riviera. 
It  is  also  said  that  wages  in  France  are  too  high  for  it  to  be 
feasible  to  cut  down  prices  to  such  an  extent  as  to  make  lO 
possible  to  compete  on  equal  terms  with  Italian  exporters.

Mr.  A.  E.  Durno,  Ph.C,  Sydney,  N.S.W.,  called  at 
42  Cannon  Street  one  day  this  week  on  his  way  north  tc* 
Aberdeenshire.  He  has  taken  a  long  voyage  home  for  the 
good  of  his  health,  and  is  the  better  for  it.

The  two 
partners  of  the  firm  (Messrs.  Silvestro  and  Aurelio  de

CO.  Pencils.— The  use  of  solid  carbonic  acid  gas  as  a 
caustic  application  for  naivi,  lupus,  warts,  and  other  skin- 
affections  is  now  well  esta- 
blished, and  pharmacists  are 
being  called  upon  to  supply 
the  pencils,  which  must,  of 
course,  be  ready  made.  The 
illustration  given  here  is  of 
the  smaller  of  two  kinds  of 
apparatus  made  by  Aerators, 
Ltd. ,  Upper  Edmonton, 
London,  N.,  for  preparing  the 
pencils  quickly,  using  a  gas- 
kette  (1)  of  the  liquid  gas 
for  the  purpose.  The  kernel 
of  the  apparatus  is  11,  which 
is  a  pencil  mould,  and,  when 
covered  with  11a,  is  inserted 
in  9.  All  the  parts  being 
fitted  together,  the  lever  2 
opens  the  gaskette  and  the 
liquid  gas  pours  down  into  9, 
where  it  forms  a  fine  snow. 
When  the  gaskette  is  empty 
the  united  parts  7  to  12  are 
bodily  removed,  and  with  the 
end  of  a  spatula  (provided) 
the  snow  is  tightly  packed 
into  11,  then  it  is  ejected  as 
a  pencil,  which  is  dispensed 
wrapped  in  cotton-wool.  We 
have  seen  it  done  and  can 
testify  to  the  ease  and  sim- 
plicity of  the  operation.  The 
company  will  send  to  any 
pharmacist  on  application  a 
booklet  giving  particulars  and  prices  of  the  apparatus. 

Wolff's  Perfumes. — When  referring  in  our  issue  of 
June  18  to  the  toilet  products  made  by  Messrs.  F.  Wolff 
&  Sohn,  Karlsruhe,  we  mentioned  also  their  perfumes — 
"  Divinia  "  and  the  "  Florasma  "  series.  The  former  is 
an  alcoholic  perfume  of  exceptionally  great  strength — a 
single  drop  suffices  to  perfume  a  handkerchief  ;  the  odour 
is  refined  and  pleasing.  This  perfume  retails  at  2s.  6d.  a 
bottle  (cut  glass  with  mushroom-top  stopper),  and  costs 
18s.  lOd.  per  dozen.  The  "Florasma"  series  comprises 
seven  odours — violet,  lily,  rose,  lilac,  heliotrope,  jasmin, 
and  sweet  pea.  These  are  non-alcoholic  and  are  put  up 
in  tiny  cut-glass  phials  with  glass-stem  stopper,  each 
bottle  being  enclosed  in  a  velvet-lined  boxwood  case  ;  the 
cost  is  25s.  per  dozen.  The  agent  (Mr.  Max  Stollsteimer, 
82  Hatton  Garden,  London,  E.C.)  informs  us  that  all  the 
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retail  prices  are  protected  under  the  P.A.T.A.,  and  bear 
a  minimum  profit  of  50  to  80  per  cent,  on  the  cost;  also 
that  with  each  dozen  large  "  Kaloderma  "  shaving-sticks 
they  supply  half  a  dozen  small  ones  free.

Consideration  of  Applications. 

Hull. — Mr.  H.  Wray,  solicitor,  appeared  before  the  Health 
Sub-committee  of  the  Corporation's  Sanitary  Committee  on 
behalf  of  Mr.  Martin  and  Messrs.  E.  P.  Dixon  &  Sons,  to 
argue  why  the  applications  of  his  clients  should  not  again  be 
refused.  The  reasons  submitted  for  favourable  consideration 
were  as  follows :  Various  authorities  had  already  issued 
licences ;  the  applicants  were  skilled  nurserymen,  who  ought 
to  be  allowed  to  sell  to  their  customers  articles  for  treating 
trees  and  plants  which  they  recommended,  and  the  chemist, 
even  if  he  does  stock  horticultural  preparations,  does 
not  know  how  they  are  applied ;  seedsmen  had  sold  the 
articles  previously,  and  the  public  came  to  them  for  supplies. 
Doubt  was  expressed  whether  chemists  kept  all  the  prepara- 
tions in  question,  it  being  alleged  that  many  pharmacists  had 
applied  to  the  seedsmen  for  some  of  the  goods.  The  matter  is 
to  be  considered  at  the  next  meeting  of  the  Sanitary  Com- 
mittee. 

London. — The  Public  Control  Committee  recommended  the 
refusal  of  the  application  of  Benetfink  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Cheapside, 
but  when  the  matter  came  before  the  County  Council  at  a 
late  hour  on  June  21  it  was  adjourned  under  the  standing  order 
permitting  only  unopposed  recommendations  to  be  adopted. 

Applications  Refused. 

London. — The  recommendation  of  the  Public  Control  Com- 
mittee that  the  application  of  Wm.  Parton,  Ltd.,  94-95  Queen 
Street,  Cheapside,  E.C,  be  refused,  as  the  applicants  were 
not  specially  connected  with  horticulture,  came  before  the 
County  Council  on  June  21.  An  amendment  to  refer  back 
the  report,  on  the  ground  that  it  was  convenient  for  City 
clerks,  who  took  a  deep  interest  in  gardening,  to  have  facili- 
ties for  purchasing  insecticides,  etc.,  during  their  dinner-hour, 
was  defeated,  and  the  recommendation  to  refuse  the  applica- 
tion carried. 

Middlesex.— The  deferred  applications  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Cras- 
well,  seedsman,  Woodthorpe  Road,  Ashford,  and  Mr.  J.  E. 
Cater,  florist,  15  Brent  Street,  Hendon,  came  before  the 
County  Council  on  June  23.  On  the  former  occasion  the 
Council  had  not  been  able  to  decide  whether  the  reasonable 
requirements  of  the  neighbourhood  were  satisfied.  There 
were  two  chemists  within  thirty-five  yards  of  Mr.  Caswell's 
shop,  and  Mr.  Cater's  application  in  May  1909  was  refused, 
as  local  needs  were  already  met.  The  Council  decided  not  to 
grant  the  applications.  


Doctors  Dispensing.—-"  The  Hospital"  is  attacking  this 
problem,  also  that  of  chemists  prescribing.  An  article  on  each 
side  was  printed  in  the  issue  of  June  25,  but  neither  contained 
anything  startlingly  fresh.

THE  London  Section  of  the  Society  of  Chemical  Industry- 
did  a  very  happy  thing  on  Monday  evening  by  inviting 
Professor  Ira  Remsen,  of  Johns  Hopkins  University, 
Baltimore,  this  year's  President  of  the  Society,  to  dinner 

at  the  Criterion  Restaurant, 
London,  W.    The  Professor 
had  intended  spending  this 
week    on    the  Continent, 
before    going    to  Glasgow 
next  week  for  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Society,  but 
he  was  induced  to  delay  this 
visit,  and,  arriving  in  Dover 
on    Sunday    morning,  he 
travelled  to  Charing  Cross, 
where  he  was  met  by  Dr. 
Lewkowitsch  (Chairman  of 
the  Section),  Mr.  Thomas 
Tyrer  (Treasurer),  and  one 
or  two  other  friends.  The 
dinner  on  Monday  evening 
was  presided  over  by  Dr. 
Lewkowitsch,  who  had  made 
all   the    arrangements,  in- 
cluding an  excellent  musical 
and  sleight-of-hand  entertainment,   which   followed  the 
dinner.  At  the  principal  table  Dr.  Lewkowitsch  had  on  his 
right  Professor  Remsen,  Sir  William  Ramsay,  Sir  W.  A. 
Tilden,  Mr.  T.  H.  W.  Idris,  Dr.  Divers,  Mr.  C.  E.  Groves, 
Mr.  W.  F.  Reid  (President-Elect),  Mr.  E.  Grant  Hooper, 
Dr.  Rudolf  Messel,  Mr.  W.  Macnab,  and  Mr.  Woodcock. 
On  his  left  were  Professor  Silvanus  Thompson,  Professor 
Meldola,  Mr.  W.  Pearce,  M.P.,  Sir  T.  E.  Thorpe,  Mr.  Gor- 
don Salamon  (Chairman-Elect  of  the  London  Section),  Mr. 
Hemingway,  Dr.  F.  B.  Power,  Dr.  Hodgkinson,  Mr.  John 
Spiller,  and  Dr.  C.  A.  Keane.    There  were  two  spur-table.s, 
and  numerous  smaller  ones  accommodating  parties  of  four 
or  more.    Mr.  Tyrer  had  one  of  these,  a  big  round  table 
immediately  in  front  of  the  Chairman  and  President,  at 
which  he  had  a  party.    The  company  numbered  not  far 
short  of  200,  and  among  those  present  were  Mr.  Fredk. 
Boehm,  Colonel  C'assal,  Mr.  C.  G.  Cresswell  (Secretary 
of  the  Society),  Mr.  R.  Demuth,  Dr.  M.  O.  Foster,  Mr. 
J.  F.  Fuerst,  Professor  Leo  F.  Guttmann,  Ph.D.  (Kingston, 
Canada),  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  Mr.  Eric  Kingzett,  Mr.  C.  T. 
Kingzett,  Mr.  Kunze,  Dr.  Le  Sueur,  Mr.  MacEwan,  Mr. 
T.  D.  Morson  (Secretary  Chemical  Industry  Club),  Dr. 
Patrick  J.  S.  Nicoll,  J. P.,  Dr.  S.  Rideal,  Mr.  Schaer, 
and  Mr.  Want.    Academic  interests  were  exceptionally 
well  represented — a  compliment  to  the  President's  dis- 
tinction as  a  teacher  and  director  of  research.    After  dinner 
the  toasts  of  "  The  King  "  and  "  The  President  of  the 
United  States — Mr.  Taf t "  were  drunk.    Then  Dr.  Lew- 
kowitsch gave  the  health  of  the  President,  remarking  that 
the  Society  has  had  three  American  Presidents — ten  years 
ago  Professor  Chandler,  five  years  later  Dr.  Nicholls,  and 
now  Professor  Remsen — but  Glasgow  gets  him,  although 
London  would  have  been  glad  had  the  meeting  been  here. 
The  next  best  thing  that  London  could  do  was  to  get  the 
opportunity  of  shaking  hands  with  Professor  Remsen,  and 
this  had  been  done  by  all  that  evening.    Dr.  Lewkowitsch 
then  referred  to  the  Professor's  eminence  as  a  chemist  and 
a  teacher,  finishing  a  happy  speech  by  saying  that  in  this 
case  ira  furor  brevis  est  means  that  Ira  spent  only  a  short 
time  in  London.    Sir  William  Ramsay  led  the  singing  of 
"He's  a  jolly  good  fellow,"  and  before  the  Professor 
replied,  Mr.  Copland  sang  "  English  Skies  "  and  "  Absent," 
he,  like  the  other  singers,  being  in  excellent  voice.  When 
the  Professor  rose  to  reply  he  was  heartily  received.  He 
spoke  deliberately  and  quietly,  with  a  strain  of  humour 
all  through.    The  first  sentences  were  about  the  horrors  of 
his  sea  voyage.    On  his  first  one  to  this  side  he  found  his 
cabin  door  ticketed  "  Friiulein  Ira  Remsen,"  and  the  diffi- 
culties he  had  with  the  steward  in  getting  into  that  cabin 
were  laughable.    The  narration  incidentally  revealed  that 
the  Professor  pronounces  his  Christian  name  "  Era,"  not 
"  Ira."     He  spoke  modectly  of  his  achievements  as  a 


chemist,  indeed  with  regret  that  all  that  he  dreamt  of 
doing  when  he  was  young  had  not  been  accomplished.  It 
was  in  1876  that  he  went  to  Johns  Hopkins  University,, 
then  just  founded,  and  the  principal  told  him,  "Do  what, 
you  like,  and  how  you  like."  So  he  started  with  a  small 
research  laboratory.  He  told  of  some  of  the  things  which 
had  been  achieved  by  the  principal  and  six  professors  of 
the  University  for  higher  education  in  America  :  they  leo5 
the  movement,  and  now  there  are  a  dozen  universities- 
working  on  the  same  lines,  while  the  research  accomplished 
had  led  to  improvements  in  American  industry.  There 
were  no  other  toasts,  the  rest  of  the  evening  being  devoted 
to  songs,  some  fine  violin  solos  by  a  young  lady,  and  what 
the  Chairman  called  demonstrations  by  a  professor  of  ultra- 
physical  science,  R.  Andres,  whose  thaumaturgic  feats- 
were  keenly  watched  by  all  in  the  room,  and  gave  much 
pleasure.  The  professor's  last  trick  was  to  scatter  his 
business-card  liberally,  and  while  those  who  picked  them 
up  waited  to  see  what  would  result  the  professor  bowed 
himself  out.

NORTH  BRITISH  BRANCH. 

THE  first  meeting  of  the  new  Executive  was  held  at 
36  York  Place,  Edinburgh,  on  Friday,  June  24.  Mr. 
W.  L.  Currie,  Vice-President  of  the  Society,  occupied  the 
chair. 

The  Chairman  extended  a  cordial  welcome  to  the  two 
new  members  of  the  Executive,  Mr.  Archd.  Currie  (Leith) 
and  Mr.  James  Moir  (Glasgow),  both  of  whom  replied. 

Election  of  Officers. 

On  the  motion  of  Mr.  Charles  Kerr  (Dundee),  seconded 
by  Mr.  William  Doig  (Dundee),  Mr.  J.  P.  Gilmour 
(Glasgow)  was  re-elected  Chairman  of  the  Executive.  The 
Chairman,  in  intimating  the  fact  to  Mr.  Gilmour,  referred 
to  the  admirable  services  he  had  rendered,  not  only  to 
the  Executive  but  to  the  Society,  and  said  these  services 
were  much  appreciated  in  other  quarters  than  Edinburgh. 
Mr.  Gilmour,  he  added,  had  been  assiduous  in  his  attention 
to  duty,  and  had  not  been  absent  from  any  of  the  evening 
meetings  during  the  past  winter.

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Westminster  Wisdom. 

A  Record  of  Parliamentary  Progress. 


Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs. 
Ths  President  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture  has  con- 
sented to  receive,  on  a  date  yet  to  be  fixed,  from  the 
County  Councils  Association  a  deputation  on  the  subject 
of  the  Fertilisers  and  Feeding-stuffs  Act. 

County  Common  Juries  Bill. 
This  Bill,  which  was  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords 
some  time  ago  by  Lord  Alverstone  (Lord  Chief  Justice), 
passed  its  second  reading  in  the  House  of  Commons  on 
Friday  in  last  week,  and  was  referred  to  a  Standing  Com- 
mittee. The  Bill  seeks  to  amend  the  Juries  Bill  Act  of 
1825  by  the  repeal  of  the  words  "  not  exceeding  144  "  in  the 
twenty-second  section. 

Mr.  R.  Winfrey  has  given  notice  of  an  amendment  to 
exempt  chemists  and  druggists  from  jury-service. 

"Chemically  Adulterated  Flour." 
Mr.  J.  B.  Lonsdale,  M.P.  (U.,  Mid-Armagh),  asked 
the  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  in  the 
House  of  Commons  last  week  whether  his  attention  had 
been  drawn  to  the  fact  that  flour  supplied  for  the  making 
of  bread  was  to  a  large  extent  made  impure  by  subjecting 
it  to  a  chemical  process,  such  as  air  saturated  with  nitric 
acid,  or  by  admixture  of  phosphate  of  lime  or  other 
chemicals,  and  that  the  practice  of  such  interference  with 
the  natural  purity  of  flour  was  largely  on  the  increase  ; 
and  whether  any,  and  what,  6teps  were  being  taken  to 
protect  the  public  from  being  supplied  with  impure  or 
adulterated  flour. — Mr.  John  Burns  replied  that  he  had 
already  _  directed  an  investigation  into  the  matter  by  one 
of  the  inspectors  of  the  Foods  Department  of  the  Local 
Government  Board. 

[In  conversation  with  our  Parliamentary  representative, 
Mr.  Lonsdale  said  he  was  perfectly  astounded,  from  the 
information  which  had  reached  him  on  the  subject,  at  the 
extent  to  which  the  practice  to  which  he  referred  in  his 
question  was  prevalent  in  London  and  the  provinces.  Quite 
two-thirds  of  the  millers  in  London  and  throughout  the 
country  followed  the  practice  of  which  he  complained.  There 
were  one  or  two  exceptions,  however,  in  London.  Something, 
however,  must  be  done  to  put  a  stop  to  the  practice  and  for 
the  protection  of  the  public  against  a  most  pernicious  system, 
and  he  proposed  to  address  a  further  question  to  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Local  Government  Board.    So  far  as  phosphate  of 
lime  is  concerned,  it  appears  to  us  that  Mr.  Lonsdale's 
information  is  in  regard  to  self-raising  flour,  in  which  an 
acid  phosphate  is  used  along  with  sodium  bicarbonate;  but 
that  is  harmless,  probably  beneficial.— Editor  C.  <k  D.] 
The  Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Acts. 
The  President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  received 
at  his  offices  in  Whitehall,  on  Friday,  June  17,  a  small 
deputation  from  the  County  Councils  Association  in  re- 
ference to  the  proposed  amendment  of  the  Sale  of  Food 
and  Drugs  Acts  in  certain  important  particulars.  The 
deputation  was  introduced  by  Lord  Clifford  of  Chudleigh. 
who  directed  the  attention  of  the  President  to  the  need  of 
having  further  restrictions  imposed  in  regard  to  preserva- 
tives in  food.    It  was  also  pointed  out  that  there  was  a 
real  necessity  for  an  alteration  in  what  is  popularly  known 
as  the  "warranty,"  so  as  to  give  the  Local  Government 
Board  power  to  prescribe  definitions  under  the  Act.  The 
President  of  the  Local  Government  Board  was  accom- 
panied by  Sir  S.  B.  Provis  (Secretary  to  the  Department), 
Mr.  F.  J.  Willis  (Inspector  of  Local  Acts),  Dr.  A.  News- 
holme  (Medical  Officer),  and  Dr.  Buchanan  (the  Chief  In- 
spector of  Foods),  and,  in  reply,  stated  that  he  was  in 
complete  sympathy  with  the  objects  of  the  deputation.  He 
added  that  he  had  arranged  that  certain  officials  of  his 
Department  should  confer  with  some  of  the  members  of 
the  deputation  in  regard  to  the  various  details  in  order  to 
ascertain  whether  some  legislation  could  not  be  introduced 
to  meet  the  views  of  the  deputation.    In  the  end,  a  sub- 
committee of  the  Association  was  appointed  to  confer  with 
the  officials  of  the  Department,  and  we  understand  that 
Mr.  R.  A.  Robinson,  barrister-at-law,  is  a  member  of  that 
sub-committee,  so  that  his  special  knowledge  of  pharmacy 
should  be  of  advantage  on  the  drug  side  of  the  statutes. 


Indecent  Advertisements  (Amendment)  Bill. 
Lord  Braye  has  introduced  in  the  House  of  Lords  a  Bill 
to  amend  the  Indecent  Advertisements  Act  of  1889  in 
certain  important  particulars,  which  are  of  special  interest 
to  chemists  and  druggists.    The  object  of  the  promoters 
is  to  strengthen  the  law  against  the  publication  of  improper 
advertisements.    The  Act  of  1889  has  had  a  very  con- 
siderable effect  of  preventing  the  distribution  of  certain 
classes  of  obnoxious  and  unsavoury  advertisements,  but 
the  definition  of  the  words  "indecent  advertisements" 
has  been  found  in  practice  not  to  be  sufficiently  wide  to 
cover  a  number  of  advertisements  of  a  character  similar 
to  those  which  are  specially  struck  at  under  the  Act.  It 
has  also  been  found  that  there  are  no  adequate  or  summary 
means  of  suppressing  the  publication  in  newspapers  of 
advertis2ments  which  at  the  present  time  it  i.s  quite  illegal 
to  distribute  in  the  streets.     The  definition  of  "  indecent 
advertisement"  will  stand  as  follows  if  the  present  Bill 
becomes  law  : 

"  Any  advertisement  relating  to  any  disease  affecting  the 
generative  organs  of  either  sex  or  to  any  complaint  or  in- 
firmity arising  from  or  relating  to  sexual  intercourse  or  to  the 
treatment  of  any  complaint  or  condition  peculiar  to  females, 
or  to  the  removal  of  irregularities  in  menstruation,  and  any 
advertisement  relating  to  drugs,  medicines,  appliances  or 
treatment  for  procuring  abortion  or  promoting  miscarriage 
or  preventing  conception,  or  which  might  reasonably  be  con- 
strued as  relating  to  any  illegal  medical  treatment  or  to  any 
illegal  surgical  operation." 

The  Bill  also  provides  for  penalties  for  exhibiting  certain 
appliances  of  an  improper  character,  a  fine  not  exceeding 
51.,  or  imprisonment  without  hard  labour  for  a  term  not 
exceeding  three  months,  and  similar  penalties  for  pub- 
lishing, or  procuring  the  publication,  in  any  newspaper 
of  any  indecent  advertisement,  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
251.  being  imposed  in  the  case  of  the  conviction  of  a  body 
corporate.  It  is  also  provided  that  nothing  in  the  section 
shall  be  construed  to  apply  to  an  advertisement  relating 
to  a  bona-fide  medical  work  or  scientific  treatise,  or  to 
a  work  of  recognised  literary  merit,  provided  that  the 
burden  of  proof  as  to  the  literary  character  of  the  work 
or  the  bcnia-fide  medical  or  scientific  character  of  the 
treatise  shall  be  placed  upon  the  defendant. 

Port  of  London  Bill. 
Mr.  Steel-Maitland  has  given  notice  to  move  :  "  That  it 
be  an  instruction  to  the  Committee  on  the  Port  of  London 
(Port  Rates  on  Goods)  Provisional  Order  Bill  to  receive  all 
petitions  to  be  heard  against  the  Bill  which  may  be  de- 
posited not  later  than  five  clear  days  before  the  first  sitting 
of  the  Committee,  and  to  hear  the  petitioners  thereon."

Impure  Manganese  Dioxide.— Mr.  J.  Newton  Friend, 
•of  the  Technical  College,  Darlington,  in  a  letter  to  "  Nature  " 
•of  May  12,  gives  particulars  of  a  quantity  of  manganese 
dioxide-  supplied  by  a  well-known  firm,  which,  when  mixed 
with  potassium  chlorate  and  heated  gently,  inflamed,  the 
reaction  proceeding  with  explosive  violence.  Au  analysis 
by  Mr.  W.  Davison,  one  of  Mr.  Friend's  senior  students,  gave 
the  following  percentage  results  :  Manganese  dioxide.  60.06  ; 
;antimonious  oxide,  33.64;  silica,  2.20;  ferric  oxide,  3.0; 
areenious  oxide  and  sulphur,  traces;  moisture,  1.05. 

Gentian-root.— R.  Lochmann  .("  Pharm.  Post,"  1910, 
ip.  397),  as  the  result  of  comparative  tests  with  reference  to 
cultivated  and  wild  gentian-root,  finds  that  the  cultivated 
root  is  equal,  if  it  does  not  excel,  the  wild  root.  Moreover, 
it  is  apparent  that  certain  constituents,  such  as  the  alcoholic 
extract  and  the  glucosidal  content,  are  present  in  reduced 
quantities  in  the  older  roots,  while,  on  the  other  hand,  the 
sugars  are  increased.  Accordingly,  galenicals  should  only 
be  made  from  fresh  roots  The  demand  for  fresh  roots  could 
"be  met  if  the  population  of  country  districts  in  Hungary  could 
he  brought  to  recognise  that  land  unsuitable  for  producing 
other  root-crop6  can  be  profitably  devoted  to  gentian. 

Rapid  Estimation  of  Ipecacuanha.  Vandermeulen 
<"  Annals  de  Pharm.  de  Louvain,"  July  1909)  finds  the  follow- 
ing process  rapid  and  accurate :  Powdered  ipecacuanha 
(2.5  grams)  is  mixed  with  10  c.c.  of  water,  2  or  3  drops  of 
-dilute  hydrochloric  acid,  and  30  c.c.  of  alcohol  (94  per  cent.). 
The  flask  is  closed  and  the  contents  digested  on  a  water-bath 
tor  half  an  hour,  cooled,  and  filtered  into  an  evaporating-dish. 
The  filter  is  washed  with  three  successive  10  c.c.  of  alcohol. 
The  last  drops  of  the  wash  liquor  are  tested  with  Mayer's 
reagent,  and  if  precipitation  occurs  the  washing  with  alcohol 
is  continued.  Water  (20  c.c.)  and  2  drops  of  dilute  hydro- 
•chloric  acid  are  added  to  the  filtrate,  which  is  evaporated  to 
"2  c.c.  The  concentrated  liquid  is  now  made  up  to  50  c.c. 
Mayer's  reagent  (mercuric  chloride  13.53  grams,  potassium 
iodide  49.67  grams,  water  to  1,000  c.c.)  is  added  to  10  c.c.  of 
the  diluted  fluid  until  no  further  precipitate  is  produced.  The 
number  of  c.c.  of  the  reagent  used  multiplied  by  0.000166  gives 
the  alkaloidal  strength  of  0.5  gram  of  ipecacuanha-powder.

Observations  and  Reflections. 

By  Xrayser  II. 

"  Dentistry  "  for  Dentists 

was  a  theme  in  this  page  last  week, 
but  I  am  not  prepared  to  go  so  far  as  the  British  Dental 
Association  as  outlined  by  you  three  pages  later.  To  pro- 
hibit absolutely  dental  operations  for  gain  by  any  but  regis- 
tered dentists  and  medical  practitioners  (whose  exemption 
will  in  the  nature  of  things  be  continued),  goes  far  beyond 
the  necessities  of  the  case.  The  suggestion  is  not  dictated 
by  public  demands,  but  by  the  somewhat  voracious  atti- 
tude of  some  dentists,  who  wTant  all  the  plunder  to  them- 
selves. It  is  a  notorious  fact  that  the  charges  of  many 
dentists  are  higher  than  the  fees  of  medical  consultants, 
and  the  standard  so  set  dominates  all  the  profession,  with 
the  result  that  a  public  demand  for  moderate  or  cheap 
service  has  been  created.  If  the  only  way  to  satisfy  that 
is  to  keep  up  a  class  of  unregistered  men,  the  Legislature 
will  see  to  it  that  it  is  kept  up. 
The  Interests  of  the  Manufacturer 

of  a  speciality  and  the 
interests  of  the  retailer  are  identical,  and  in  neither  case 
are  these  interests  inimical  to  those  of  the  buying  public. 
Many  superficial  thinkers,  on  the  contrary,  believe  that  the 
manufacturer  is  a  hungry  lion  out  for  plunder,  and  that 
the  retailer  is  a  more  or  less  unwilling  jackal,  the  deluded 
public  being  the  unconscious  prey  of  both.  Which  of  these 
attitudes  is  the  correct  one?  I  believe  that  the  first  view, 
paradoxical  though  it  may  appear,  is  nearest  the  truth  ;  and 
it  will  be  well  if  in  the  discussion  initiated  so  clearly  and 
temperately  by  "Sub  Judice  "  in  your  last  issue,  the  de- 
baters (for  I  anticipate  a  lively,  friendly,  and  extremely 
useful  debate)  start  from  the  common  ground  that  manu- 
facturer and  retailer  ought  not  to  be  antipathetic  to  each 
other.  While  the  letter  of  "  Sub  Judice"  is  written  from 
the  standpoint  of  the  manufacturer,  it  is  obvious  that  the 
opinions  of  the  trade  in  a  discussion  of  this  sort  are 
infinitely  more  valuable  than  those  of  the  manufacturers, 
and  therefore  I  hope  that  my  brother  pharmacists  will  not 
be  backward  in  stating  their  views. 
The  Real  Problem  to  be  Attacked, 

it  seems  to  me,  is  how 
to  gain  the  active  co-operation  of  the  retailer,  and  at  the 
same  time  the  confidence  of  the  public.  If  there  can  be 
a  concensus  of  opinion  as  to  the  best  means  of  reaching 
the  public  through  the  retailer,  I  am  quite  sure  that  the 
wise  manufacturer  will  be  only  too  glad  to  shape  his  course 
accordingly.  "  Sub  Judice  "  assumes  that  it  is  to  their 
interest  that  the  public  should  buy  his  speciality,  and  he 
wants  to  know  the  most  effective  way  for  making  them 
acquainted  with  its  existence  and  value,  and  at  the  same 
time  persuading  them  that  life  will  not  be  worth  living  till 
they  have  it.  The  alternative  methods  he  submits  cover 
most  of  the  ground,  though  no  doubt  other  considerations 
•will  emerge  as  the  discussion  proceeds. 
The  Law 

with  regard  to  the  sale  of  morphia  and  such-like 
drugs  is  a  good  deal  stricter  in  France  and  in  some  other 
foreign  countries  than  with  ourselves,  and  English  phar- 
macists will  probably  be  inclined  to  congratulate  them- 
selves upon  their  non-liability  to  such  fines  as  that  imposed 
on  the  Montmartre  chemist  which  your  Paris  correspondent 
reported  last  week.  But  legal  responsibility  is,  after  all, 
somewhat  of  a  relief  from  moral  responsibility,  and  the 
inconvenience  resulting  from  legal  restrictions  is  to  a  certain 
extent  counterbalanced  by  the  simplification  of  a  very 


difficult  question  of  conduct.  The  difficulty  may  easily 
be  exaggerated ;  it  often  is  exaggerated.  I  am  convinced 
by  a  somewhat  wide  acquaintance  with  the  facts  that  the 
laudanum-taking  habit  itself  may  be  indulged  in  to  an 
almost  incredible  extent  without  serious  physical  injury 
or  general  moral  degradation ;  and  I  cannot  see  (speaking 
generally)  how  any  individual  dealer  in  the  drug  can  be  held 
responsible  for  occasional  abuses,  which  cannot  be  avoided 
so  long  as  the  sale  of  it  is  permissible  at  all.  It  is  often, 
impossible  to  be  sure  that  the  drug  is  being  abused ;  and 
when  there  is  no  reasonable  doubt  on  that  point  the  remedy 
is  not  easy.  To  stop  the  supply  may  mean — usually  would 
mean — the  loss  of  a  good  deal  of  general  custom,  without 
any  corresponding  gain  to  the  victim  of  the  habit;  and  it  is 
r.ot  reasonable  to  demand  heroic  virtue  from  one  who  hae. 
to  get  his  living  under  the  present  conditions  of  pharmacy. 
But  most  pharmacists  have,  I  suppose,  had  to  deal  with 
cases  which  were  a  real  trouble  to  the  conscience.  It  is  not 
pleasant  to  feel  that  one  is  living,  to  however  email  an 
extent,  upon  the  vices  of  one's  neighbour,  nor  can  one'e- 
duty  to  one's  neighbour  be  entirely  ignored  without  un- 
easiness. The  question  how  to  deal  with  such  cases  is  on& 
that  might  be  ventilated  with  good  results. 

Coles's  "Adam  in  Eden," 

which  I  had  occasion  to  mention 
the  other  week,  is  one  of  the  most  curious  of  our  old  herbals. 
Published  later  than  Gerard's  and  Parkinson's  books  (its. 
date  is  1657)  it  might  be  supposed  freer  from  the  super- 
stitions which  so  long  obscured  the  study  of  plants,  but 
actually  it  is  far  from  being  so.  Coles  was  a  firm  believer 
in  the  doctrine  of  signatures,  on  which,  to  the  best  of  my 
belief,  he  is  the  first  English  authority.  According  te 
this  curious  superstition,  God  has  stamped  upon  every  herb 
some  distinct  form  or  colour  visibly  declaring  its  use  in 
particular  diseases.  Thus  the  twisted  form  of  bistort-root 
denotes  that  it  is  good  for  the  bites  of  serpents ;  its  bloody 
colour  that  it  will  cure  bleeding  and  other  fluxes.  All  plants 
are  not  so  marked,  but  only  a  sufficient  number  to  enable- 
us  by  labour  and  industry,  "which  renders  everything 
more  acceptable,"  to  find  out  the  rest.  Naturally  Coles, 
like  most  of  his  contemporaries,  believed  in  witchcraft. 
Of  vervain  he  says  that  by  it  witches  work  enchantment 
upon  their  victims,  as  is  proved  by  "  the  late  "  Anne  Bod  en- 
ham  of  Salisbury,  who  "sent  her  ruffian-like  spirit*"  to- 
gather  it  and  dill  for  her  wicked  purposes.  These  plants 
were  also  held,  I  suppose, 

Upon  the  Homoeopathic  Principle, 

to  "  hinder  witches  of  their 
will,"  as  mountain  ash  still  is  in  many  parts  of  England. 
Squill,  also,  says  Coles,  being  hung  above  the  principal 
entrance  of  a  house,  will  keep  out  witches,  and  will,  in  the 
garden,  protect  its  neighbour  plants  from  injury.  He  tells., 
too,  of  a  man  who  by  habitually  taking  acetum  srillae 
lived  to  be  117  years  of  age.  Among  other  curious  beliefs 
he  held  that  a  necklace  of  peony  seeds  will  sure  epilepsy 
in  children;  that  the  remora  from  a  ship's  bottom  worn< 
by  a  woman  procures  conception ;  that  ung.  sympa- 
theticum,  made  of  the  moss  growing  on  a  dead  man's  skull, 
is  a  sovereign  weapon-salve;  that  children  of  three  years 
of  age,  if  bathed  in  a  decoction  of  wormwood,  will  never 
feel  heat  or  cold  ;  that  to  gather  spurge-laurel  with  the 
hand  tending  upwards  causes  vomiting,  tending  down- 
wards purging.  To  beat  a  horse  with  an  elder-stick 
brings  on  staling ;  and  if  mycsotis  is  given  to  a  horse 
before  he  is  shod  the  smith  cannot  hurt  him.  Rue,  he- 
eays,  should  be  planted  among  sage  to  keep  off  the  toads, 
that  poison  it ;  and  it  is  certain  that  grapes  will  not  keep- 
in  the  same  house  with  quinces.  Of  rue  he  also  asserts 
that  a  weasel  about  to  fight  with  a  serpent  rubs  himself 
with  it  to  protect  itself  from  poison.  Now  and  then  he- 
has  touches  of  humour,  as  when  he  says  that  aspen  leaves 
are  feigned  to  be  the  matter  of  which  women's  tongues  are 
made.  But  Coles,  though  over-credulous,  was  a  careful 
observer;  and  there  is  much  sound  information  in  his- 
books.  He  corrects  Culpeper  as  to  the  geographical  source 
of  opium,  and  notes  that  rhubarb  was  first  brought  into- 
England  from  Thrace  by  Dr.  Lister,  who  sent  the  seed' 
to  Parkinson.

Editorial  Articles. 

Agri-horticultural  Poisons. 

"As  you  were"  is  the  position  resulting  from  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society's  actions  against  assistants  of  licensed 
vendors  of  agri-horticultural  poisons.  In  one  case  the  son 
of  a  licensee  was  fined  under  Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  in 
the  second  an  assistant  in  a  limited  company's  shop  was 
similarly  fined.  This  was  anticipated  by  those  who  are 
familiar  with  the  Pharmacy  Acts,  but  to  the  agri-horticul- 
tural poisons  people  it  is  rather  a  cold  douche,  for  they 
had  been  labouring  under  the  erroneous  idea  that  a  licence 
to  a  person,  firm,  or  a  company  under  Section  2  of  the  1908 
Act  is  a  licence  for  the  shop,  and  covers  the  sales  made  in 
that  shop,  by  whomsoever  made.  Appeals  against  the 
judgments  of  Judge  Harington  and  Judge  Lumley  Smith 
have  been  intimated,  and  will  no  doubt  be  carried  to  the 
High  Court,  but  it  is  difficult  to  see  what  is  to  be  gained  by 
the  appellants  through  further  legal  proceedings.  There 
seems  to  be  extremely  little  possibility  of  the  decisions 
being  reversed,  in  view  of  previous  judgments  under 
Section  15  of  the  1868  Act,  from  which  those  alone  who  are 
actually  licensed  are  exempt,  subject  to  the  conditions  upon 
which  their  licences  have  been  granted.  Those  of  their 
assistants  who  are  unlicensed  and  who  sell  without  the 
direct  supervision  of  a  person  actually  licensed  to  sell  in 
specified  premises,  are  as  much  law-breakers  as  unqualified 
chemists'  assistants  who  sell  without  supervision.  Scores 
of  chemists'  assistants  have  had  to  pay  penalties  for  the 
offence,  and  the  assistants  of  ironmongers,  florists,  seeds- 
men, etc.,  will  need  to,  as  well,  if  they  do  not  respect  the 
law.  We  hope  those  in  our  own  ranks  who  have  deplored 
Section  2  as  fatal  to  the  qualification  of  chemists  will  see  in 
these  cases  how  the  supposed  extensive  privilege  of  Sec- 
tion 2  is  narrowed  down,  when  the  law  is  strictly  interpreted. 
The  demand  for  licences  has  been  general  enough,  but  it  has 
been  instigated  rather  than  spontaneous,  and  the  business 
returns  have  been  inconsiderable,  at  least  in  the  large 
towns.  Most  of  the  licensees  were  beginning  to  think  that 
the  game  was  not  worth  the  candle;  and  now,  when  they 
realise  that  they  personally  must  conduct  or  supervise  sales, 
the  conclusion  of  their  thoughts  is  likely  to  be  that,  after 
all,  chemists  are  the  best  people  to  handle  these  poisonous 
goods. 
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A  Buchu  Substitute. 

A  Recent  arrival  of  buchu-leaves  from  the  Cape  was  found 
by  the  importers  to  conskt  partly  of  a  leaf  similar  in 
outward  appearance  and  characteristics  to  the  official 
round  buchu,  but  on  closer  examination  it  was  found  to 
be  an  entirely  different  leaf.  The  object  of  the  present 
note  is  to  describe  the  characters  of  the  substitute,  as 
it  may  be  in  the  present  excessive  scarcity,  that  further 
shipments  may  be  made  containing  the  admixture.  The 
shipment  in  question  was  not  offered  on  the  market,  it 
being  recognised  by  the  importer  that  it  was  not  genuine, 
and  in  all  probability  it  will  be  re-shipped  to  the  Cape. 
An  examination  of  a  sample  of  the  drug  shows  that  the 
unofficial  leaves  are  quickly  detected  by  their  shape,

coarser  texture,  and  hairy  bases  and  margins.  They  are 
spotted  with  numerous  brown  dots,  which  are  seen  to  corre- 
spond with  pellucid  oil-glands  when  a  leaf  is  held  up 
to  the  light.  Although  containing  numerous  oil-glands,  the 
substitute  does  not  possess  as  powerful  an  odour,  nor  are  the 
leaves  as  pungent  to  the  palate,  as  the  less  glandular  official 
variety.  The  portions  of  stem  accompanying  the  mixed 
leaves  are  also  of  two  kinds — the  slender  green  or  purplish 
ones  of  the  official  buchu,  which  are  glabrous  and  channelled 
and  also  dark  brown  or  dark  gTey  twigs  covered  with 
numerous  short  hairs  derived  from  the  substitute.  The 
latter  bear  the  alternate  stipulate  petioles  (g  in.  long)  of 
the  stalked  trifoliate  leaves,  so  that  the  adulterant  consists 
of  leaflets.  The  stipules  are  of  a  brownish  colour,  with 
glands  and  longitudinal  veins.  The  leaflets  are  very 
variable  in  shape,  being  from  obovate  to  oblanceolate, 
averaging  from  ^  in.  to  §  in.  in  length.  The  lateral  leaflets 
are  frequently  asymmetrical.  The  margins  of  the  leaflets 
are  irregularly  and  obscurely  toothed  and  often  in- 
rolled,  while  the  apex  is  recurved  and  prolonged  into  a 
downward  pointing  apiculus.  The  leaflets,  especially 
younger  ones,  bear  silky  hairs  along  the  midrib  and  lateral 
veins,  and  also  scattered  along  the  margins.  In  the  older 
leaflets  they  tend  to  fall  off,  but  can  still  be  found  at  the 
base  of  the  midrib.  The  oil-glands,  as  stated  above,  are 
very  numerous.  The  microscope,  however,  reveals  the 
greatest  differences  between  the  two  buchus.    A  transverse

section  of  the  substitute  shows  that  it  lacks  the  muci- 
lage layer,  hesperidin  masses,  and  palisade  parenchyma  seen 


in  the  leaf  of  Barosma  betulina,  while  it  bears  stomata  on 
both  surfaces  of  the  leaflet,  these  being  absent  from  the 
upper  surface  of  the  official  leaf.  We  illustrate  (semi- 
diagrammatically)  the  large  and  complex  oil-glands  which 
occur  indifferently  immediately  below  each  surface  of  the 
foreign  leaflet.    The  differences  between  the  two  glands

allow  of  easy  microscopical  differentiation  between  the  two 
kinds  of  leaflet.  The  regular  distribution  of  the  mesophyll 
indicates  a  bilateral  leaflet  with  edge  presented  during  life 
to  the  incident  rays,  rather  than  the.  more  usual  dorsi-ventral 
type  seen  in  the  official  buchu.  The  even  distribution  of 
the  bundles  of  sclerenchyma  supports  this.  The  midrib 
also  possesses  a  mass  of  sclerenchyma  on  its  upper  side, 
almost  as  large  as  that  below  the  collateral  vascular  bundle. 


The  Bromide  Situation. 

Recent  events  regarding  the  situation  in  the  market  for 
bromides,  which  have  been  detailed  in  our  Trade  Report, 
have  given  rise  to  much  conjecture  on  the  part  of  interested 
holders  as  to  what  line  of  action  the  German  Convention 
would  take,  following  on  the  American  advance  equivalent 
to  Id.  per  lb.  on  potassium  and  sodium  bromides,  and  2d. 
on  ammonium  bromide.  A  month  has  elapsed  since  this 
announcement  was  made,  but  beyond  making  various 
alterations  in  sale-conditions  and  the  refusal  to  book  con- 
tracts the  German  Convention  has  not  moved  prices,  which 
points  to  the  fact  that  they  have  either  not  got  a  thorough 
grip  on  the  various  producers,  or  that  the  constituents  form- 
ing the  Convention  have  not  yet  disposed  of  their  "  quota" 
of  output.  That  attempts  are  being  made  to  produce 
bromine  outside  the  Convention  is  instanced  by  the  fact  that 
at  Berka  a  new  factory  intends  to  utilise  the  mother-liquor 
obtained  in  the  manufacture  of  potassium  chloride.  The 
inside  working  of  the  bromide  situation  has  always  been 
kept  extremely  quiet,  and  considering  the  fact  that  there 
has  been  no  authoritative  statement  from  either  the  German 
or  American  producers  admitting  the  existence  of  a  definite 
understanding,  it  is  difficult  to  obtain  much  light  on  fresh 
developments.  The  agreement  existing  prior  to  the  bro- 
mide war  several  years  ago  was  generally  considered  to  in- 
clude Great  Britain  with  the  rest  of  Europe  as  German 
territory,  and  no  bromide  salts  were  openly  offered.  Never- 
theless, it  is  said  that  a  plentiful  supply  of  American  bro- 
mides could  always  be  obtained  in  London  by  those  who 
knew  where  to  look  for  them.  In  all  likelihood  the  use 
of  these  surreptitious  channels  was  known  and  winked  at 
by  American  producers  in  violation  of  the  spirit  of  the 
agreement,  and  the  fact  may  have  caused  the  split  with  the 
German  interests.  However,  all  sores  appear  to  have  been 
healed  up  eighteen  months  ago,  the  ejszent  being  celebrated 
by  a  6c.  advance,  and  the  probability  is  that  the  recent 
advance  of  2c.  is  simply  a  further  development  which 
has  been  awaited  some  time.  Opinion  on  the  subject  is 
divided,  however.  It  is  pointed  out  that  owing  to  the 
natural  resources  of  the  United  States  in  bromine,  and  their 
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ease  of  access,  no  doubt  is  possible  of  the  ability  of  American 
producers  to  more  than  hold  their  own  against  foreign 
invasion.  In  this  connection  attention  is  drawn  to  the 
evident  lack  of  concerted  action  of  the  German  interests  on 
the  recent  advance,  and  the  tactical  possibilities  resulting 
from  the  home  troubles  of  the  latter.  As  showing  the  re- 
sources of  the  United  States  in  the  production  of  bromine, 
it  is  interesting  to  note  that  in  1908  (the  latest  official 
figures  available)  the  output  was  1,055,636  lb.,  valued  at 
$102,344,  as  compared  with  1,379,496  lb.,  valued  at 
$195,281,  in  1907.  The  average  price  of  bromine  per  lb. 
in  1908  worked  out  at  less  than  10c.  f.o.b.  at  works, 
these  conditions  being  notably  worse  than  in  1906  or  1907 ; 
and  much  of  the  bromine  in  those  years  remained  unsold  in 
the  hands  of  producers.  The  low  price  of  bromine  enabled 
the  bromides  to  be  manufactured  very  cheaply,  the  cost 
being  from  5c.  to  9c.  per  lb.,  exclusive  of  the  bromine. 
These  continued  low  prices  have,  however,  taken  away  all 
stimulus  further  to  increase  the  production  in  Michigan, 
where  the  industry  remains  confined  to  the  Dow  Chemical 
Co.  at  Midland  and  Mount  Pleasant. 


Java  Coca  and  Cocaine. 

Important  developments  in  the  production  of  coca 
in  Java  are  foreshadowed  in  an  article,  contributed  by 
Dr.  de  Jong  to  the  last  number  of  "  Teysmannia  "  (1910, 
p.  201).  The  author  points  out  that  the  exports  of  this 
product  from  Java  amounted  to  376,481  kilos,  for  the  eleven 
months  ending  November  1908,  and  to  343,470  kilos,  for 
the  corresponding  period  of  1909.  In  December  1908  the 
price  in  Amsterdam  ranged  from  21.5c.  per  half-kilo, 
for  leaves  containing  1.0  to  1.1  per  cent,  of  total  alkaloids 
to  61c.  per  half-kilo  for  leaves  containing  2.2  to  2.3  per 
cent.  The  corresponding  prices  for  the  same  grades  in 
December  1909  were  40c.  and  60.5c.  respectively,  these 
prices  being  nearly  double  those  obtained  in  January  1908. 
This  rise  in  price  is  ascribed  to  the  action  of  a  prominent 
cocaine  factory  in  Europe  in  abandoning  the  use  of  crude 
Peruvian  cocaine  in  favour  of  Java  leaves  as  a  raw  material. 
Java  coca  planters  are  recommended  to  combine,  gradually 
extend  their  coca  plantations,  and  take  steps  to  secure  the 
whole  of  the  market  for  coca  leaves  and  cocaine.  Dr.  de 
Jong  estimates  the  world's  consumption  of  cocaine  at  12,000 
kilos.  In  Java  about  500  kilos,  of  dry  leaf,  yielding  1.5  per 
cent,  of  alkaloid,  are  obtained  per  bouw,  from  which  about 
7.5  kilos,  of  alkaloid,  equivalent  to  6  kilos,  of  pure  cocaine, 
could  be  made.  It  is  argued,  therefore,  that  the  present 
plantations  could  be  extended  to  about  2,000  bouws  without 
overtaking  the  world's  consumption  of  the  leaves.  The 
most  economical  plan,  however,  is  to  grow  coca  as  a  catch 
crop  with  Para  rubber,  thus  securing  a  return  for  the  first 
five  or  six  years  during  which  the  rubber  trees  are  maturing 
to  a  tappable  condition.  Worked  in  this  way  a  rubber 
plantation  can  be  made  to  give  a  handsome  return  even  in 
the  early  stages.  Dr.  de  Jong  has  been  in  negotiation  with 
a  German  firm  of  cocaine  manufacturers  on  the  question 
of  extracting  the  alkaloid  in  Java.  This  firm  consider 
that  local  extractions  would  mean  a  saving  of  from  m.  10 
to  m.  20  per  100  kilos,  of  leaves  worked,  and  they  offer 
to  erect  plant  in  Java  if  a  syndicate  of  planters  -will  share 
the  cost  of  this  enterprise  and  the  risks.  The  crude  cocaine 
made  would  be  exported  to  the  European  factory,  which 
would  be  paid  a  fixed  rate  for  refining  it.  The  refined 
cocaine  would  be  marketed  in  the  ordinary  way,  and  the 
price  obtained  credited  to  the  proposed  "  Java  Extraction 
Co.,"  consisting  of  the  whole  of  the  Java  coca  planters 
and  the  shareholders  of  the  European  cocaine  factory. 


Spirit-licences. 

Since  our  article  of  last  week  was  published,  the 
Eevenue  authorities  have  further  considered  the  adjust- 
ments which  they  ought  to  make  under  the  Finance 
(1909-10)  Act  in  the  case  of  persons  who  hold  spirit- 
dealers'  licences,  and  also  the  licence  to  retail  spirits  iB 
bottle.  The  result  is  a  more  liberal  interpretation  of  the 
Act  than  had  first  been  come  to.  As  our  readers  are 
aware,  it  was  not  possible,  under  the  law  prior  to  the  Act, 
to  take  out  a  spirit  bottle-licence  unless  a  licence  to  deal 
in  spirits  was  also  paid  for.  In  the  great  majority  of 
the  cases  where  the  dealer's  licence  was  held  this  was 
taken  out  solely  in  order  to  qualify  the  holder  to  take  out 
the  additional  bottle-licence.  The  authorities  now  show 
their  appreciation  of  this  fact  by  sanctioning  the  repay- 
ment of  the  full  thirteen  guineas,  instead  of  three  guineas- 
only,  as  at  first  arranged,  in  any  case  where  a  trader 
takes  out,  as  he  now  may  do,  the  retailer's  licence  alone 
and  discontinues  the  dealer's  licence.  The  result  of  this 
change  of  view  will  be  that  those  of  our  readers  who 
come  within  the  terms  of  the  new  arrangement  will  be 
liable  to  pay,  in  all,  81.  less  than  the  amount  shown  in  our 
article  of  June  25  in  respect  of  the  spirits-in-bottle  licence 
now  held  by  them  and  which  will  expire  on  September  30 
next.

International  Congress  of  Pharmacy. 

Dr.  A.  Schamelhout,  general  secretary  of  the  Congress, 
informs  us  that  considerable  progress  has  been  made  with 
the  arrangements  for  the  Congress,  and  already  a  very 
good  membership  is  assured.  There  are  adherents  from 
Egypt,  the  United  States,  and  from  the  countries  of 
Europe.  From  Paris  a  particularly  representative  com- 
mittee of  pharmacists  has  signified  its  intention  of  being 
present,  and  Sweden  is  sending  a  number  of  pharmaceuti- 
cal representatives.  Dr.  Kraemer,  Mr.  Wilbur,  and  Mr. 
Raubenheimer  are  crossing  the  Atlantic  from  the  United 
States.  Further  progress  has  been  made  with  the  pro- 
gramme of  the  Congress  :  for  instance,  an  excursion  to- 
Antwerp  has  been  arranged  for  September  4,  but  the- 
number  who  could  take  part  in  this  was  limited.  The 
Organisation  Committee  have  now  arranged  an  alternative 
outing  to  Ostend,  which  will  appeal  to  many  on  account 
of  the  attractions  of  the  beautiful  Belgian  sea-side  resort. 
The  visits  to  technical  institutions  on  Tuesday,  Septem- 
ber 6,  have  now  been  fixed.  The  Institut  Pasteur  is  to- 
be  visited  in  the  morning,  and  "La  Nutricia  "  (infants' 
milk  depot)  in  the  afternoon,  whilst  in  the  evening  the 
Municipality  of  Brussels  will  give  a  reception  for  the- 
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■Congress  visitors  at  the  Hotel  de  Ville.  Dr.  Schamel- 
hout  is  confident  that  visitors  to  the  Congress  will  never 
regret  visiting  it ;  a  revised  edition  of  the  syllabus  has 
heen  issued,  which  can  be  had  by  sending  a  request  to  the 
secretary  at  12  Rue  Malibran,  Brussels.  We  regret  to 
iearn  that  Mr.  Albert  Derneville,  one  of  the  Presidents 
of  the  Congress,  is  at  present  indisposed,  but  our  repre- 
sentative, who  called  at  his  pharmacy  in  the  Boulevard 
•de  Waterloo,  was  informed  that  he  is  making  satisfactory 
progress  towards  recovery,  and  hopes  to  be  about  again 
in  a  few  days. 

Foods  and  Drugs  in  New  South  Wales. 
The  "  Government  Gazette  of  New  South  Wales,"  May  11, 
■contained  a  supplement  of  regulations  made  under  the  Pure 
Food  Act,  1908,  setting  forth  guarantee  forms,  and  the 
standards  for  certain  foods  and  drugs.  The  guarantee 
forms  are  issuable  only  to  persons  or  companies  in  New 
South  Wales  or  having  business  premises  therein.  The 
regulations  are  substantially  in  regard  to  labelling  of  food- 
stuffs and  medicines,  and  provide,  e.g.,  that  lin.  aconiti, 
fin.  belladon..  lin.  camph.  amnion.,  and  lin.  saponis  maybe 
made  with  methylated  spirit,  that  certain  plasters,  soaps, 
and  ointments  may  be  made  with  cotton-seed  oil  instead 
of  olive  oil,  and  that  Australian  wine  may  be  used  in  making 
B.P.  wines.  Regulations  in  regard  to  secret  medicines  and 
those  containing  toxic  drugs  are  set  forth  (substantially  as 
before),  and  dietetic  essences,  drinks,  soaps,  and  many 
■other  articles  handled  by  druggists  are  included.  We  shall 
be  glad  to  furnish  those  interested  with  further  particulars 
by  post  if  they  so  desire. 

Surprised  Grocers. 
Messrs.  Francis  Meade  &  Co.,  Ltd.,  Langport,  Somerset, 
•write  to  "  The  Grocer  "  expressing  surprise  that  an  Excise 
•officer  has  told  them  that  sales  by  them  of  spirits  of  nitre, 
■camphor,  sal  volatile,  etc.  (which  they  have  been  in  the 
habit  of  selling  in  1  to  4  oz.  bottles),  is  "  illegal  since  the 
passing  of  the  Spirit  Act  in  1888."  Messrs.  Meade  sarcas- 
tically remark  upon  the  long  time  (22  years)  that 
it  has  taken  the  Excise  to  discover  "  that  it  was  the 
intention  of  the  measure  to  prohibit  grocers  from  selling 
these  lines,"  which,  they  add,  "seems  almost  Gilbertian." 
It  is  still  more  Gilbertian  that  grocers  should  at  this  time 
of  day  not  be  aware  that  all  statutes  dealing  with  the 
sale  of  spirits  prohibit  anybody  selling  them  (whether  medi- 
cated or  not)  without  a  licence,  but  an  Act  of  1742-3 
•exempts  physicians,  apothecaries,  surgeons,  and  chemists 
from  a  licence  for  the  sale  of  spirituous  medicines  for  sick 
persons. 

Qovernment  Purchases  Abroad. 

An  interesting  return  has  been  issued  of  all  contracts 
made  by  Government  departments  during  the  year  which 
ended  on  March  31,  1909,  for  articles  produced  abroad  and 
entered  into  with  contractors  outside  the  United  Kingdom 
or  with  contractors  or  agents  who  obtain  the  articles  from 
abroad.    Altogether  the  various  Government  departments 
.spent  about  539,000?.  abroad,  the  bulk  of  the  contracts  being 
ifor  the  Admiralty  and  War  Office.    Perhaps  the  most  in 
•fceresting  item  is  the  purchase  of  acetone  valued  at  32,232? 
on  behalf  of  the  War  Office.    It  will  be  remembered  that 
••the  supply  of  acetone  in  this  country  was  the  subject  of 
discussion  in  the  House  of  Commons  a  fortnight  ago,  but 
however  desirable  it  is  that  the  chemical  should  be  manu 
factured  in  Great  Britain,  it  is  doubtful  if  it  would  be  a 
■commercial  success,  as  there  is  always  keen  competition 
for  Government  orders  among  foreign  agents.    We  under- 
stand that  the  Commissioner  of  Woods  is  making  inquiries 
into  the  subject.    He  could  not  do  better  than  read  the 
■evidence  tendered  to  the  Departmental  Committee  on 


Industrial  Alcohol  in  1905,  especially  that  of  Mr.  A.  T. 
Cocking,  of  Kynochs,  who  admitted  that  his  company 
had  spent  over  10,000?.  in  endeavouring  to  produce  acetone, 
but  had  abandoned  it  because  of  the  cost.  We  also 
note  that  the  War  Office  purchased  93?.  worth  of  regulus 
antimony,  972?.  worth  of  mineral  jelly,  92?.  worth  of  meat 
extract,  15?.  worth  of  milk  powder,  and  soda  crystals  to 
the  value  of  431?.  It  would  be  interesting  to  have  further 
particulars  of  this  last  item.  The  Admiralty  purchases 
abroad  included  soluble  cocoa  70?.,  glasscine  labels  24?., 
and  lime-juice  241?.,  while  the  Post  Office  purchases  in- 
cluded petroleum  jelly  valued  at  303?.,  tannic  acid  456?., 
and  paraffin  wax  30?. 


Dental  Notes. 

By  A  Licentiate  in  Dental  Surgery. 

Formaldehyde  Dentifrice. 

According  to  M.  Gyvasan  ("Revue  pharm.  des 
Flandres"),  in  a  dentifrice  composed  of  precipitated 
chalk,  powdered  orris,  soap,  glycerin,  oil  of  peppermint, 
and  eugenol  with  2  per  cent,  of  hexamethylenetetramine, 
formaldehyde  is  freely  liberated  by  the  alkalinity  of  the 
saliva. 

Dentifrice  for  Syphilitics. 

M.  Queyrat  ("  Nouveaux  Remedes  ")  gives  the  following 
formula  for  a  dental  soap  for  use  by  syphilitics.  A  soft 
brush  should  be  employed  : 

Almond  soap   40  grams 

Glycerin   25  grams 

Extract  of  rhatany, 

Powdered  borax,  of  each   1.40  gram 

Oil  of  anise, 

Oil  of  peppermint,  of  each        ...    15  to  20  drops 
Mix. 

Dental  Anaesthetics. 

The  following  formulas  for  anaesthetic  solutions  for 
injection  into  the  gums  to  prevent  pain  in  tooth-extraction 
are  given  by  the  "Journal  de  Pharmacie  d'Anver6." 
These  should  be  read  in  conjunction  with  other  formulae 
for  these  solutions  given  on  pp.  52,  640,  and  650  of  our  last 
volume.  A  note  is  appended  that  eucaine  is  four  times  lees 
toxic  than  cocaine,  and  novocaine  seven  times  less.  The 
solutions  must  be  carefully  sterilised.  Eucaine  is  used  of 
a  strength  of  i  per  cent.,  and  novocaine  2  per  cent.

Salol-chloroform. 

Salol-chxoroform  may  be  prepared  by  mixing  equal 
quantities  of  calol  and  chloroform.  It  occurs  as  a  syrupy 
liquid,  and  is  recommended  for  the  treatment  of  infectious 
wounds,  etc.  On  dropping  the  solution  into  a  wound  the 
chloroform  evaporates  in  about  two  minutes,  leaving  the 
surface  of  the  wound  covered  with  a  fine  dust  of  salol, 
which  brings  about  complete  antisepsis.  Laminaria  rods, 
which  had  been  rendered  antiseptic  by  dipping  in  the 
liquid,  showed,  after  four  days  in  bouillon  culture,  no 
trace  of  bacterial  growths,  so  that  on  account  of  its 
freedom  from  odour  and  its  powerful  disinfectant  action 
it  surpasses  iodoform-ether.

THROUGH  the  courtesy  of  the  President  of  the  General 
Medical  Council  we  have  received  an  advance  copy  of 
the  second  report  of  the  Council's  Committee  of  Refer- 
ence in  Pharmacy,  embodying  the  results  of  work  accom- 
plished in  connection  with  the  revision  of  the  British 
Pharmacopoeia  from  November  18,  1908,  to  December  16, 
1909,  with  recommendations  supplementary  to  those  of 
1908.  The  report  is  published  by  Messrs.  Spottiswoode 
&  Co.,  Ltd.,  5  New  Street  Square,  London,  and  may  be 
obtained  from  them  post-free  for  Is.  Id.  "While  .  the 
whole  contents  are  of  value  to  all  pharmacists,  the  details 
are  of  interest  to  a  few  probably,  and  the  latter  should 
obtain  copies  from  the  publishers.  We  endeavour  in  this 
article  to  present  the  more  important  facts  contained  in 
the  report,  in  contrast,  where  necessary,  with  the  exist- 
ing monographs.  The  report  begins  with  ext.  bellad.  liq. 
and  ends  with  liq.  magnes.  carb.,  the  notes  occupying  four- 
teen octavo  pages ;  then  follow  two  pages  of  supple- 
mentary recommendations  in  regard  to  proposed  tests  for 
acid,  chromic,  acid,  oleic,  adeps,  aether,  aether,  acet., 
ammon.  benz.,  ammon.  carb.,  amyl  nitris,  argent,  oxid., 
bals.  Peru.,  bismuth,  carb.,  butyl  chlor.  hyd.,  caffeina,  cera 
alba,  calc.  chlorid.,  chloral  hyd.,  codeina  (new  mono- 
graph), and  emp.  belladon.  Tests  for  lead,  giving  limits 
for  potass,  acet.,  potass,  bicarb.,  potass,  brom.,  potass, 
carb.,  potass,  chloras,  and  potass,  cit.,  are  next  given; 
then  a  description  of  the  process  of  repercolation.  The 
following  paragraphs  are  abstracts  of  the  fourteen  pages 
of  "  report  "  : 

Ext.  Bellad.  Liq. — A  new  monograph  for  a  root-prepara- 
tion of  the  present  strength  (§  gr.  per  100  mins.)  made  with 
80-per-cent.  alcohol  by  repercolation,  so  that  one  part  of 
percolate  represents  three  of  drug,  which  is  to  be  diluted 
after  assaying  to  the  required  strength.  The  assay  method 
is  to  shake  a  prescribed  quantity  of  percolate  with  sulphuric 
acid  and  chloroform,  rejecting  the  lower  layer;  then  alkaloid 
is  extracted  from  the  aqueous  liquid  with  ammonia  and 
chloroform,  the  alkaloidal  solution  being  titrated  with  n/20 
sulphuric  acid. 

Ext.  Glycyrr.  Liq. — Present  formula  to  be  retained. 

Ext.  Hydrast.  Liq. — Alcohol  (60  per  cent,  instead  of  45  per 
cent.)  to  be  used  as  a  menstruum,  and  assay  by  U.S. P.  process. 

Ext.  Ipecac.  Liq. — A  new  monograph  for  a  preparation 
containing  2  grs.  of  alkaloids  in  110  mins.  Made  by  per- 
colating No.  120  powder  with  90-per-cent.  alcohol,  the  per- 
colate being  assayed  by  shaking  a  portion  with  sulphuric  acid 
and  ether ;  then  the  alkaloids  separated  from  the  aqueous 
liquid  with  ammonia  and  chloroform  and  weighed. 

Ext.  Nucis  Vom. — A  new  monograph  in  which  liquid 
extract  and  calcium  phosphate  are  used  to  make  a  5-per-cent. 
strychnine-product. 

Ext.  Nucis  Vom.  Liq. — A  new  monograph  in  which  reper- 
colation is  prescribed  with  present  ingredients ;  product, 
1.5  gr.  of  strychnine  in  110  mins.  Assay  as  at  present,  but 
nitric  acid  used  to  destroy  the  brucine  as  in  U.S. P.,  the  final 
product  being  titrated  with  n/20  sulphuric  acid. 

Ext.  Opii. — A  new  monograph  for  a  20-per-cent.  morphine 
extract,  in  dry  powder,  calcium  phosphate  being  the  diluent. 

Ext.  Opii  Liq. — Omit  the  sp.  gr. 

Ext.  Sarsa  Liq. — Drug  to  be  taken  in  No.  20  powder,  and 
repercolation  employed. 

Ext.  Tarax.  Liq. — Percolate  with  30-per-cent.  alcohol. 

Ferri  Carb.  Sacch. — New  monograph,  with  sodium  car- 
bonate and  glucose  instead  of  ammonium  carbonate  and 
sugar.  One  gram  requires  43  c.c.  of  bichromate  sol.  (at 
present  29  c.c). 

Ferri  Sulphas. — To  include  the  granulated  salt,  and  ferric 
test  excluded.  Titration  with  permanganate.  Arsenic  limit, 
1  in  a  million. 

Ferri  Sulphas  Exsic. — Omit  process ;  assay  with  perman- 
ganate, and  arsenic  2  in  a  million.

Fceniculi  Fruct. — Description  altered  so  as  to  include 
varieties  rich  in  and  exclude  those  poor  in  volatile  oil  and 
fenchone. 

Galla. — "  Puncture  "  to  be  omitted. 

Gelatinum . — Dilute  alum  solution  to  be  used  in  test. 

Gentian.  Mad. — Should  yield  33  per  cent,  of  dry  extract 
and  6  per  cent,  of  ash.    Microscopic  characters  given. 

Glucosum. — Liquid  glucose  to  be  added. 


Glycerinum. — New  monograph  with  more  searching  tests, 
including  for  arsenic  and  lead. 

Glyc.  Acid.  Boric. — Acid  in  crystals  to  be  used. 

Glyc.  Alum. — Alum  in  crystals  prescribed. 

Glyc.  Boracis. — Borax  in  crystals  to  be  used. 

Glyc.  _  Pejosini. — New  directions:  "Add  the  pepsin,  dis- 
solve," make  up  and  filter. 

Glyc.  Plumbi  Subacct. — Equal  parts  of  glycerin  and  liq.

(meeting  was  held  in  the  Council-room,  17  Bloomsbury  Square, 
London,  W.C.,  on  June  29.  Mr  T.  H.  W.  Idris  presided,  and 
there  were  also  present  Messrs.  Truman,  Pentney,  Glew, 
•de  Peare,  Slator,  Campion,  Burton,  White,  and  J.  Wellesley 
Douglas  (Hon.  Secretary).  The  Chairman  opened  the 
meeting  by  moving  a  resolution  of  sympathy  with  the  Phar- 
maceutical Council  and  with  all  those  near  and  dear  to  the 
late  Mr.  Michael  Carteighe,  of  whom,  he  said,  nothing  but 
good  could  be  spoken.    He  was 

A  friend  to  Truth,  of  soul  sincere, 
In  action  faithful  and  in  honour  clear, 
Who  broke  no  promise,  served  no  private  end, 
Who  gained  no  title  and  lost  no  friend. 
Mr.  Truman  seconded  tha  motion  Mr.  Pentney,  in  sup- 
porting, said  the  Pharmaceutical  Society  never  had  a  greater 
friend  than  Michael  Carteighe.  The  resolution  was  carried, 
the  members  upstanding.  The  Secretary,  in  presenting  his 
(report,  lamented  the  lack  of  subscribing  members,  only  sixty 
out  of  130  having  honoured  the  Association  by  paying  their 
subscriptions.  He  said  it  was  saddening  to  have  no  notice 
taken  of  one's  work  and  letters.  The  credit  balance  of  the 
Association  is  61.  19s.  id.,  with  no  liabilities.  There  had  been 
more  social  functions  in  the  last  two  years  than  in  the  whole 
of  the  previous  sessions,  there  being  two  successful  dinners 
and  two  concerts,  but  the  latter  were  poorly  attended, 
although  admission  was  free.  Mr.  Pentney,  in  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  report,  said  the  Secretary  ought  to  be  en- 
couraged and  not  discouraged,  the  diminution  in  numerical 
strength  being  due  to  the  fact  that  the  Association  had  been 
the  parent  of  several  other  flourishing  Associations.  The 
Association  is  still  required,  since  further  legislation  is  needed 
more  nojr  than  at  any  other  time.  A  direct  representative 
an  Parliament  was  wanted,  it  being  a  great  misfortune  when 
Mr.  Idris  retired.

Mr.  Idris,  who 
suggested  that  they  should  have  a  new  President,  being 
unanimously  re-elected  President.  Mr.  Pentney  said  the 
Association  could  not  get  another  President  to  fill  the  position 
•so  well.  Mr.  W.  S.  Glyn-Jones  and  Mr.  John  C.  Umney  were 
■appointed  Vice-Presidents,  pleasure  being  expressed  at  Mr. 
Umney  recovering  his  health.  The  Hon.  Treasurer  (Mr.  G.  P. 
Pond)  and  Hon.  Secretary  (Mr.  J.  Wellesley  Douglas)  were 
re-elected.

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Medical  Gleanings. 


Amenyl  in  Amenorrhoea. 

In  doses  of  a  half  to  one  grain  twice  a  day  Freund  and 
Falk  find  amenyl  (methyl  hydrastimide)  useful  in  cases  of 
suppressed  menses.  The  beet  results  were  obtained  in 
cases  where  amenorrhoea  depended  on  some  constitutional 
affection;  seven  out  of  thirteen  such  cases  were  treated  suc- 
cessfully. The  mcst  favourable  results  of  all  (eight  out 
of  twelve  cases)  were  obtained  in  purely  functional  amenor- 
rhoea, usually  in  young  girls. 

Treatment  of  Pruritus. 

The  following  are  the  lotions  recommended  by  Professor 
Gaucher  ("Journal  des  Praticiens  ")  in  the  treatment  of 
troublesome  itchings  of  the  skin  : 

1.  Glycerin    25  parts 

Water  ...    75  parts 

Carbolic  acid    1  part 

In  place  of  carbolic  acid,  chloral  hydrate  (1  to  2  per  cent.) 
may  be  used. 

2.  Menthol    10  parts 

Spirit  of  camphor, 

Chloroform, 

Ether,  of  each    30  parts 

After  using  the  lotions  the  parts  are  dusted  with  a  powder 
containing  1  per  cent,  of  camphor.  Ointments  of  menthol 
and  guaiacol  are  also  employed,  and  prolonged  bathing 
acts  as  an  efficient  sedative  in  neuropathic  pruritus.  The 
mineral  waters  of  Neris,  Plombieres,  and  Eoyat  are  re- 
commended. Among  the  internal  remedies  are  opium, 
chloral,  veronal,  trional,  ammonium  valerianate,  and  tinc- 
ture of  musk.  The  last-named  is  administered  to  nervous 
patients  in  doses  of  ten  drops  with  each  meal. 

Itching  Diseases  of  the  Skin. 

In  the  course  of  a  communication  to  "The  Lancet" 
(1910,  I.,  1251),  Dr.  J.  L.  Bunch  says  that  of  cooling 
lotions  the  simplest  is  :

For  a  greater  anti-pruritic  effect  cocaine  may  be  added 
to  any  of  these — ^ij.  says  the  doctor,  but  this  probably 
means  gr.  ij.  A  single  layer  of  lint  should  be  soaked  in 
the  _  lotion  selected,  and  laid  on  the  itching  surface. 
Sprinkle  more  lotion  on  the  lint  every  five  minutes.  In 
pruritus  of  the  anus,  after  getting  rid  of  rhagades  and 
thickening  of  the  skin  and  any  haemorrhoids,  an  ointment 
of  liq.  carb.  det.  5SS.  to  ung.  conii  §j.  will  relieve  the 
itching;  or  creosote  5SS.,  tinct.  aconiti  rr\x.,  adipis  §j.  ; 
or  tinct.  aconitii  iniij.,  zinci  oxidi  3SS.,  calomelanos  5SS., 
ol.  rosmarin.  rr\x.,  vaselin.  alb.  Jj.  These  ointments  are 
best  used  at  night,  bathed  off  in  the  morning  with  some 
olive  oil,  and  the  following  powder  applied  :

Camphor   40  gr.

Practical  Notes  and  Formulae. 


Aluminium  Acetate  Solution 

readily  becomes  cloudy,  due,  according  to  Griining 
("  Pharm.  Zeitung"),  to  the  presence  of  calcium  sulphate, 
which  causes  the  precipitation  of  the  basic  acetate  off 
aluminium.  To  completely  separate  the  calcium  sulphate 
the  author  recommends  barium  acetate  for  the  precipita- 
tion of  the  aluminium  sulphate  in  place  of  the  calcium- 
salt. 

Disinfecting  Books. 

Dr.  Miguel  ("Journal  de  Pharm.  et  de  Chim.")  recom- 
mends the  following  method  of  disinfecting  books  thafe 
have  been  exposed  to  infection.  The  books,  partly  open, 
are  placed  perpendicularly  on  galvanised-iron  grills  in  a 
cupboard  or  box.  A  towel  wrapped  round  a  piece  of 
wood  is  then  dipped. into  a  solution  of  formalin  2  parts, 
calcium  chloride  (crystal)  1  part,  taking  care  not  to  web 
the  fingers  with  the  solution.  The  towel  is  then  unrolled, 
placed  beneath  the  grills,  the  door  of  the  cupboard  closed,, 
and  the  books  left  in  the  disinfectant  vapour  for  twenty- 
four  hours. 

Iodoform  Oil. 

M.  Andre  Paris  contributes  an  article  on  the  pre- 
paration of  iodoform  oil  to  the  "Union  Pharmaceutique." 
The  oil  is  used  in  the  treatment  of  tuberculous  abscesses- 
of  the  bone.  After  considering  several  formulae,  M.  Paris- 
arrived  at  the  following,  which  gave  him  the  best 
results  : 

Guaiacol, 

Creosote,  of  each    ...       2  grams 

Iodoform       ...       ...       ...       ...       5  grams 

Ether,  anaesthetic    ...       ...       ...     20  grams 

Olive  oil,  purified  and  sterilised  to 
make    100  c.c. 

The  iodoform  and  guaiacol  are  triturated  together  in  & 
mortar,  the  creosote  added,  and  then  the  ether  in  small- 
quantities  at  a  time.  As  the  iodoform  dissolves  decant  the 
solution  into  a  graduated  flask,  and  add  olive  oil  to  make 
100  c.c. 

The  iodoform  oil  must  be  kept  in  glass-stoppered 
bottles  from  contact  with  air  and  light.  The  olive  oil  is 
purified  by  the  Codex  process,  which  removes  the  oleic 
acid  and  prevents  liberation  of  iodine. 

Physiologic  Extracts. 

Under  the  name  of  "  Intraits-Dausse,"  or  "complete 
physiologic  extracts,"  a  process  is  given  in  the  "  Bulletin? 
des  Syndicats  Pharm.  de  l'Est,"  by  which  it  is  claimed 
extracts  can  be  produced  which  more  nearly  represent 
the  plant  than  the  ordinary  galenical  extracts.  The 
changes  which  are  produced  by  the  drying  of  plants,  such 
as  the  decomposition  of  the  tannoids  and  .alkaloids  by 
the  ferments,  can  be  prevented  by  destroying  the  ferments 
in  the  living  plant,  while  the  deleterious  action  of  the 
prolonged  heat  generally  used  in  preparing  extracts  can 
be  avoided.  The  method  employed  by  Perrot  and  Goris 
of  sterilising  the  fresh  plants  is  to  expose  them  to  the 
vapour  of  alcohol,  acetone,  chloroform,  or  any  liquid 
boiling  below  100°  C,  only  small  quantities  of  liquid 
being  needed.  This  is  an  improvement  on  the  use  of 
superheated  steam  as  proposed  by  Goris  and  Arnould. 
After  sterilisation  the  plants  are  carefully  dried,  and  then- 
contain  the  principles  of  the  fresh  plant  in  their  most 
active  form.  To  make  the  extracts  an  alcoholic  tincture  is 
made  with  75  to  80  per  cent,  spirit,  the  tincture  is 
evaporated  in  vacuo  and  without  heat.  The  soft  extract 
obtained  is  mixed  with  anhydrous  ether  to  remove  the 
last  traces  of  moisture  and  also  fatty  matter  and  resins, 
and  finally  dried  under  a  bell-jar  by  means  of  sulphuric 
acid.  The  extract  is  powdered.  In  this  way  a  digitalis- 
extract  is  obtained  of  a  beautiful  yellow  colour,  but  it  is 
hygroscopic,  and  needs  preserving  with  special  precau- 
tions. From  this  can  be  prepared  an  aqueous  solution 
for  hypodermic  injection.  As  to  the  dose,  it  is  stated1 
that  10  e.g.  of  this  "  intrait  "  corresponds  in  toxicity  to- 
1  m.g.  of  crystallised  digitalin  (the  digitoxin  of  th© 
Germans). 
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London  Chamber  of  Commerce. 

A MEETING  of  the  Chemical  Trade  Section  was  held 
in  the  Council  Chamber,  Oxford  Court,  Cannon  Street, 
London,  on  Wednesday,  June  29.  Mr.  John  C.  Umney, 
Chairman  of  the  Section,  presided,  and  other  members 
present  were  Mr.  Arnold  (Burgoyne,  Burbidges  &  Co.), 
Mr.  Thomas  Bennett  (J.  B.  Lawes  &  Co.,  Ltd.),  Mr.  F.  T. 
Hassellring  (Odol  Chemical  Works),  Mr.  D.  Lloyd 
Howard  (Howards  &  Sons,  Ltd.),  Mr.  Hugo  Lorenz, 
Mr.  E.  J.  Millard  (C.  J.  Hewlett  &  Son,  Ltd.),  Mr. 
Sydney  Morgan  (C.  R.  Harker,  Stagg  &  Morgan,  Ltd.), 
Mr.  Thomas  Shaw,  Mr.  H.  E.  Stevenson  (Baiss  Brothers 
&  Stevenson,  Ltd.),  Mr.  C.  H.  J.  Tanner  (Crown  Per- 
fumery Co.),  Mr.  H.  Ayscough  Thompson  (Willows  & 
Co.,  Ltd.),  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer,  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb  (Evans 
Sons  Lescher  &  Webb,  Ltd.),  and  the  representative'  of 
B.  W.  Gathergood's  executors.  After  the  minutes,  the  first 
item  taken  from  the  agenda  was 

Spirit  Licences. 
The  Chairman  said  this  was  a  very  difficult  problem. 
Every  wholesale  druggist  and  chemical  manufacturer  was 
now  called  upon  to  take  out  a  retail  spirit  licence  which 
enabled  him  to  sell  le.ss  than  two  gallons  of  alcohol  at 
one  time.  The  cost  of  this  licence  was  so  altered  that 
instead  of  paying  an  annual  licence  duty  of  three 
guineas,  those  who  took  out  the  licence  would  now  have 
to  pay  a  duty  based  upon  the  annual  rateable  value  of 
t-he  premises  they  occupied.  This,  to  many  houses,  would 
mean  an  annual  outlay  of  50Z.  The  question  arose  as  to 
whether  that  licence  could  be  abandoned — and  this 
seemed  to  be  impracticable  in  the  case  of  many  houses — 
or,  if  it  could  not  be  abandoned,  how  they  could  get  either 
the  Excise,  Customs,  or  Treasury  to  have  it  altered  ? 
Already  very  strong  representations  had  been  made  to  the 
Chief  Supervisor  of  Excise,  and  the  Customs,  pointing  out 
to  him  that  it  was  absolutely  ridiculous  that  wholesale 
druggists  and  chemical  manufacturers  should  be  called 
upon  to  take  out  a  retailer's  licence  to  sell  twopenny- 
worth  of  gin,  and  that  all  they  required  the  licence  for 
was  to  sell  alcohol  for  well-defined  purposes.  From  the 
Excise  and  Customs  a  somewhat  curt  reply  had  been 
received,  pointing  out  that  there  was  no  power  in  the 
Finance  (1909-1910)  Act  to  do  other  than  base  the  licence 
upon  the  rateable  value  of  the  premises.  They  pointed 
out  to  them,  not  officially,  but  through  the  local  super- 
visors, that  if  they  could  so  board  or  partition  off  the 
department  where  the  alcohol  was  sold  or  dealt  with  from 
the  rest  of  the  premises,  have  it  entered  from  a  door  on 
the  street,  and  get  the  local  authorities  to  assess  that 
department  separately,  the  assessable  value  thus  fixed 
would  be  taken  as  the  one  on  which  the  licence  duty 
would  be  based.  Of  course,  this  was  a  way  out  of  the 
difficulty,  and  to  some  of  them  it  was  quite  practicable, 
but  it  was  not  the  way  to  meet  the  case.  They  desired  to 
raise  the  main  issue  as  to  whether  the  time  had  not  come 
when  the  business  of  the  wholesale  druggist  of  dealing 
with  rectified  spirit  or  spirits  of  wine  should  be  separated 
from  that  of  the  sale  of  potable  spirits.  It  was,  therefore, 
proposed  to  make  strong  representations  in  Parliament 
first  of  all,  if  possible  by  having  a  clause  ready  for  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  to  insert  in  the  new  Finance 
Bill  for  that  purpose.  The  wholesale  druggists,  through 
the  Drug  Club,  had  embodied  their  views  in  a  letter  to 
the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue,  which  was  also  sent  to  the 
Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  To  this  very  brief  replies 
had  been  received.  The  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer  had 
simply  acknowledged  their  letter  and  said  it  would  receive 
attention.  What  they  had  to  consider  on  that  occasion 
was  whether  they  would  consent  to  evade  the  question  by 
dividing  their  premises  so  as  to  have  them  separately 
assessed,  and  so  take  out  a  smaller  licence  according  to  the 
value  of  the  portion  where  the  spirits  were  dealt  with, 
or  enter  a  very  strong  protest  with  a  view  to  having  a 
clause  inserted  in  the  Finance  Bill  to  secure  separation  as 
regarded  the  physic  and  the  potable-spirit  trade.  It  was 
with  that  idea  that  the  members  of  the  Drug  Club  and 
the  Chemical  Section  desired  to  consult  the  chemical 
manufacturers,  so  as  to  act  uniformly.    They  were  practi- 


cally unanimous  in  the  opinion  that  the  time  had  come 
when  the  separation  he  had  suggested  should  take  place. 
There  might  be  manufacturers  whose  ideas  differed,  but 
the  desire  was  that  they  should  work  on  the  same  lines. 

The  Chairman  here  distributed  copies  of  the  letter  which 
had  been  drafted  by  the  officials  of  the  Drug  Club,  signed 
by  himself  as  President,  and  Mr.  Hill  as  Secretary,  and 
forwarded  to  the  Chief  Supervisor  of  Excise  and  Customs 
and  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  The  letter,  be- 
sides setting  forth  the  change  in  taxation,  contained  the 
following  suggestions  : 

We  desir6  to  point  out  that  the  purpose  for  which  we  take 
out  the  retail  licence  is  in  order  that  we  may  be  able  to  sell 
by  wholesale,  and  in  pursuance  of  our  regular  business  as 
wholesale  druggists,  spirits  of  wine  to  chemists  and  druggists, 
medical  men,  and  hospitals  in  quantities  of  less  than  two 
gallons  at  one  time,  the  purpose  for  which  such  spirits  of  wine 
is  required  being  for  medicinal  use.  The  licence  is  not  used  by 
us  for  the  sale  of  potable  spirits,  but  only  for  the  sale  of 
rectified  spirits  of  wine  for  medicinal  purposes.  The  total 
quantity  of  such  amounts  of  less  than  two  gallons  in  any  year  is 
very  small,  and  bears  a  negligibly  small  proportion  to  our 
total  business.  Further,  the  sale  of  these  quantities  of  less  than 
two  gallons  is  made  solely  for  the  convenience  of  the  hospitals, 
medical  men,  and  chemists  and  druggists,  who  require  the 
spirit  for  medicinal  purpose.".  ...  A  refusal  to  supply  less 
than  two  gallons  at  one  time  would  place  serious  difficulties  in 
the  way  of  retail  chemists  and  druggists  and  medical  men  in 
the  practice  of  their  business  or  profession. 

For  the  immediate  remedy  of  this  difficulty  we  suggest  the  

possibility  of  adopting  some  such  course  as  one  of  the  follow- 
ing 

1.  That  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion extend  the  wholesale  dealer's  licence  so  as  to  permit 
of  the  sale  of  rectified  spirits  of  wine  to  hospitals,  registered 
chemists  and  druggists,  and  medical  men,  for  medicinal  pur- 
poses, in  quantities  down  to  one  pint,  such  licence  not  to  apply 
to  potable  spirits. 

2.  That  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion issue  a  special  or  modified  "  off-licence  "  in  place  of 
the  present  retail  licence,  allowing  us  to  sell  rectified  spirits 
of  wine  to  hospitals,  registered  chemists  and  druggists,  and 
medical  men,  for  medicinal  purposes,  in  quantities  down  to 
one  pint.  ,  .         .•   .■  .  J 

3.  That  the  Board  of  Inland  Revenue  may  in  their  dis- 
cretion take  into  consideration  the  very  small  part  of  our 
business  which  is  represented  by  the  sale  of  rectified  spirits  of 
wine  in  quantities  of  less  than  two  gallons  at  one  time,  and  may 
assess,  for  the  purpose  of  licence-duty,  that  portion  of  the 
premises  which  is  used  for  the  purposes  of  such  sales  of  recti- 
fied spirit  by  retail. 

With  regard  to  the  compounder's  licence,  we  desire  to< — ^- 
point  out  that  the  increase  of  the  duty  from  ten  guineas  to 
fifteen  guineas  forms  an  additional  burden  upon  us_  in  our 
competition  with  foreign  countries  for  the  sale  of  spirituous 
medicines  in  neutral  markets,  the  compounder's  licence  being 
the  one  under  which  we  are  permitted  to  export  medicinal 
tinctures  under  drawback 

We  consider  the  present  to  be  a  suitable  opportunity  for 
bringing  forward  the  desirability  of  granting  facilities  to 
wholesale  druggists  to  manufacture  spirituous  preparations  in 
bond.  In  consequence  of  the  absence  of  any  such  facilities, 
we  are  at  present  put  to  very  heavy  losses  through  being 
compelled  to  manufacture  with  duty-paid  spirits,  resulting 
in  large  capital  outlay  unproductive  of  interest,  constant  loss 
through  wastage,  and  a  possible  heavy  loss  in  the  event  of  a 
reduction  in  the  duty. 

We  desire  to  commend  to  the  serious  consideration  of  the 
Board  the  benefit  to  the  trade  which  would  result  upon 
remedying  the  present  anomalous  position  and  differentiating 
between  the  medicine  trade  and  the  liquor  trade. 

Mr.  Howard,  referring  to  the  division  of  premises,  said 
that  he  had  had  an  interview  with  the  supervisor  of  his 
district,  and  was  told  by  that  gentleman  that  the  place  in 
which  the  orders  were  received  would  be  regarded  by  the 
Inland  Revenue  authorities  as  the  building  in  whch  they 
were  executed.  The  supervisor  might  be  wrong  in  this, 
but  he  understood  from  what  he  had  been  told  that  it  would 
be  necessary  so  to  arrange  that  the  orders  should  not  only  be 
received  but  fulfilled  in  the  same  place.  This  was  an  addi- 
tional reason  for  wishing,  as  the  Chairman  had  suggested, 
that  the  drug  trade  should  be  completely  separated, _  as  re- 
garded licensing  matters,  from  the  trade  connected  with  the 
ordinary  distribution  of  potable  spirits. 

Mr.  C.  A.  Hill  did  not  think  that  the  opinion  of  a 
supervisor  could  be  taken  as  indicating  anything  definite. 
He  showed  his  supervisor  a  room  which  had  an  entrance 
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from  the  street  and  might  be  arranged  to  have  no  communi- 
cation with  any  other  portion  of  the  premises.  Having 
done  eo,  he  raised  the  point  whether  a  clerk  would  have  to 
sit  there,  receive  the  orders,  and  write  out  the  invoices. 
The  supervisor  was  confident  in  his  own  mind  that  this 
arrangement  would  be  accepted.  At  the  same  time  it  was 
not  certain  whether  the  Inland  Revenue  authorities  would 
take  objection  or  whether  they  would  have  the  power  to 
do  so. 

Mr.  Millard  pointed  out  that  this  brought  them  back  to 
the  fact  that  they  were  in  the  hands  of  the  local  authorities 
in  the  first  instance. 

Mr.  Arnold  remarked  that  he  understood  from  his  super- 
visor that  he  had  the  power  to  make  the  assessment,  and 
that  he  had  already  done  so  in  the  City. 

Mr.  Tyrer  said  that  in  West  Ham  the  supervisor  did 
not  appear  to  have  any  discretion  whatever  as  to  assessing, 
but  he  was  pretty  definite  in  all  he  said,  that  they  must  have 
a  separate  place  for  dealing  with  spirits.  With  reference 
to  having  a  separate  entrance,  he  remarked  that  in  West 
Ham  it  would  be  risky  to  have  a  door  opening  on  a  small 
road.  The  impression  left  him  by  the  supervisor  was  that 
not  only  would  they  require  to  have  a  separate  room  for 
the  taking  of  the  orders,  but  it  would  have  to  be  the  spirit- 
room  and  one  in  which  all  the  work  was  done. 

The  Chairman  thought  it  would  be  better  not  to  discuss 
possible  evasions,  or  the  peculiarities  of  the  opinions  held 
by  local  superv'sors,  who  gave  these  opinions  on  official 
instructions,  but  to  make  a  resolute  attempt  to  get  the 
medicine  trade  as  regaided  alcohol  separated  from  the 
portable-spirit  trade.    He  moved  accordingly. 

Mr.  Webb  seconded,  and  the  proposition  was  unani- 
mously agreed  to. 

The  Chairman  informed  the  meeting  that  Mr.  Webb  had 
made  a  suggestion  which  he  personally  regarded  as  a  valu- 
able one.  It  was  not  easy  to  get  a  proposition  such  as  this 
one  properly  handled  unless  the  clause  embodying  it  was 
drafted  by  a  Parliamentary  lawyer  in  such  a  way  that  it 
could  be  pitchforked  into  the  Act  straight  away  without 
any  trouble.  Mr.  Webb  suggested  that  they  should  instruct 
a  Parliamentary  agent  accordingly. 

Mr.  Webb  suggested  that  Mr.  Worthington  Evans  should 
act  in  the  capacity  mentioned,  remarking  that,  as  the  pro- 
posed clause  referred  to  the  drug  trade,  he  would  take  a 
great  interest  in  it. 

The  Chairman  thought  the  matter  might  be  left  in  the 
hands  of  a  small  committee.  They  had  a  perfectly  clear 
case.  He  suggested  that  the  committee  should  consist  of 
himself,  as  President,  and  Mr.  C.  A.  Hill,  as  Secretary 
of  the  Drug  Club,  Mr.  E.  A.  Webb,  Mr.  Howard,  Mr. 
Millard,  Mr.  T.  D.  Morson,  and  Mr.  Thomas  Tyrer  as 
representing  the  Chemical  Trade  Section. 

Mr.  Millard  inquired  if  something  might  not  be  clone 
by  passing  a  resolution  dealing  with  the  subject  and  sub- 
mitting it  to  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer.  It  might 
support  the  action  they  were  about  to  take. 

The  Chairman  did  not  think  this  could  be  done.  A 
memorial,  however,  might  be  sent  from  the  Chamber. 

Mr.  Tyrer  said  that,  following  previous  experience, 
there  was  need  for  urgency  in  the  matter.  The  first  thing 
the  Chancellor  would  do  would  be  to  move  certain  clauses 
which  would  at  once  become  operative.  "Unless  they  acted 
quickly  they  might  lose  their  opportunity. 

The  Chairman  pointed  out  that  the  claure  he  suggested 
might  be  dealt  with  in  committee  without  affecting  the 
broad  principle  of  the  Act. 

After  some  further  discussion,  it  was  agreed,  on  the 
motion  of  Mr.  Tyrer,  seconded  by  Mr.  Millard,  that  the 
committee  named  by  the  Chairman  should  be  appointed 
to  act  in  the  capacity  mentioned. 

With  reference  to  the  item  on  the  agenda  relating  to 
the  manufacture  and  storage  of  spirituous 

Preparations  in  Bond, 
the  Chairman  suggested  that  this  should  be  held  over 
pending  the  decision  of  the  Chancellor  of  the  Exchequer 
on  the  suggested  separation  of  the  medicine  from  the 
potable-spirits  trade  under  the  licensing  laws.  Every- 
one connected  with  the  wholesale  drug,  chemical  manu- 
facturing, and  perfumery  trades  was  strongly  in  favour 
of  a  move  to  obtain  the  manufacture  and  storage  of 


spirituous  preparations  in  bond.  It  was  accordingly 
agreed  to  leave  out  all  reference  to  the  foregoing  subject 
in  the  communication  to  be  addressed  to  the  Chancellor 
of  the  Exchequer. 

Port  of  London  Rates. 

The  Chairman,  reporting  as  to  the  result  of  the  conference 
between  representatives  of  the  Section  and  the  Port  of 
London  Authority  with  reference  to  the  classification  of 
rates  on  chemicals,  oils,  and  drugs,  remarked  that  the 
schedule  had  now  been  published.  The  rates  they  had 
received  had  been  very  favourable  indeed.  He  questioned 
if  any  trade  had  got  better  terms,  and  the  reduction 
amounted  to  from  35  to  40  per  cent.  (Applause.) 

Mr.  Webb  raised  the  point  whether  small  dues  were  to 
be  paid  separately  or  were  to  be  charged  to  current 
account  :  the  former  method  he  regarded  as  objectionable. 

The  Clerk  informed  the  meeting  that  the  Chamber  is 
making  an  effort  to  have  the  scheme  of  collection  of  dues 
altered. 

Mr.  Bennett  remarked  that  he  was  favourably  impressed 
with  the  way  in  which  Sir  Hudson  Kearley  manifested  his 
desire  to  facilitate  business. 

The  Chairman  intimated  receipt  of  a  letter  from  a  firm 
of  chemical  manufacturers  objecting  to  the  inclusion  of 
fusel  oil  in  the  dangerous  goods'  classification. 

Mr.  Tyrer  said  there  used  to  be  enough  spirit  in  fusel 
oil  to  make  it  dangerous,  but  not  now. 

The  Chairman  agreed  that  there  was  little  danger  in 
fusel  oil. 

This  was  all  the  business. 


Veterinary  Notes. 

By  a  M.R.C.V.S. 


The  Lambing  Season. 

A  correspondent  of  "The  Times""  has  collected  reports 
from  the  chief  sheepbreeders  in  Lincolnshire,  Nottingham- 
shire, and  Yorkshire  respecting  the  lambing  season  among 
Lincoln  longwool  flocks,  and  says  that  the  fall  of  lambs  has 
been  larger  than  for  the  past  ten  years.  In  all,  according 
to  the  reports,  56,520  ewes  have  left  the  lambing-pens  this 
season  with  81,208  lambs,  including  367  sets  of  triplets, 
26,954  pairs,  and  29,199  singles.  Compared  with  last  year, 
this  season  shows  a  far  larger  percentage  of  pairs,  while 
nearly  every  breeder  of  repute  declares  that  the  lambs  have 
come  strong  and  healthy,  and  the  ewes  have  plenty  of 
milk. 

Bird  Notes. 

A  common  complaint  among  canaries  when  moulting  is 
loss  of  voice,  caused  by  contracting  cold.  Care  should 
be  observed  in  not  hanging  the  cage  in  a  draughty  place. 
Give  a  drop  or  two  of  castor  oil  by  the  mouth,  and  put 
a  teaspoonful  of  glycerin  in  its  drinking-water.  A  mix- 
ture of  gum  arabic  20  gr.,  paregoric  20  drops,  and  a 
slight  sprinkling  of  cayenne  mixed  with  grated  egg  should) 
also  be  placed  in  the  feeding-tin. 

Instances  often  occur  where  there  is  a  great  mortality 
among  ducks  and  ducklings.  It  is  supposed  to  be  a 
form  of  consumption,  and  is  considered  to  be  hereditary. 
The  cause  of  the  outbreak  is  not  always  easily  explained 
or  determined,  but  is  seen  when  the  ground  becomes  con- 
taminated with  filth.  There  is  also  the  mixing  of  alt 
kinds  of  poultry— fowls,  ducks,  geese,  turkeys,  etc.— 
together,  the  one  the  direct  antithesis  of  the  other  regard- 
ing food,  cleanliness,  etc.  Ducks  ought  not  to  be  kept 
mixed  with  other  fowls,  but  should  have  a  place  of  theiir 
own.

T"he  prices  given  in  this  section  are  those  obtained  by  importers  or  manufacturers  for  bulk  quantities  or  original  packages.  To  these 
prices  various  charges  have  to  be  added,  whereby  values  are  in  many  instances  greatly  augmented  before  wholesale  dealers  stock 
the  goods.  Qualities  of  chemicals,  drugs,  oils,  and  many  other  commodities  vary  greatly,  and  higher  prices  than  those  here 
quoted  are  obtained  for  selected  qualities  of  natural  products  even  in  bulk  quantities.  Retail  buyers  cannot,  therefore,  for  these 
and  other  reasons,  expect  to  purchase  at  these  prices.

LITTLE  of  interest  has  transpired  in  the  markets  this 
week,  price-alterations  having  been  few  and  mostly 
unimportant,  with  an  absence  of  outstanding  features. 
Acetic  acid  has  a  hardening  tendency,  and  acetone  is  firm. 
Benzols  are  dull  and  easier,  as  is  copper  sulphate. 
Bromides  are  nominally  firm,  but  market  conditions  remain 
unsettled.  China  crude  camphor  is  firm.  Chamomiles  are 
■easy,  virile  insect-flowers  are  scarce  on  the  spot.  Euca- 
lyptus oil  has  been  more  inquired  for.  Otto  of  rose  is 
tending  higher,  as  it  is  now  practically  certain  that  the 
•crop,  which  at  first  promised  well,  will  probably  be  less 
•than  an  average.  Opium  is  offered  at  lower  prices  to 
arrive,  but  buyers  are  inattentive,  preferring  to  wait  crop 
Jesuits.  Tonka-beans  continue  to  advance.  Lemon  oil 
sremains  unchanged  and  quiet.  The  following  have  been 
the  principal  changes,  including  those  recorded  at  the

Ipecacuanha  is  irregular  at  $1.25  per  lb.  for 
Cartagena.  Curacao  aloes  is  lower  at  7^c.  Peppermint 
■oil  is  easy  at  $1.85.  Cascara  sagrada  is  nominal  at  7^c, 
and  hydrastis  (golden  eeal)  is  steady  at  $2  per  lb. 

Essential-oil  Adulteration. 

The  "  Board  of  Trade  Journal  "  of  June  23  contains  a 
paragraph  in  reference  to  the  adulteration  of  Sicilian  essential 
■oils  which  is  substantially  as  follows  :  "  A  by-product  of  the 
manufacture  of  terpineol,  known  as  '  terpinolene,'  has  been 
introduced  into  Catania  and  neighbouring  districts  for  the 
•adulteration  of  essence  of  lemon,  orange,  and  bergamot.  Ter- 
•pinolene  is  stated  to  be  produced  in  considerable  quantities 
at  Marseilles  and  devoted  exclusively  to  the  adulteration  of 
essential  oils.  It  is  entirely  harmless,  and  cannot  be  detected 
unless  the  quantity  used  in  blending  exceeds  10  per  cent.  It  is 
•also  stated  that  a  firm  (non-British)  is  trying  to  introduce 
another  substance  called  '  terpinyl  acetat,'  manufactured  by 
dt  for  the  same  purpose  and  particularly  for  the  adultera- 
tion of  bergamot  oil."  It  will  be  remembered  that  in  The 
Chemist  and  Druggist  of  August  14  and  September  14  last 
Mr.  John  C.  Umney  dealt  at  length  with  both  these  adul- 
terants, and  the  present  note  shows  that  the  manufacturers  are 
Ibusy  "  educating  "  the  Sicilians. 

The  Rise  in  Petrol. 

The  importers  of  motor-spirit  have  advanced  their  prices  by 
l^d.  per  gal.  on  all  qualities.  This  advance  is  due  to  the 
action  of  the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders, 
•who  have  induced  importers  to  adopt  the  principle  of  a 
uniform  retail  selling-price  for  all  brands  of  motor-spirit  on 
the  market.    The  prices  to  be  charged  are  fixed  from  time  to 


time  by  a  joint  committee  consisting  of  representatives  of  the 
petrol  companies  and  representatives  of  the  Agents'  section  of 
the  Society  of  Motor  Manufacturers  and  Traders,  of  the 
Cycle  and  Allied  Traders'  Association,  and  of  the  Scottish 
Motor  Trades'  Alliance,  and  for  the  present  are  based  upon  a 
minimum  profit  of  2d.  per  gal.  over  and  above  the  highest 
wholesale  prices  for  any  of  the  well-established  brands  now 
on  the  market.  The  following  are  the  current  quotations  to 
the  trade  in  London  :  "  Movril,"  sp.  gr.  .715  to  .720,  Is.  per 
gal. ;  motor-spirit,  .735  to  .765,  for  commercial  vehicles,  etc., 
lid.  ;  standard  petrol,  .700  (the  best  and  purest  motor-spirit 
manufactured),  Is.  Id.  For  delivery  in  country  districts  the 
prices  are  slightly  higher.  The  Scottish  mineral-oil  com- 
panies have  followed  the  lead  of  the  importers  and  advanced 
their  prices  also  by  l^d.  per  gal.  Prices  in  Scotland  now 
range  from  lOtZ.  to  lid.,  and  in  some  cases  Is.  3d.  per  gal., 
according  to  buyer,  quantity,  and  point  of  delivery,  these 
being  the  highest  prices  yet  paid.  The  quantity  produced  by 
the  Scottish  companies  is  said  to  be  about  one  million  gals,  per 
annum,  and  the  demand  is  greatly  in  excess  of  the  supply. 

Scammonium. 

The  latest  reports  from  Smyrna  dealing  with  the  crops  are 
far  from  favourable.  The  heavy  rainfall,  which  has  continued 
for  over  a  month,  has  had  the  effect  of  considerably  reducing 
the  output  and  quality.  "  Virgin  "  quality,  much  sought  after 
in  England,  will  hardly  reach  from  200  to  250  kilos.  This 
is  due  to  the  storms  which  have  not  permitted  the  cultivators 
to  incise  the  root  in  good  time.  It  has  therefore  been  neces- 
sary to  let  the  "  paste  "  ripen  and  to  adjourn  incisions,  which 
will  give  the  gum-resin  a  very  bad  appearance.  In  these 
circumstances  it  is  beyond  doubt  that  prices  will  advance. 
It  must  be  admitted,  however,  that  holders,  in  view  of  the 
difficulties  which  they  encounter,  are  more  ready  to  oome  to 
terms  than  holders  of  opium.  It  must  be  remembered  that 
the  holders  of  scammonium  are  mostly  poor  peasants  who 
wander  from  their  villages  into  the  mountain  regions  to  gather 
little  lots,  which  they  sell  in  order  to  make  a  living.  Having 
to  deal  with  the  peasants  it  is  therefore  more  easy  to  furnish 
Europe  with  the  drug  at  low  rates  than  with  opium,  which 
is  dependent  on  the  caprice  of  large  holders.  The  following 
quotations  are  probable  :  Natural  virgin  scammonium,  29s. ; 
natural,  70  to  75  per  cent.,  24s. ;  60  to  70  per  cent.,  18s. ; 
50  to  55  per  cent.,  15s. ;  and  skillepe,  6s.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  London.

So  far  as  the  Ger- 
man agents  are  concerned,  orders  are  only  booked  subject 
to  confirmation  and  for  prompt  delivery  only,  while  English 
makers  remain  practically  out  of  the  market,  declining  any 
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new  business.  First-hand  prices  are,  therefore,  nominal  at 
lOjrf.  for  potassium.  Most  second-hand  holders  of  foreign 
make  are  also  averse  to  selling,  preferring  to  wait  develop- 
ments.

Further  particulars 
show  that  the  10,050  packages  to  be  offered  weigh  about 
915,937  kilos.

Lower  prices  are  expected  to  prevail  towards  the  close  of 
the  season,  but  it  is  not  anticipated  that  the  decline  will  be 
serious,  especially  as  regards  "closed"  flowers. 

— The  new  crop  of  Morocco  is  beginning  to 
arrive,  and  sales  of  small  parcels  have  been  made  at  55s. 
to  57s.  per  quarter  for  fair  to  good  quality. 

Mace. — Steady  at  auction  ;  27  packages  West  Indian  sold, 
including  fair  red  at  Is.  Id.  to  Is.  8(7.,  fair  palish  at  Is.  9(7. 
and  good  pale  at  Is.  11(7. 

Milk-sugar.— The  arrivals  include  230  cases  from  Am- 
sterdam. 


Oil,  Bergamot,  has  been  more  active  in  primary 
markets,  but  prices  remain  practically  unaltered  at  from 
14s.  6d.  to  15s.  per  lb.  c.i.f.  terms. 

Oil,  Cod-liver. — Our  Bergen  correspondent  writes  on 
June  27  that  the  oil-market  is  very  quiet  at  the  nominal 
quotation  of  99s.  6(7.  per  barrel,  c.i.f.  terms,  for  finest  non- 
congealing  Lofoten  oil,  very  little  business  having  been 
done.  The  exports  from  Bergen  up  to  date  amount  to 
5,075  barreb,  against  6,375  barrels  at  the  same  date  of  last 
year.  The  final  report  for  the  Finmarken  fishing  is  just 
out,  and  gives  us  the  following  figures  :

Oil,  Peppermint. — An  advice  which  has  been  received! 
from  New  York  states  that  the  acreage  is  much  reduced 
this  season,  a  considerable  quantity  of  mint  having  been 
cut  down  by  frosts.  In  the  month  of  May,  it  is  said,  many 
of  the  fields  suffered  from  cut  worms.  It  is  yet  too  early 
to  give  an  estimate  as  to  yield,  as  there  has  been  little- 
fine  or  warm  weather  so  far.  It  is  claimed  by  some  of 
the  farmers  that  there  will  be  only  half  a  crop.  In  these- 
circumstances  little  interest  is  shown  in  present  prices,  a& 
it  is  believed  they  will  be  advanced  rather  than  reduced, 
and  holders  of  old  oil  are  not  anxious  to  sell. 

Oil,  Turpentine,  is  firm  but  quiet,  American  on  the 
spot  closing  at  44s.  6(7.  per  cwt.,  being  practically  un- 
changed on  the  week. 

Opium. — The  position  in  London  remains  unchanged,, 
little  attention  being  paid  to  the  prices  which  are  quoted 
from  Smyrna,  the  disposition  being  to  wait  until  the  crop- 
is  secured.  Meanwhile  July- August  shipment  of  Kara- 
hiesar  is  offered  at  lis.  without  attracting  attention. 

A  Smyrna  report  of  June  24  states  that  several  buyers  came- 
forward  this  week  for  the  few  arrivals  of  new,  but  after  12. 
cases  changed  hands  at  lis.  to  12s.  6c7.  as  to  quality,  holders- 
withdrew,  demanding  higher  figures.  In  the  meantime  sales- 
for  July-August  delivery  have  been  effected  to  the  extent 
of  72  cases  of  extra  Karahissar  at  lis.  The  weather  has  been, 
very  favourable  for  harvesting  the  crop  in  the  upper  dis- 
tricts during  the  past  few  days,  and,  should  these  conditions- 
last  for  another  fifteen  or  twenty  days,  we  may  be  certain  of  a 
crop  of  8,000  to  8,500  cases,  including  Salonica. 

An  advice  from  Smyrna  dated  June  25  states  that  salesof 
25  cases  took  place  for  England  at  90  piastres,  or  m.23,  c.i.f. 
Of  the  opium  sold,  only  eight  cases  of  good-quality  opium, 
were  obtainable.  Exporters  also  offered  to  buy  80  cases  for 
delivery  up  to  August  at  100  piastres,  or  m. 25.25,  and  it  seems- 
likely  that  new  sales  will  take  place  at  the  last-mentioned-' 
price.  We  consider  it  prudent  for  buyers  to  only  cover  their 
current  needs  at  the  present  time.  Arrivals  :  81  cases,  against 
72  at  the  same  date  last  year. 

An  advice  from  Salonica  dated  June  27  states  that  a  better 
feeling  has  prevailed  owing  to  the  fine  weather  of  the  last  few 
days.  The  danger  of  considerable  damage  having  been 
avoided,  there  is  a  consensus  of  opinion  that  we  are  to  have  a> 
good  crop  this  year  if  no  further  damage  occurs.  This  know- 
ledge has  influenced  buyers,  who  maintain  an  unusual  reserve, 
as  they  hope  to  buy  cheaper  later  on.  The  probability  is,  of 
course,  that  prices  will  decline,  but  this  may  not  occur  until' 
the  end  of  July,  as  the  values  will  be  regulated  by  demand1 
and  by  the  advices  that  will  arrive  from  the  growing  districts- 
regarding  the  extent  of  the  crop. 
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Orris. — Mogador  has  been  in  fair  demand,  with  sales 
at  30s.  per  cwt. 

Otto  of  Eose. — The  rose  harvest  is  nearly  ended.  Only 
in  a  few  rose  villages  highest  in  the  Balkans  the  distilla- 
tion may  last  a  few  days  longer.  This  year  the  harvest 
has  lasted  on  an  average  about  28  to  29  days,  or  just  a 
week  longer  than  last  year's  harvest.  This  is  due  to  the 
rainy  and  cool  harvesting  season.  As  yet  it  is  too  early 
to  give  our  readers  an  exact  estimate  of  the  total  yield 
of  the  crop,  but  this  will  be  done  in  two  or  three  weeks, 
when  verified  reports  reach  us.  Judging,  however,  from 
the  reports  that  have  already  reached  us  from  various  reli- 
able sources  the  present  crop  will  probably  show  a  total 
yield  of  good  and  bad  otto  of  from  ll5,000  to  130,000  oz. 
A  report  from  another  source  states  that  about  three- 
quarters  of  the  buds  have  been  destroyed  by  rain  and  that 
the  yield  will  be  considerably  lees  than  an  average.  The 
price  is  likely  to  be  higher  than  it  was  even  in  1907.  On 
the  spot  business  has  been  done  in  old  crop  at  an  advance 
over  previous  quotation,  the  quotation  for  finest  otto  being 
about  25s.  per  T.'  oz. 

Quicksilver. — First-hands  remain  unaltered  at  81.  15s., 
and  seconds  is  slightly  easier  at  81.  lis.  6c?.  per  bottle. 

Quinine. — At  the  auction  held  by  the  Amsterdam

hands,  and  6§c?.  for  Amsterdam.

Sale  Plans. 

Sir, — The  most  effective  form  of  advertisement  is  diffi- 
cult to  determine,  but  my  experience  is  that  the  least 
effective  is  that  of  handbills  or  booklets,  whether  distri- 
buted from  house  to  house  or  given  away  in  the  shop. 
I  once  gave  away  2,000  very  prettily  illustrated  booklets 
supplied  by  the  proprietors  of  a  well-known  infants'  food, 
and  though  these  were  so  popular  that  I  was  obliged  to 
decline  giving  any  more  away  except  to  purchasers  of  some 
article,  I  never  had  a  single  tin  of  the  advertised  food  in 
stock,  or  any  demand  for  it.  "  Sub  Judice  "  will  probably 
find  that  a  combination  of  the  various  schemes  he  de- 
scribes is  the  best  plan,  but  if  he  relies  on  the  co-operation 
of  the  pharmacist  he  should  allow  him  a  liberal  and  well- 
protected  profit.  Even  then  a  good  deal  will  depend  upon 
the  nature  of  the  article.  Personally,  I  have  but  a  poor 
opinion  of  the  pharmacist  who  will  "  push  "  another  man's 
preparation  when  he  can  without  overmuch  trouble  make  an 
equally  good  one  of  his  own. — Yours  truly,

Sir, — The  letter  of  your  subscriber  "Sub  Judice" 
(206/91)  illustrates  rather  aptly  the  sloppy,  unthoughtful 
way  in  which  people  treat  their  advertising,  and  then 
complain  that  advertising  does  not  sell  the  goods  ! 

If  Mr.  "Sub  Judice"  conducted  any  other  part  of  his 
business  on  the  principles  which  he  unashamedly  avows 
about  his  advertising  he  would  not  expect  results.  Sup- 
pose, for  instance,  that  he  noticed  a  growth  of  manufactur- 
ing costs,  indicating  a  leakage  of  some  kind  :  would  he 
have  "  done  a  little  checking  up  in  a  half-hearted  way 
last  year,  and  up  to  the  present  in  this  year,"  as  he  says 
he  has  advertised  ?  Not  a  bit  of  it.  Either  he  would 
have  investigated  the  trouble  himself,  without  a  moment's 
delay,  and  never  let  it  alone  until  he  had  stopped  the  leak, 
or,  if  his  technical  knowledge  were  inadequate,  he  would 
have  called  in  an  expert  to  tell  him  what  was  wrong. 

The  very  manner  in  which  he  presents  his  problem 
shows  that  your  correspondent  does  not  understand  it. 
He  does  not  tell  us  what  his  goods  are,  whether  they  have 
an  all-year  or  a  season  sale,  nor  yet  what  the  "rather 
half-hearted  "  advertising  to  which  he  confesses  has  been. 
The  fact  that,  despite  the  entirely  wrong  way  in  which 
he  does  his  advertising,  his  sales  appear  to  have  responded 
to  it  suggests,  on  the  face  of  it,  that  a  very  little  really 
competent,  well-directed  advertising  would  have  prompt 
and  gratifying  results.    Even  "Sub  Judice"  does  not 


appear  to  have  succeeded  in  rendering  his  advertisements 
wholly  nugatory.  In  my  practice  as  a  professional 
advertisement  consultant  I  am  constantly  having  just  such 
problems  as  this  brought  to  me,  where  in  place  of  treating 
the  expensive  matter  of  public  advertising  as  one  which 
should  be  cautiously  and  intelligently  conducted,  people 
act  as  though  they  thought  that  it  required  not  even  the 
most  elementary  intelligence.

Sir, — The  subject  raised  in  your  columns  last  week 
by  "  Sub  Judice"  arouses  in  me  a  "live"  interest,  inas- 
much as  I  am  connected  with  the  "new  school"  of  the 
advertising  profession.  First  of  all,  you  must  understand 
your  men  ;  you  must  sift  the  matter  from  the  retailers' 
standpoint.  Having  done  this,  you  find  yourself  at  the. 
following  fundamental  principles  : 

1.  The  owner  of  a  proprietary  article  must  offer  a  very, 
tempting  bait — i.e.,  a  huge  profit — or 

2.  He  must  ci'eate  a  demand  which  will  automatically 
force  the  retailer  to  stock  and  sell  his  goods. 

Consider  Scheme  (a) — viz.,  the  arrangement  of  demon- 
strations and  window-displays.  I  fear  this  would  be  but  a 
feeble  effort.  Why  should  the  retailer  interest  himself  so 
much  in  any  particular  proprietary  article  by  making  a 
special  display  which  may  partly  dislocate  his  OTdinaTy 
6ales,  when  he  can  perhaps  obtain  the  same  profit  on  any 
one  of  the  two  hundred  or  more  proprietaries  he  may 
happen  to  be  handling  ?  If,  for  a  short  time,  the  retailer 
gives  a  "spurt  "  to  one  particular  line,  will  that  impetus 
result  in  a  permanent  increase  in  his  turnover,  in  (as  is 
usual)  a  shop  having  a  restricted  area  to  draw  from  ? 

Scheme  (&)  is  the  sounder  proposition,  particularly  that 
part  which  advocates  advertising  to  the  general  public. 
Here  the  wholesaler  himself  creates  the  demand,  and  thus- 
forces  the  hand  and  at  the  same  time  lightens  the  task  of 
the  retailer,  who  grows  to  feel  that  the  proprietor  of  the 
goods  is  in  sympathy  with  him.  Furthermore,  where  suffi- 
cient money  is  expended  on  general  publicity  the  labour 
and  attendant  cost  of  the  proprietor's  traveller  is  reduced  : 
probably  the  necessity  for  the  traveller  ceases.  The 
"  window-show  "  covers  such  a  small  compass  and  gathers- 
such  a  small  harvest  as  compared  with  a  few  square  inches 
of  powerful  advertising-matter  in  a  suitable  daily  paper, 
Another  disadvantage  to  the  wholesaler  of  a.  window- 
display  is  that  the  exhibits  cannot  be  arranged  in  every 
shop  in  a  given  town ;  consequently  it  is  found  that  one  ov 
two  retailers  alone  are  selling  the  goods,  while  the  remain- 
ing shopmen  are  indifferent  and  tend  to  develop  opposition. 

After  a  fair  period  of  success  and  failure  in  dealing  with 
these  propositions — years  spent  as  the  adviser  in  close 
contact  with  clients — I  am  led  to  advance  the  following 
plans,  supposing  that  I  wished  to  extend  the  sale  of  art 
already  floated  proprietary  such  as  "Sub  Judice"  in- 
dicates : 

1.  To  have  drawn  up  a  downright  plan  of  campaign  for 
advertising  in  the  national  and  local  Press.  There  is  no 
doubt  that  vast  sums  are  thrown  away  on  ill-conceived  and 
spasmodic  advertising  efforts. 

2.  To  advertise  persistently  in  a  forceful  style  in  the 
C.  tfj  D. ;  to  change  my  message  weekly,  and  a  part  of  this- 
message  to  be  devoted  to  a  clear  intimation  to  the  trade 
as  to  my  plans  regarding  advertisements  in  the  forthcoming- 
general  papers ;  to  strive  throughout  to  convey  the  im- 
pression that  I  intended  to  work  in  unison  with  the  retailer-^ 
which  happy  state  would  be  unattainable  without  an  equit- 
able arrangement  regarding  his  profit. 

3.  To  ensure  success  I  would  have  prepared  a  series  or 
"  shots  "  in  the  form  of  folders  or  circulars  to  go  through 
the  post.  These  direct  personal  messages  would  again  telJ 
my  retailers  all  about  my  plans,  my  C.  <£•  B.  advertisements, 
and  my  operations  in  the  daily,  weekly,  and  monthly  papers. 
These  "  shots,"  as  I  name  them  have  been  found  to  be  very 
efficacious— they  give  the  impression  that  the  proprietor  is- 
alive  and  doing.  They  are  sent  once  a  week  for  five  or  six 
weeks,  being  placed  in  the  hand  of  the  retailer  at  an  appro- 
priate time. 

There  is  simply  the  nucleus  of  my  plans.  Owing  to  the 
lack  of  "  grit'''  in  the  average  traveller  and  the  generall 
apathy  of  the  Tetailer,  unlets  the  latter  is  spurred  on  by 
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2arge  profits  or  a  created  demand,  some  such  course  must 
foe  taken  by  the  go-ahead  wholesaler.  That  this  scheme 
ce  sound  is  supported  by  the  fact  that  the  proprietors  of 
"  Galvanit  "  (which  has  had  far-reaching  success)  adopted 
some  very  similar  course.  I  believe,  too,  that  the  now 
famous  "Domes  of  Silence"  had  an  equally  favourable 
utart.

Ashwell's  "  Companion  to  the  Homoeopathic  Phar- 
macopoeia "  has  "Opium  (Papaver  somniferum),"  clearly 
giving  the  poppy  as  the  source  of  opium,  and  not  as  a

Sir,— Referring  to  the  note  of  Dr.  George  Reginald

Sir, — I  feel  that  I  must  agree  with  Dr.  Jones  in  thinking 
that  the  merest  tyro  in  pharmacy  ought  to  have  known 
what  papaver  somniferum  i6.  Every  man  who  has  been 
through  his  materia  medica  course  could  not  possibly  help 
remembering  what  opium  is  obtained  from,  and  as  six  of 
them  appeared  dazed  I  feel  somewhat  glad  that  we  are 
mot  all  tarred  with  the  same  brush.

Sir, — -The  word  "thebaic."  has  been  frequently  written 
for  opium  and  its  preparations  when  it  has  been  the  desire 
of  the  prescribe!'  to  disguise  the  presence  of  that  drug.  I 
have  met  with  the  synonym  on  several  occasions  in  different 
pharmacies  and  have  never  found  any  doubt  on  the  part  of 
the  dispenser  as  to  the  intention  of  the  prescribe!.  Your 
correspondent  evidently  has  never  heard  of  this  synonym, 
otherwise  he  would  not  have  adopted  an  ambiguous 
"  synonym  "  such  as  "  papaver  somniferum."  Why  should 
the  doctor  expect  opium  when  he  orders  pulv.  papaver  som- 
niferum ?  When  he  writes  nux  vomica  on  his  prescriptions 
does  he  expect  the  pharmacist  to  supply  strychnine?  If  he 
wanted  to  prescribe  manna  in  a  pill,  would  he  write  pulv. 
fraxini  orni  ?  Obviously,  there  is  only  one  solution  to 
the  problem,  and  had  the  jjrescription  been  presented  at 
my  dispensing-counter  I,  not  being  omniscient,  would  have 
had  no  hesitation  as  to  what  to  supply.  I  would  assume  that 
the  doctor  knew  what  he  wanted  and  would  dispense 
exactly  what  he  prescribed,  providing  the  dose  was  a  safe 
one  and  the  preparation  could  be  obtained. _  In  the  present 
case  I  do  not  see  any  insurmountable  difficulties  in  the 
way.  I  have  looked  up  several  books  on  pharmacy  and 
have  failed  to  see  papaver  somniferum  _  given  as  a 
"  synonym  "  for  opium.  I  cannot  help  observing  the  note  of 
intellectual  superiority  in  Dr.  Jones's  letter  when  he  writes 
of  a  chemist  "hiding  his  ignorance,"  and  am  forced  to 
believe  that  while  such  a  state  exists  it  is  impossible  to 
have  that  thorough  understanding  between  medical  prac- 
titioner and  nharmaeist  which  a  more  intimate  relationship 
would  eno-ender.  I  have  no  doubt  that  had  the  doctor 
sought  the  advice  of  a  live  pharmacist  he  would  have 
helped  him  out  of  his  dilemma  in  the  present  case.

Sir —Although  Mr.  George  R.  Jones  is  somewhat  in- 
attentive to  the  usual  rules  of  syntax,  it  may  be  taken 
that  he  intends  to  convey  the  assertion  that  pulv. 
papaver  somniferum"  is  a  legitimate  synonym  tor  the 
powdered  opium  of  the  Pharmacopoeia.  I  presume  he 
intended  to  write  "papaveris  somniferi,"  but  we  will  let 
that  pass.  The  alleged  synonym  appears  to  have  arisen 
in  his  mind  owing  to  his  having  seen  something  or  other 
bearing  upon  this  subject  in  "The  Lancet";  but  this 
medical  gentleman  will  be  well  advised  in  future  to 
utilise  only  such  synonyms  as  are  accepted  by  rational 
pharmacists.  It  is  absurd  to  suggest  that  six  dispensing 
chemists  were  absolutely  ignorant  of  the  probable  mean- 
ing of  "pulv.  papaver  somniferum,"  for  this  drug  (1 
mean  the  capsule,  or  the  seed,  or  the  inspissated  juice  of 
the  opium  poppy)  is  yet  one  of  the  most  conspicuous  relics 
of  crude  herbalism  to  be  found  in  every  chemist's  shop 
in  the  land.  If  one  chemist  "could  not  make  out  the 
word  '  papaver '  "—well,  medical  prescriptions  are  pro- 
verbially indecipherable ;  if  another  said  that  he  had 
"  never  'heard  of  it  " — well,  that  man  probably  spoke  with 
the  candour  which  would  be  almost  certain  to  charac- 
terise Mr.  Jones  himself  if  he  were  asked  for  "  pulv. 
ecballium  elaterium  "  ;  if  another  said  that  "he  had  not 
got  it,  but  might  have  it  to-morrow  " — well,  it  is  quite 
understood  that  men  of  the  world  are  bound  occasionally 
to  resort  to  some  little  adroit  tergiversation  ;  if  another 
"  asked  the  bearer,  '  Is  your  doctor  erratic?  '  "—well,  any 
medical  man  who  spoke  of  water  as  "aqua  tapensis " 
would  undoubtedly  stultify  himself.  And  no  reasonable 
person  would  expect  the  "merest  tyro""  to  be  acquainted 
with  that  which,  owing  to  its  absurdity,  has  no  sanction 
in  pharmacy.  There  is  no  such  thing  as  "  pulv.  papaver 
somniferum,"  unless  it  be  the  whole  plant  in  a  pulverulent 
state  :  and  what  if  the  patient  were  supplied— if  one  can 
conceive  it — with  the  powdered  herb  ! 

If  Mr.  Jones  did  not  wish  his  patient  to  realise  that  he 
was  prescribing  opium,  then  it  is  obvious  that  he  essayed 
to  prevent  the  possible  abuse  of  the  drug  ;  but  if  every 
chemist  is  clearly  to  understand  that  "pulv.  papaver 
somniferum  "  invariably  means  powdered  opium,  and  if 
the  opiate  constituent  is  thus  to  be  disguised  on  a  mere 
and  ubiquitous  prescription  form,  then  does  not  your 
correspondent  frustrate  his  object,  for  does  he  not  con- 
duce to  the  procuration  of  the  drug  at  random  ?  For,  let 
us  remember,  the  effect  of  opium  is  readily  grateful ;  and 
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although  the  patient  might  be  uncertain  of  '  the  exact 
identity  of  the  medicament,  she  would  soon  be  conscious 
of  its  alleviative  value,  and  would  therefore  be  tempted 
to  renew  her  supply  from  time  to  time.  Wherefore  1 
venture  to  say  that,  where  strict  secrecy  is  essential,  it  is 
far  preferable  for  any  medical  man  to  send  a  lucid  pre- 
scription under  cover  to  the  chemist  with  an  injunction  in 
respect  to  its  non-repetition.  Such  a  course  certainly  pre- 
vents misunderstanding,  delay,  and  drug  abuse. 

There  is  not  one  pharmacist  who,  if  he  were  literally 
compelled  to  compound  Mr.  Jones's  prescription  without 
reference  to  its  writer,  could  not  do  so  in  three  minutes  ; 
indeed,  there  is  scarcely  a  first  year's  apprentice  who 
does  not  know  all  about  opium  and  its  source,  and  who 
would  not  instantly  say  that  "  pulv.  papaver  somniferum  " 
was  most  probably  the  ordinary  pulv.  opii.  But  (and 
this  is  the  point)  Manchester  pharmacists  are  especially 
shrewd  men,  steadfastly  obliging,  but  in  business  for 
business  ;  and  what  is  the  pecuniary  advantage  on  a  pre- 
scription (probably  presented  by  a  stranger)  for  half-a- 
dozen  powders  when  that  prescription  creates  an  element 
of  doubt  a.3  to  the  actual  intention  of  the  prescriber,  and 
consequently  necessitates  loss  of  time  by  reference  to  its 
author  ?  What  is  the  advantage,  Mr.  Jones  ?  The  ad- 
vantage of  being  philanthropic.  Which  is  excellent — in 
theory.  Briefly,  no  chemist  is  going  to  make  himself 
responsible  by  attempting  to  divine  any  physician's  inten- 
tion ;  and  medical  men  must  learn  to  be  explicit  in  their 
prescribing.  I  wonder  in  what  manner  "  hora  somnium" 
was  expected  to  be  rendered?

Clinical  Thermometers. 
Sir— I  have  read  the  letter  of  Dr.  J.  C.  McWalter, 
Dublin,    condemning  one-minute  and  half-minute  ther- 
mometers.    Now,  in  the  last  30  years  I  have  made 
over  one  and  a-half  million  of  these  thermometers,  and 
only  once  had  any  trouble  with  regard  to  the  time  taken 
to  register  the  true  temperature,  and  then  I  insisted  on 
what  was  considered  the  faulty  thermometer  being  sent  to 
the  National  physical  Laboratory  to  be  tested  for  time 
to  take  the  temperature  and  also  for  errors.    I  enclose 
you  the  result  of  the  testing  by  Dr.  Glazebrook,  which 
speaks  for  itself.     Any  of  my  minute  or  half-minute 
thermometers  can  bo  had  with  Kew  certificates  both  for 
time  and  errors  if  ordered.    I  have  had  a  great  number 
verified  and  have  never  had  one  rejected.

Dr.  Glazebrook,  F.R.S.,  wrote  about  the  thermometer: 
"  As  to  the  rapidity  tests,  the  time  taken  to  reach  a  given 
temperature  depends  on  the  temperature  of  the  thermometer 
when  put  in  the  mouth.  In  our  standard  tests  this  is  taken 
as  60°  F.  In  practice,  however,  a  thermometer  is  often  at 
a  higher  temperature  than  this  before  use.  Thus  time-tests 
were  taken  starting  from  60°,  70°,  and  80°,  with  the  following 
result : 

i-min.  Normal 

From  temperature  60°    98.6  98.6 

From  temperature  70°    98.5  98.6 

From  temperature  80°    98.5  98.5 

The  thermometer  on  these  tests  would  receive  a  certificate  for 
rapid  reading."

The  Proposed  Dentists  Act  Amendment. 

Sir, — When  the  recent  Poisons  and  Pharmacy  Act  was 
pending,  its  promoters  were  met  with  opposition  upon  the 
ground  of  "no  monopoly."  And  much  of  our  legitimate 
trade  has  been  sold  into  the  hands  of  the  grocers  and  the 
general  dealers.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that  the  same  prin- 
ciple will  be  extended  to  the  unregistered  dentists,  because 
their  art  and  birthright  is  threatened  to  be  invaded  by  an 
unjust  and  oppressive  monopoly  under  the  specious  plea 
of  protecting  the  public.  This  is  very  much  like  iEsop's 
wolf  charging  the  lamb  with  disturbing  the  water  and 
making  it  muddy.  If  medical  men  had  commenced  the 
work  of  making  artificial  teeth  and  fitting  them,  and  the 
dentists  had  taken  the  business  out  of  their  hands  by 
infringing  upon  their  rights,  the  case  for  the  monopoly  of 
surgical  and  mechanical  dentistry  by  medical  men  might  be 
admitted  as  a  just  claim  calling  for  protection.  But  the 
facts  of  the  case  are  the  reverse.  It  was  the  unregistered 
dentists,  and  those  for  the  greater  part  were  chemists, 
who  performed  extractions  and  made  and  fitted  artificial 
teeth  and  brought  the  art  to  its  greatest  perfection .  for 
the  comfort  and  satisfaction  of  many  ten  thousands  of 
grateful  people,  scores  of  years  before  this  skilled  art 
attracted  the  attention  of  medical  men.  Five  years' 
apprenticeship  was  found  to  be  ample  time  for  an  intelli- 
gent youth  to  become  proficient  in  the  art  of  extracting 
decayed  teeth  and  fitting  artificial  teeth,  until  the  dentist's 
art  extended  its  borders  for  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the 
growing  requirements  of  the  public.  When  dentists 
began  to  reap  the  benefit  of  their  laudable  labours  and 
well-earned  reputation,  then  the  wolf  discovered  that  the 
lamb  made  the  water  muddy,  and  dental  colleges  were 
instituted  for  the  ostensible  and  specious  purpose  of  the 
protection  of  the  public.  But  notwithstanding  this  one- 
sided sudden  and  great  anxiety  for  the  protection  of  the 
public,  unregistered  dentists  have  the  approbation  of 
several  of  the  most  learned  judges  of  the  realm,  who  have 
declared  on  the  judicial  bench  that  an  unregistered  person 
may  act  as  a  dentist,  and  that  the  Act  of  1878  did  not 
prohibit  self-laudatory  language  to  that  effect.  It  is 
remarkable  that  the  judges  abstained  from  expressing  an 
opinion  that  there  was  any  real  necessity  for  such  an  Act 
to  restrain  the  practice  of  unregistered  dentists.  There- 
fore, for  the  sake  of  our  posterity — and  it  is  an  imperative 
duty  we  owe  them — let  us  make  a  stand  for  our  rights. 
And  if  a  Bill  should  be  drafted  for  an  amendment  of  the 
Dentists  Act,  let  us  plead  that  the  protection  of  the  public 
is  already  provided  for  by  the  Act,  by  which  the  name 
"dentist"  is  secured  and  monopolised,  and  by  which  we 
are  also  debarred  from  making  charges  for  advice ;  and  it 
will  be  our  wisdom  to  get  up  a  counter-petition,  signed 
by  chemists  and  painless  extractors  of  teeth,  embodying 
the  facts  herein  stated.  But  if  an  amended  Bill  should 
be  tamely  submitted  to,  I  would  urge  that  some  provision 
should  be  made  for  appeals  from  the  tyrannical  and 
oppressive  measures  of  an  interested  guild.

This  is  natural,  unless  he  gives  them  notice  that  he 
does  not  intend  to  renew  it.  The  duty  now  due  from  him  on 
their  assessment  of  over  50?.  for  the  retail  licence  is  5?.  12s., 
made  up  as  follows  :  3?.  5s.  for  first  three  months  ending  Sep- 
tember 30  last,  and  16?.  for  one  year's  licence  on  the  new 
scale  from  October  1  last — in  all  19?.  5s.,  from  which  has  to 
be  deducted  the  13?.  13s.  already  paid  by  "  Subscriber  "  for 
the  dealer's  licence  and  the  additional  spirits-in-bottle  licence. 
"  Subscriber  "  will  observe  that  this  payment  of  13?_.  12s. 
will  cover  licence-duty  up  to  September  30  next.  Immediately 
after  that  date  a  new  yearly  licence  will  have  to  be  taken  but. 
On  the  same  basis,  this  will  be  16?.  We  advise  him  to  notify  at 
once  the  collector  of  Excise  that  he  intends  to  discontinue  the 
wholesale  licence,  and  wishes  to  withdraw  the  Excise  entry 
of  his  premises  as  a  spirit-dealer.

Consult  the  legal  information  in  "The  Chemists' and  Druggists' 
Diary,"  7510  before  writing  about  your  difficulty. 

Will  (89/36). — Before  probate  is  taken  out  an  executor 
may  decline  to  act  as  such.  A  will  does  not  require  to  be 
stamped. 

H.  O.  C.  (213/39). — If  a  limited  company  uses  the  title 
"  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  the  superintendent  (a  registered 
chemist)  of  the  company  must  be  a  director  of  it. 

E.  W.  S.  (210/34).— See  the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  240,  for  par- 
ticulars of  the  circumstances  under  which  the  word  "  Limited  " 
must  be  used  by  limited  companies.  It  appears  that  labels 
do  not  come  within  the  terms  of  the  Act,  and  some  companies 
do  not  use  the  word  on  their  labels.  _  It  is  imperative  that 
the  name  of  the  company,  with  "  Limited,"  should  be  affixed 
outside  every  place  in  which  it  carries  on  business. 

D.  B.  (208/1). — (1)  If  spectacle-frames  contain  gold  exceed- 
ing 2  dwt.  and  under  2  oz.,  a  plate-dealer's  licence  (costing 
2?.  6s.)  is  required  for  their  sale.  (2)  It  is  not  necessary  for 
you  to  take  out  from  the  Registrar  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  the  annual  Is.  certificate  of  qualification,  seeing  that 
you  riave  your  Minor  certificate,  which  in  itself  meets  the 
requirements  of  the  law. 

Veritas  (205/68).— (1)  A  bill-distributer  employed  casually 
is  by  Section  13  of  the  Workmen's  Compensation  Act,  1906, 
excluded  from  the  definition  "  workman,"  therefore  from  the 
benefits  of  the  Act  in  the  event  of  injury  while  he  is  dis- 
tributing bills  for  you.  (2)  A  householder  who  objects  to  bills 
being  put  in  his  house  may  sue  you  for  trespass  if  your  agent 
(the  bill-distributer)  insists  upon  entering  his  premises  to 
deliver  bills. 

G.  T.  (208/44). — The  Magistrates  appear  to  have  granted 
you  a  wine  off-licence  on  the  condition  that  you  sold  only 
medicated  wines.  This,  we  think,  they  could  do  under  the 
powers  given  them  by  the  Licensing  Act,  1902.  The  question 
is  what  they  meant  by  "  medicated  "  '  .vines.  Your  letter 
gives  us  no  indication  on  this  point  _  In  the  case  of  genuine 
medicated  wines — that  is,  of  such  wines  as  are  described  in 
the  C.  &  D.  Diary,  p.  239  (20)— neither  Excise  licence  nor 


Magistrates'  licence  is  required  for  their  sale  by  a  chemist. 
It  is  clear  that  in  granting  your  licence,  the  Magistrates  had 
some  other  wines  than  these  in  mind — such,  for  example,  as 
beef-and-malt  wine,  coca-wine,  etc.  Whatever  the  condition, 
you  would,  of  course,  risk  having  your  licence  refused  should 
you  fail  to  comply  with  it.  Respecting  your  preparations  of 
black  beer  with  port  and  raisin  wines,  the  sale  of  these  may 
be  the  sale  of  beers,  and  therefore  not  allowable  under  your 
wine-licence  at  all.  If  the  mixture  contains  more  than  2  per 
cent,  of  proof-spirit,  it  may  be  beer,  and  a  beer-licence  may 
be  required  for  its  sale.  You  could  settle  this  point  by  send- 
ing for  analysis  and  guidance  a  sample  of  each  to  the  Govern- 
ment Laboratory  at  Clement's  Inn  Passage,  London,  E.C. 
You  should  at  the  same  time  write  to  the  Commissioners  of 
Customs  and  Excise,  Custom  House,  London,  stating  what 
you  have  done.  As  to  your  third  query,  if  the  only  wine- 
licence  you  hold  is  a  retail  off-licence,  this  will  expire  on 
September  30  next.  If  you  also  hold  a  dealer's  licence,  both 
expired  on  June  30.  For  the  new  scales  of  licence-duty 
payable,  see  C.  &D.,  June  18,  p.  921.

Aide  (61/50)  writes:  "  Petroliniment,  described  in  the 
C.  &  D.,  September  4,  1909,  yields  a  thick  emulsion  which 
separates  on  standing.  I  have  tried  other  formula?  with  the 
same  result.  Can  this  be  made  clear  and  inseparable  ?  "  [The 
formula  to  which  our  correspondent  refers  occurs  in  a  paper 
communicated  to  the  Canadian  Pharmaceutical  Association, 
and  is  a  variant  of  Vasoliment,  "  P.F.,"  p.  818,  of  which 
Liquid  Parogen,  B.P.Cx.,  is  another  variant.  The  formula 
for  "  Petroliniment  "  in  question  is : 

White  liquid  paraffin    6 

Oleic  acid    3 

Ammoniated  alcohol         ...       ...  1 

The  ammoniated  alcohol  is  prepared  with  liquid  ammonia 
(30%)  1,  alcohol  (90%),  2. 

This  gives  a  clear  solution  which  has  not  separated  with  us, 
although  kept  for  some  weeks.  There  is  no  "  trick  "  in 
making— just  mix  and  shake.  Such  solutions  have  been  con- 
siderably used  in  practice  of  late.  This  one  contains  a  some- 
what large  proportion  of  liquid  paraffin.  The  ingredients, 
however,  are  varied  in  proportions,  according  to  requirement. 
The  more  elaborate  formulae  at  first  introduced  (such  as 
Vasoliment),  involving  the  use  of  heat  and  evaporation, 
have  been  discarded  in  favour  of  these  simpler  ones.  "  Petro- 
liniment "  is  mostly  used  for  the  preparation  of  a  solution 
of  iodine  which  is  effective  without  staining  the  skin.  In 
making  it,  however,  it  is  well  to  dissolve  the  iodine  in  the 
oleic  acid  and  then  add  the  other  ingredients.  A  somewhat 
larger  proportion  of  oleic  acid  may  with  advantage  be  used.] 

B.  TP.  H.  (189/51).— (1)  Perfume  for  Shampoo-powder.— 
Essential  oils  are  acted  upon  by  the  alkali  of  the  powder ;  thi3 
is  why  better  results  are  obtained  by  using  synthetic  perfumes. 

(2)  Caustic  soda  in  solution  is  used  for  clearing  bath-pipes 
which  have  become  blocked  with  soap. 

Eto  (187/9).— The  preservative  used  for  animal-gut  is 
probably  calcium  bisulphite,  which  is  supplied  in  solution, 
and  is  largely  employed  as  a  meat-preservative. 

Simplex  (183/70).— Face-cream.— A  series  of  articles  on 
"  Modern  Skin-creams  "  appeared  in  the  C.  &  D.  during  April 
1909,  to  which  you  should  refer  for  the  information  you 
require. 

S.  C.  S.  (190/21).— (1)  Train  Oil  is  the  name  given  to  the 
commonest  qualities  of  fish  oil.  True  "  train  oil  "  is  Northern 
whale  oil  from  Balcena  mysticetus,  the  Greenland  or  Right 
whale,  but  the  name  has  now  become  a  generic  name  for 
blubber  oils.

H.  W.  D.  (195/48).— Paint  for  "  Side-bone  "  in  Horses. — 
This  appears  to  be  acetum  cantharides.  Blistering  is  one  of 
the  treatments  for  side-bone. 

A.  E.  S.  (198/35). — To  keep  dogs  from  your  doorway  sprinkle 
a  mixture  of  slaked  lime  and  ammonium  chloride  on  it  every 
morning. 

W.  B.  W.  (202/57).— We  know  nothing  of  the  preparation 
except  that  it  is  proprietary. 

Nemo  (208/58). — Ink-stains  in  Marble  are  most  difficult  to 
remove.  Try  the  following  method  :  Place  a  few  crystals  of 
oxalic  acid  on  the  spot  and  a  few  drops  of  water ;  crush  with  a 
small  bung  or  other  piece  of  cork,  and  rub  gently  over  the 
spot  in  a  circular  direction  for  at  least  one  minute.  Allow 
the  acid  to  dry  on  the  spot,  and  dust  off.  If  not  removed, 
repeat  the  application.  The  objection  to  the  process  is  that 
it  takes  the  polish  off  the  marble.

F.  H.  B.  (205/6).— Syr.  Glycerophos.  Co.,  B.P.C.— The 
following,  as  far  as  we  can  tell,  is  the  latest  formula  :  "  Tri- 
turate 2  of  calcium  glycerophosphate  and  1  each  of  potassium, 
sodium,  and  magnesium  glycerophosphates  with  30  of  stronger 
chloroform  water  [i.e.,  BP.  1885],  and  add  10  of  solution  of 
iron  glycerophosphate  ;  then  add  0.5  of  caffeine  and  0.024  of 
strychnine  (alkaloid)  previously  triturated  with  2  of  glycero- 
phosphoric  acid  (20  per  cent.)  and  dissolved  in  10  of  the 
chloroform  water.  Dissolve  70  of  refined  sugar  in  the  liquid 
without  the  aid  of  heat,  add  2  of  tincture  of  cudbear,  and 
make  up  to  100  with  stronger  chloroform  water." 

W.  E.  M.  (208/28). — The  Face-powder  which  you  send  is 
perfumed  with  synthetic  violet.  We  can  detect  nothing  else 
in  it,  but  there  may  be  a  trace  of  rose  otto. 

E.  S.  C.  (166/7).— Book  on  Hair  and  Skin— The  late  Mr. 
James  Startin's  small  book  on  the  "  Care  of  Skin  and  Hair  " 
may  suit  your  purpose.  It  was  published  at  about  2s.  bd. 
On  the  hair  alone,  "  Preservation  of  the  Hair,"  by 
Dr.  R.  W.  Leftwich,  is  an  excellent  shillingsworth,  and  is 
written  especially  for  those  who  make  hair-preparations.  It 
is  practical,  and  contains  many  useful  and  original  formulae. 
Either  book  may  be  obtained  from  Simpkin,  Marshall  &  Co.

M. P.S.I.  (206/7). — Dentistry  for  Druggists.— Read  the 
article  in  this  year's  C.  &  D.  Diary.  It  will  give  you  all  the 
points  you  want ;  if  not,  write  to  us  again. 

Winchmore  (192/48). — The  amount  of  sugars  in  your  first 
formula  is  the  cause  of  the  separation.  The  only  way  to 
overcome  it  is  to  use  mechanical  power  in  finishing  the 
emulsion ;  but  try  in  the  first  instance  as  much  acacia 
mucilage  as  liquid  paraffin,  thoroughly  mixing  both  together ; 
then  add  the  egg-yolks  and  a  pint  of  water  gradually.  Omit 
the  tragacanth  and  lemon-syrup,  replacing  the  latter  with 


8  grains  of  saccharin  and  some  lemon  flavour.  Dilute  the- 
honey  and  oxymel  with  30  oz.  of  water,  and  incorporate  slowly 
with  the  emulsion,  making  up.  It  is  most  difficult  to  retain 
in  homogeneous  condition  an  emulsion  containing  only  10  per 
cent,  of  oil,  unless  you  have  it  so  viscous  that  the  emulsified 
particles  have  little  opportunity  of  coalescing.  A  similar 
plan  to  the  foregoing  should  be  tried  with  your  cough-mixture,, 
all  the  oils  and  guaiacol  being  mixed  with  the  liquid  paraffin 
and  emulsified  together. 

Valerian  (207/37).— Alcohol  in  Ammoniated  Tinctures. — 
Harvey  recommended  (C.  tfc  D.,  Ixiv.,  178)  the  following 
treatment : 

Tr.  Opii  Ammon. — 50  c.c.+25  c.c.  acid,  sulph.  dil.+45  c.c. 
H.O. 

Tr.  Taler.  Ammon.-—^bQ  c.c. +  15  c.c.  acid,  sulph.  dil.+55  c.c.

Distil  100  c.c.  in  each  case.  Return  to  the  distilling-flaskr 
make  alkaline  with  potash  solution,  add  water  to  make  the 
opium  tincture  distillate  170  c.c,  or  120  c.c.  for  the  valerian 
one,  and  redistil  100  c.c.  Mr.  T.  F.  Harvey  is  also  the  author 
of  the  table  on  p.  179.  For  details  you  must  consult  the- 
original.

D.  E.  (204/57).— Books  on  Field  Botany.— The  "  Handbook 
of  British  Flora,"  by  G.  Bentham,  6th  ed.,  10s.  bd.  (Reeve),  is- 
most  suitable,  the  illustrations  by  W.  H.  Fitch  and  W.  G. 
Smith  (4th  ed.,  10s.  bd.)  being  published  separately.  C.  C. 
Babington's  "  Manual  of  British  Botany,"  9s.  net  (Gurney  & 
Jackson),  is  also  good.  C.  A.  John's  "  Flowers  of  the  Field  " 
(6s.)  is  popularly  written,  while  W.  R.  Hayward's  "  Botanist's 
Pocket-book  "  (4s.  bd.)  is  exceedingly  useful  as  a  pocket  com- 
panion. We  do  not  know  of  any  book  treating  the  flora  of 
Ireland  separately. 

P.  W.  (209/72). — Mutton-bird  Oil  is  the  oil  expressed  from 
the  bodies  of  the  young  birds  of  the  puffin  tribe,  chiefly 
Pufjinus  Tenuirostris,  before  they  are  fully  fledged,  and  is- 
doubtless  a  provision  by  Nature  to  keep  them  alive  until  they 
learn  to  catch  fish  and  forage  for  themselves.  These  birds- 
resort  in  myriads  to  the  islands  between  Australia  and  Tas- 
mania at  certain  seasons  of  the  year  for  breeding-purposes, 
and  are  raided  annually  by  fishermen  and  others  for  the  eggs- 
and  the  young  birds.  The  oil  has  a  reddish  colour  and  fishy 
taste,  like  a  crude  cod-liver  oil,  and  is  used  by  some  doctors 
in  Melbourne  as  being  better  for  children  than  cod-liver  oii 
and  more  easily  assimilated. 

J.  J.  J.  (201/60).— Drying  of  Milk  in  Cow— There  is- 
nothing  better  for  the  stoppage  of  the  flow  of  milk  than 
belladonna,  either  given  internally  or  applied  externally. 
As  to  plumbi  acetas,  it  is  only  a  modification  of  the  old  andf 
reliable  cure  of  rubbing  the  gland  with  vinegar.  Try  liq. 
plumbi  subacet.  and  vinegar,  which  should  have  more  astrin- 
gent properties  than  the  salt  alone.  In  the  drying  of  cows, 
careful  feeding  must  be  studied,  all  milk-producing  and  liquid" 
foods  must  be  reduced  to  a  minimum,  and  dry  and  hard  food 
substituted.

Uniform  Prices. 

A  correspondent,  signing  himself  "  Fair-play,"  in  No.  1(5 
of  the  "  Chemist  and  Druggist,"  complains  about  the  different 
prices  demanded  for  prescriptions  by  different  members  of  the- 
trade.  If  "  Fair-play  "  were  to  write  for  fifty  years,  and  a 
thousand  journals  were  to  advocate  his  propositions,  they 
would  never  be  raised  into  a  working  system,  because  they 
are  utterly  impracticable,  and  at  variance  with  the  principles- 
of  free  commerce.  They  are  framed  without  due  considera- 
tion of  trade  variations,  trade  objects,  and  trade  necessities; 
and  in  ignorance  of  the  fact,  that  what  is  one  man's  profit  or 
food,  may  be  another  man's  poison  or  loss.  The  business  of 
a  chemist  and  druggist,  regarded  merely  as  a  business,  differs- 
in  no  degree  from  any  other  trade.  It  is  not  conducted  upon 
sentimental  principles;  it  is  not  governed  by  -any  particular 
trade-fellowship  or  class-feeling,  although  it  almost  rises  to 
the  so-called  dignity  of  -a  "profession,"  -and  it  is  carried  on 
for  personal  sustenance  and  gain.  The  same  Bankruptcy  Court 
or  Insolvent  Court,  the  same  laws  of  debtor  and  creditor, 
hang  over  its  transactions  as  they  hang  over  the  dealings  of 
any  other  buyers  and  sellers.  It  is  compelled  to  do  as  its- 
neighbours  do  who  live  by  shopkeeping,  or  must  resign  itself 
to  failure  and  disgrace.

Summer  Studies. 

WE  propose  to  publish  throughout  the  summer  months 
a  series  of  pharmacopoeial  notes  based  upon  lectures 
by  Mr.  R.  C.  Cowley,  F.C.S.,  Principal  of  the  College  of 
Pharmacy,  Brisbane.  These  are  intended  to  supplement 
the  monographs  of  chemicals  in  the  British  Pharmaco- 
poeia, lests  included  in  that  standard  work  are  not 
repeated,  but  explanations  are  given  of  them  wherever 
considered  desirable.  Students  will  obtain  tree  copies  of 
the  supplement  by  sending  stamped  and  addressed  postal 
wrappers  to  the  Publisher  of  the  C.  Jb  D. 

Acetanilide  (CeHs.NH.C'O.CHa)  can  be  readily  made  by 
the  student  himself  by  boiling  together  aniline  (25  grams)  and 
glacial  acetic  acid  (30  grams)  in  a  flask  connected  with  a 
reflux  condenser  for  seven  to  eight  hours ;  the  condensation 
(elimination  of  water)  being  represented  by  the  following 
equation  : 

CHaCOiOH+H.lHN.CcH^CHaCO.NH.CHs+H.O. 
The  mixture  is  poured,  while  still  hot,  into  water  to  precipitate 
the  acetanilide,  which  is  drained  and  recrystahised  from 
-alcohol  or  hot  water.  If  the  crystals  are  *  coloured  they 
must  be  decolorised  by  re-dissolving  in  hot  water,  heating  the 
solution  with  a  little  freshly  ignited  animal  charcoal  for 
about  half  an  hour,  and  filtering  through  a  hot-water  funnel 
prior  to  crystallising. 

•Acetic  Acid  (CIL.COOH)  is  one  of  the  products  obtained  in 
the  destructive  distillation  of  wood,  during  which  various 
gaseous  compounds  are  formed  and  a  fluid  distillate  pro- 
duced, the  residue  in  the  retort  being  charcoal.  The  distillate 
separates  in  a  tarry  layer,  which  is  the  source  of  creosote,  and 
crude  pyroligneous  acid,  consisting  chiefly  of  acetic  acid, 
methyl  alcohol,  acetone,  and  water.  The  crude  pyroligneous 
acid  is  separated  and  neutralised  with  lime  to  "  fix  "  the 
acetic  acid  as  calcium  acetate,  the  wood  naphtha  (methyl' 
alcohol  and  acetone)  being  distilled  off.  Some  hydrochloric 
acid  is  added  to  the  residual  solution  of  calcium  acetate  to 
liberate  creosotic  acids,  which  are  removed  before  the  solu- 
tion is  evaporated  to  dryness.  The  dry  residue  is  gently 
heated  to  expel  tarry  matter,  and  the  grey  residue  of  calcium 
acetate  yields  crude  acetic  acid  on  distillation  with  sulphuric 
acid.  This  acid  can  be  made  fairly  pure  by  treating  it  with 
potassium  bichromate,  which  oxidises  impurities,  and  re- 
distilling. To  obtain  a  pure  acid,  the  crude  product  is  con- 
verted into  the  sodium  salt  by  neutralising  it  with  washing- 
soda  (sodium  carbonate).  The  sodium  acetate  is  recrystal- 
lised,  dried,  and  distilled  with  strong  sulphuric  acid,  the 
distillate  being  glacial  acetic  acid.  The  best  indicator  to  use 
in  titrating  acetic  acid  is  phenolphthalein  ;  sodium  acetate 
is  alkaline  to  litmus,  so  that  indicator  does  not  give  the 
neutralisation-point.  In  weighing  glacial  acetic  acid  for 
titrating,  every  care  should  be  taken  to  avoid  exposure  of 
the  acid  to  air,  since  it  absorbs  moisture  with  great  avidity. 
A  small  thin  glass  bulb  with  neck  drawn  out  into  a  capillary 
is  the  most  suitable  for  weighing  the  acid,  which  is  sucked 
into  the  warmed  bulb  as  it  cools. 

Arsenious  Acid  (As203)  is  an  anhydride,  and  not  a  true 
acid,  the  latter  only  existing  in  aqueous  solution,  from  which 
arsenium  trioxide  separates  out  on  concentration.  The  fol- 
lowing reversible  equation  represents  this  behaviour  : 

As203+3H20^2H3As03. 

Arsenious  acid  is  a  by-product  obtained  during  the  roasting 
of  certain  arsenical  ores,  the  atmospheric  oxygen  converting 
the  sulphides  in  the  ores  into  oxides  during  the  process.  The 
gaseous  products  are  conducted  into  long  flues  to  condense  the 
arsenious  oxide,  which  is  chipped  off  when  it  attains  sufficient 
thickness,  and  is  purified  by  sublimation.  Large  quantities 
of  arsenic  are  obtained  from  the  purification  of  oil  of  vitriol 
^crude  sulphuric  acid),  from  which  it  is  removed  as  volatile 
arsenious  chloride  in  the  first  portions  of  the  distillate  after 
adding  hydrochloric  acid  to  the  crude  vitriol.  The  chloride 
•of  arsenium  is  passed  into  water,  where  it  is  decomposed  into 
arsenious  oxide  and  free  hydrochloric  acid.  The  acid  from 
this  source  often  contains  traces  of  selenium,  which  imparts 
to  it  a  brown  colour.  Arsenious  oxide  varies  considerably  as 
regards  solubility  in  water,  and  of  the  three  forms  (two 
crystalline  and  one  amorphous)  the  amorphous  is  the  most 
soluble.  The  likeliest  impurity  in  white  arsenic  is  sulphide 
of  arsenium,  and  on  testing  for  this  advantage  is  taken  of  the 
solubility  of  both  in  ammonia  and  the  insolubility  of  the 
impurity  in  dilute  acidulated  solution.  In  titrating 
arsenious-acid  solution  with  iodine  (which  acts  as  an  indirect 
oxidising-agent)  it  is  essential  that  an  excess  of  alkali  as 
bicarbonate  should  be  present  during  the  whole  reaction. 


The  reaction  is  not  completed  in  neutral  or  acid  solution, "and 
both  caustic  and  carbonated  alkali  use  up  iodine  solution.  A 
good  plan  is  to  dissolve  a  known  weight  of  the  sample  to  be 
titrated  in  sodium-hydrate  solution,  adding  sufficient  hydro- 
chloric acid  to  render  slightly  acid,  and  then  bicarbonate  of 
sodium  as  directed  in  the  Pharmacopoeia.  The  carbon 
dioxide  evolved  ensures  the  presence  of  bicarbonate  only. 
The  starch  indicator  should  only  be  added  near  the  end  of 
the  titration,  when  the  colour  of  the  added  iodine  only  slowly 
disappears;  otherwise  troublesome  blue-black  flocks  are 
produced.

Chemistry  of  Mineral  Waters. — Professor  Ch.  Moureu, 
of  the  Paris  Superior  School  of  Pharmacy,  publishes  in 
the  "  Revue  Scientifique  "  an  interesting  article  on  mineral 
waters.  In  the  course  of  it  he  says  that  all  waters  lose 
part  of  their  properties  by  keeping — i.e.,  the  liquid  is  never 
so  active  as  at  the  moment  of  bottling.  This  is  due  either 
to  escape  of  the  natural  gases  or  to  oxidation,  in  both  cases 
with  deposition  of  active  constituents.  Radio-active 
waters  are  affected  by  keeping  independently  of  external 
circumstances,  and  at  the  end  of  a  month  radio-activity  is 
practically  lost.  Only  waters  which  contain  in  solution  a 
salt  of  radium  or  thorium  are  permanently  radio-active.

The  examiner  told  me  that  I  should  have  labelled  the  mixture 
with  a  "  shake  the  bottle  "  label,  on  account  of  the  spt. 
chloroform.  I  sterilised  the  stoppered  poison-bottle  for  the 
hypodermic  solution,  and  asked  the  examiner  to  check  the 
poisons.  He  informed  me  that  I  should  have  strained  the 
solution  through  cotton-wool  which  had  been  percolated  with 
boiling  water.  I  finished  everything  about  ten  minutes  before 
time.    In  the  afternoon  I  climbed  the  long  staircase  to 

Chemistry. — (1)  Identify  the  substance  No.  15.  This  was 
a  volatile  black  powder,  and  in  a  short  time  I  found  it  to  be 
mercuric  sulphide.  (2)  Determine  the  percentage  by  weight 
of  hydrogen  nitrate  (HNOi)  contained  in  the  acid,  nitric,  dil. 
No.  15  (the  solution  of  sodium  carbonate  No.  15  contains 
6  grams  of  NajCOs  per  litre).  I  put  the  acid  solution  into  the 
burette  and  ran  it  into  20  c.c.  of  the  soda  solution  ;  this 
took  about  17  c.c.  I  checked  this  by  another  titration,  and 
calculated  the  percentage  of  nitric  acid  to  be  17.  (3)  From 
the  tartaric  acid  provided  prepare  a  crystalline  specimen  of 
potassium  hydrogen  tartrate.  These  came  down  about  half 
an  hour  before  time,  about  the  size  of  zinc-sulphate  crystals. 
Two  days  later  I  received  the  (thin)  paper  requesting  me  to 
attend  for  the  oral  work.  My  first  subject  on  the  second  day 
was 

Prescription-reading.  —  The  following  calculation  was 
given:  Atrop.  sulph.  gr.^s,  morph.  hyd.  gr.  jfo,  aq.  rosse  ad 
3ss.  How  much  of  the  official  solutions  would  I  use  in  each 
case  ?  Then  two  abbreviated  prescriptions  to  write  in  full 
Latin.  These  were  quite  straightforward.  Next  I  had  to 
translate  five  or  six  prescriptions  into  full  English  from  a 
badly  written  collection.  Here  I  detected  an  overdose  of  liq. 
strychnin.— namely,  20  minims.  Then  followed  about  twenty 
doses,  also  the  amount  of  opium  in  a  teaspoonful  of  tr.  camph. 
co.,  tr.  opii,  and  tr.  opii  amnion.,  and  I  was  told  to  sit  down. 

In  Pharmacy  the  examiner  pushed  towards  me  a  bottle  which 
I  thought  contained  compound  liquorice-powder.  What  did 
compound  liquorice-powder  contain  ?  Next  lanoline :  how 
many  kinds  of  lanoline  are  there  in  the  B.P.  ?  Then  tr.  valer. 
ammon.,  which  there  was  no  mistaking  :  what  did  it  contain 
and  how  was  it  made  ?  Carbolic-acid  lozenges  :  what  strength 
and  what  colour  are  they?  How  are  the  pharmacopoeial 
waters  made  ?  Give  examples  of  the  different  processes  of 
distillation.  What  is  the  usual  process  for  making  infusions? 
How  is  inf.  rosse  made  ?  What  is  the  use  of  the  added  acid  ? 
How  is  inf.  calumbse  made,  and  why  ?  What  is  the  strength  of 
morphine  in  opium,  and  how  is  it  estimated  ?  The  examiner 
■asked  me  if  I  thought  it  was  necessary  to  estimate  it 
volumetrically.    I  told  him  I  thought  it  was  merely  a  check. 

Botany  came  next.  Here  I  recognised  fennel,  aconite,  yew, 
stramonium-fruit,  crocus-corm  with  daughter  corm  attached. 
The  examiner,  pointing  to  the  syllabus,  asked  me  the  family 
and  characteristics  of  most  of  the  natural  orders  mentioned 
there.  How  does  a  plant  obtain  its  nitrogen  ?  Prom  the  soil. 
In  what  form  ?  Are  there  any  exceptions  ?  I  mentioned 
certain  leguminous  plants.  How  was  it  that  they  could  absorb 
nitrogen  ?  I  said  by  means  of  bacteria.  Plow  does  a  water- 
plant  obtain  carbon  ?  From  the  carbon  dioxide  dissolved  in 
the  water.  Next  I  had  three  slides  to  recognise.  The  first 
was  a  section  of  a  male  flower  of  a  pine,  which  I  failed  to 
recognise.  The  second  was  a  dicotyledonous  root,  and  the 
■third  a  section  of  a  grain  of  maize. 

Materia  Medica. — I  had  the  following  specimens  handed  to 
me  for  recognition:  Aconite-root  (three  varieties),  jalap, 
podophyllum,  bittersweet,  a  large  flat  piece  of  cinchona-bark 
(lancifolia),  catechu,  guaiacum,  belladonna-root  (give  active 
constituents),  hyoscyamus-leaves  (what  was  the  relation  be- 
tween hyoscyamine  and  scopolamine  ?).  How  does  an  alkaloid, 
as  a  rule,  exist  in  a  plant  ?  I  gave  as  an  example  daturine  in 
combination  with  malic  acid. 

Chemistry  came  last.  What  is  phenol  ?  I  said  that  the 
hydrogen  atom  of  benzine  is  replaced  by  an  OH  group.  Did  I 
know  any  compound  where  two  hydrogen  atoms  had  been 
replaced  by  two  OH  groups  ?  What  is  the  formula  of  phenol  ? 


How  is  it  made  artificially  ?  What  is  valency  ?  Also  atomic- 
weight,  specific  heat,  and  atomic  heat.  Is  there  any  ratio, 
between  them?  Give  the  formula  for  aniline.  How  is  it 
made  ?  Nitro-benzine  and  its  preparation.  What  would 
happen  if  you  tried  to  nitrate  benzoic  acid  ?  I  had  to  write  the 
equation  showing  the  action  of  nitrous  acid  on  aniline  in  the- 
synthetising  of  carbolic  acid,  and  with  this  I  finished. 
In  another  five  minutes  the  President  was  shaking  hands 
with  me.  and  saying  that  I  had  passed  a  -very  creditable 
examination.
